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Dobson campaigns to cut legal costs 

Lawyers ‘are 
making NHS 

of maiions’

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FRANK DOBSON yesterday 
accused lawyers of milking the 
health service of money need¬ 
ed to treat patients, as he 
launched a campaign to cut 
the steadily growing cost of 
medical litigation. 

“As far as 1 am concerned, 
the best place for a lawyer in 
the NHS is on the operating 
cable, not sliding around caus¬ 
ing trouble for other people." 
the Health Secretary told the 
Royal College of Midwives. 

“We see the situation in the 
USA where people are not 
concerned with what is best, 
for the mother and baby but 
are thinking ‘How would this 
look in court? “ - Mr Dobson 
has written to a wide range of 
organisations — including 
many which have made 
claims against the health ser¬ 
vice— seeking ideas on howto 
stpp disgruntled patients 
rushing, to law.. 

Litigation had cost the 
health service £235 million in 
1996-97. a 17 per cent increase 
over the previous year, he 
said. “Every pound that is 
spent in . the. courtroom is a 
pound not spent on patient 
care. We must do everything 
we can tojceep lawyers out of 
hospitals ahdkeep the doctors, 
midwovesatid other health 
professioriaii out of court so 
they can concentrate on their 
patients." ; • ■ 

Mr Dobson’s assessment of 
the growth fa medical litiga¬ 
tion was supported by annual 
figures released by the Medi- 
* cal Defence Union yesterday, 
'which showed a 15 per cent 
increase in the number of 
cases and a similar rise in the 
amount paid in damages. The 
MDU paid £-SS million in 
compensation and £11 million 
in costs last year, while the 
Medical Protection Society — 
both organisations have

80,000members—paid a total 
of £48 million in damages and 
legal fees. 

Both Mr Dobson and Dr 
Christine Tomkins of the 
MDU identified patients' un¬ 
realistic expectations as one of 
the main reasons for cases 
ending up in court — with 
doctors often to blame for 
raising false hopes. 

“People are less used to 
illness and death than they 
used to be and have an over- 
high expectation of what the 
medical profession can do." 
Dr Tomkins said. “Doctors 
have made it worse fay being 
only too ready to go out with 
the good news, which adds to 
the public’s high expectations 
of what they can do. We have 
to explain things better. When 
things are explained properly, 
two thirds of cases do not 
proceed with litigation." 

John Hickey of the Medical 
Protection Society said: “Doc¬ 
tors are not being more negli¬ 
gent — in fact standards are 
higher than ever. The trouble 
that solicitors are now 


is 


advertising and putting ideas 
into patients' heads. If com¬ 
munication is not right from 
the beginning, the temptation 
is to run off and see a 
solicitor." 

But lawyers reacted angrily 
to Mr Dobson’s remarks. Phil¬ 
ip Sycamore, president of the 
Law Society, said: “The obvi¬ 
ous point to make is that the 
best way to avoid claims is not 
to be negligent in the first 
place." However, accidents 
did happen and that brought 
people to solicitors, he said. 
Much litigation could be 
avoided if hospitals dealt with 
complaints properly from the 
start What most people want 
is an explanation of what 
happened, an apology and an 
assurance that something sim¬ 
ilar will not re-occur.” 

Law firms specialising in 
medical - negligence insisted 
that they were not "ambulance 
chasers” and confirmed Dr 
Tomkins’s view that two 
thirds of cases were aban¬ 
doned. David Body, head of 
medical negligence at Irwin 
Mitchell of Sheffield, invited 
Mr Dobson to go and see for 
himself how his firm chose 
and prepared claims. “We are 
at the forefront of promoting 
risk management by hospir 
tals, advising them how to 
avoid claims in the first place.” 

And he questioned why, if 
Mr Dobson was concerned 
about public money being 
squandered on litigation, 
claims were not settled faster 
— for example those from 
people who contracted 
Creutzfeldt-Jakob disease 
from growth hormones. Such 
cases had been settled as a 
matter of government policy 
in France and Australia, but 
two years after the trial, the 
last hearings in Britain were 
only just finishing.

ROYAL FAMILY favourites SI 
Bassey and Joan Cpllins mixed wit 
the new generation of showbusiness 
talent who partied with the Queen at 
Windsor Castle last night Euan 
MacGregor and Robert Cariyle, two 
of the most sought-after British stars 
in Hollywood, led the "Cool Britan¬ 
nia" brigade. 

Mick Hucknall, the lead singer of 
Simply Red who is a member of the 
Government's creative industries task 
force, flew the flag for the pop industry 
amid the gothic splendour of die 
newfy^estored St George* Hall. 

Buckingham Palace officials went 
out of their way last night to deny that 
the monarchy had embraced the Cool 
Britannia concept pioneered by Tony 
Blah. But the 650-strong guest list 
could have been written by the Prime 


Minister who has been seeking to 
modernise the appeal of the monar¬ 
chy. Many of the guests were Mr 
Blair’s friends who had been to 
similar gatherings at Downing Street 

In the past the Queen's greatest 
exposure to showbusiness was behind 
the scenes of the Royal Variety show 
where she regularly met the likes of 
Sir Harry Secombe, Morecambe and 
Wise, and Dana. 

But it was the presence of Euan 
MacGregor, star of the drugs cult film 
Trainspotting, and Robert Carlyle, 
the uninhibited lead man of The Full 
Monty, which underlined change of 
style with past royal receptions. 

Only last month a pop band. Camp 
Houston, became die first to perform 
live behind the walls of Buckingham 
Palace. Last night's reception was the 


first at the castle since the disastrous 
fire of 1992 and the first the Queen has 
held exclusively for the stars of soap, 
stage, screen and the arts world. 

The Gallagher brothers from Oasis, 
and Eddie Izzard, the cross-dressing 
comic, wooed by new Labour were 
conspicuous by their absence. But 
many other rising stars such as Tara 
Fitzgerald, who was in Brassed Off. 
Hugh Laurie, and Paul McGaan, 
were present. Other guests included 
Ruth RendelL and David Puttnam. 
ennobled by Mr Blair, Victoria Wood, 
the comedienne. Robbie Coltrane and 
Billy Connolly, whose stand-up com¬ 
edy act is the despair of the censors. 

Royal courtiers conceded last night 
that they could not recall such a guest 
list at the castle: Joan Collins, Joanna 
Lumley. Dawn French. Beryl 


Bain bridge and Wendy Richard from 
EastEnders attended along with 
Kenneth Branagh, the filmmaker. Sir 
George Martin, the producer of the 
Beaties, and Sir Cameron Mackin¬ 
tosh. the impresario. 

POets. dancers, painters and fashion 
designers jostled for a chance to talk to 
the Queen along with arts administra¬ 
tors. Only one politician was present 
Chris Smith, the Culture Secretary, 
who is one of the keenest proponents 
of “Cool Britannia”. 

The style and dress code was 
informal: lounge suits and cocktail 
dresses. There was no formal line-up 
of guests to meet the hosts, which has 
characterised other royal gatherings. 
The two-hour reception was deliber¬ 
ately law-key.

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Tooth filling fear 
for pregnancies

PREGNANT women were ad¬ 
vised last night not to have or 
to remove amalgam tooth 
fillings. Robin Wild, ihe Chief 
Dental Officer, said there was 
a possible risk that vapour 
from mercury, used in the 
fillings with silver, copper and 
tin. could damage unborn 
children. 

The advice was issued by 
the Health Department after 
the Committee on Tenacity of 
Chemicals in Food. Consumer 
Products and the Environ¬ 
ment (COT) decided it was 
prudent for pregnant women 
to avoid treatment involving 
amalgam fillings to make it 
impossible for mercury to get 
into the foetus. 

COT, which last investigat¬ 
ed the safety of amalgam in 
1986. said it had no evide nce 
that there was a risk from the 
substance, which had been in 
use for 350 years- There had 
been cases of hypersensitivity 
to mercury from fillings, but 
no record of poisoning. 


ft had decided to issue the 
warning to comply with a 
European regulation on medi¬ 
cal devices which comes into 
force on June 1. The new 
directive requires ail licensed 
products to be fully tested for 
safety and COT felt it could 
not confirm that amalgam 
had passed foil trials for use 
on pregnant women. 

In a letter to dentists. Mr 
Wild says mothers should be 
reassured that there |s no 
evidence of harm to children 
from treatment with amalgam 
during pregnancy. 

"As exposure to mercury 
vapour from dental amalgam 
is greatest during the place¬ 
ment or removal of restora¬ 
tions, COT believe precau¬ 
tionary advice is warranted. 
Their advice is based on the 
possibility that mercury va¬ 
pour emitted during the re¬ 
moval or insertion of 
amlagam (faring dental treat¬ 
ment could cross the 
placenta." 


Mary Bell’s daughter of 14 
learns who her mother is

MARY BELLS teenage dau¬ 
ghter discovered her mother’s 
true identity as a double child 
killer for the first time in the 
early hours-of yesterday. 

■ Bell and her 14-year-old 
daughter were moved from 
their home on the Sussex coast 
after reporters beseiged their 
home. Until then, the Court of 
Session in Edinburgh was 
told, the child had no inkling 
of her mother's previous life. 
The disclosure was made as 
Northumberland County 
Council sought an order ex¬ 
tending the ban on publication 
of Beil’s new identity to 
Scotland. 

The court hearing came as 
the Prime Minister joined the 
row over the payment made to 
Bell for collaborating on a 
book about her life. 

Tony Blair said H was 
“inherently repugnant" that 
people should make money 
out of terrible crimes and 
indicated that the law could be 
tightened to prevent a similar 


case fa the future. It was 
“plain wrong” that Bell should 
receive money for helping 
with a book about her crimes. 

John Morris. QC the Attor¬ 
ney-General, is investigating 
whether payment to Bell could 
be blocked. Acting fa his 
capacity as protector of the 
public interest, he has consult¬ 
ed counsel to see if a Court of 
Appeal ruling last December 
which barred the spy George 
Blake from receiving £90.000 
royalties from the sale of his 
memoirs could be used in the 
Bdl case. 

Under existing law crimi¬ 
nals are barred from profiting 
from their crimes for six years 
after the offence was commit¬ 
ted. But yesterday the Prime 
Minister gave the dearest 
indication that the law is likely 
to be strengthened, saying the 
question was whether, in re¬ 
spect of certain crimes, a 
criminal should ever be able to 
mate a profit. 

Bell. 41. has been paid by the 


author Gina Sereny for col¬ 
laborating in her book, Cries 
Unheard, which is being 
serialised in 77ie Times this 
week. Bell was convicted of the 
manslaughter of two boys 
aged 3 and 4 near her home in 
Newcastle in 1968. She served 
12 years m custody and was 
released on licence in 1980. 

Ms Sereny has refused to 
disclose how much she had 
given her, but said that in the 
past. Bell had been offered 
£250,000 for her sloiy fry a 
continental magazine. She 
said she wrote the book 
because she thought the public 
needed to understand why a 
child kills. 

Bell and her daughter were 
believed to be under police 
protection last night after the 
2 am move from their home.

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Tory voters 
give Blair 
approval

CONSERVATIVE supporters 
rate Tony Blair more highly 
than Wilb'am Hague, their 
own leader, according to a 
MORI poll for 77ie Times. 

The survey, undertaken last 
weekend, shows the Blair 
Government continuing to en¬ 
joy near-record ratings on its 
first anniversary, while Mr 
Hague's Tories languish with 
few signs of recovery. 

Labour’s rating is 55 per 
cent two points up on the past 
month and the highest this 
year. The Tories are down a 
point ar 27 per cent, while the 
liberal -Democrats are un¬ 
changed on 14 per cent. This 
represents a 75 per cent swing 
to Labour since the general 
election. 

Mr Blairs personal net 
rating, measuring those satis¬ 
fied against those dissatisfied 
with die way he is doing his 
job. has improved from plus 
34 to plus 46 points. Even Toty 
supporters are roughly evenly 
divided (45 per cent satisfied:

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46 per cent dissatisfied) about 
his merits as Prime Minister, 
while they have a negative 
view of Mr Hague as their 
leader (38 to 45 per cent).

Yesterday the Offical Solid- 
tor extended the order barring 
the identification of Bell’s 
daughter to Scotland. But Jack 
Straw, the Home Secretary, 
said: "It's certainly the case 
that Mary Bell, by bringing 
herself into the public arena in 
such a dramatic way. has 
compromised her own claim 
for her own privacy." 

Shops were urged yesterday 
not to stock Ms Sereny*s book 
and a protest will be held in 
Newcastle upon Tyne city 
centre on Saturday. Among 
those taking part will be June 
Richardson, whose son Mar¬ 
tin Brown was one of Bell'S 
victims. She said: "I had 
actually stopped hating her 
and now this hate is returning 
because she is now hurting my 
family.” She blamed Ms 
Sereny for “dangling a carrot” 
in front of Bell. 

In today's extract in The 
Times. Bell says that since her 
own daughter was bom she 
has thought daily about the 
two children she killed and the 
pain she caused their parents. 

She says.-** Especially on 
happy days, there’s always 
something that pulls me up. 
stops me when I think what 1 
robbed them of...bringing 
their children up. It never 
goes. I til never go away and 
why should it? 

”1 thought about it before, 
too, but since I’ve had (my 
child) it's become oh. so much, 
much more painful. Before, I 
would'-think of it just as an 
adult you know rather than a 
parent Then. too. I would feel 
sad,, but not foe incredible 
sadness 1 fed now.” 


Blair supports 
Dutch choice for 


Central Bank

TONY BLAIR has thrown 
Britain's weight behind Ger¬ 
many and The Netherlands in 
their feud with France to 
ensure a full eight-year term 
for a Dutchman to head the 
European Central Bank, se¬ 
nior Labour sources said 
yesterday. 

As current chairman of the 
EU council. Mr Blair is strive 
ing to craft a compromise in 
the dispute, which is shaking 
market confidence in the euro 
and threatens to spoil a 
summit in Brussels on Satur¬ 
day that will give the goahead 
to an II-nation single currency 
and sri up the independent 
bank to run it 

Germany and The 
Netherlands, backed by most 
states, want the job to go to 
Wim Duisenberg, the Dutch 
head of the European Mone¬ 
tary Institute. But President 
Chirac is pushing for the 
appointment of Jean-Claude 
Trichet. governor of the 
Banque de France. Britain, as 
a non-participant in the euro, 
has no vote m die choice the 
bank board, but a stalemate at 
the key EU event this year 
would blot Britain's record 
during its six-month presiden¬ 
cy of foe EU. 

Earlier this week. Mr Blair 
was sounding out fellow lead¬ 
ers over a compromise that 
would split the eight-year 


terra, allowing Mr Duisen¬ 
berg. 63. to start in foe office 
and hand over to M Trichet 
after tour. However, as resis¬ 
tance to such a “fudge” has 
grown in Northern Europe 
this week. Downing Street has 
told the European Parliament 
that it opposes a split term, the 
Labour sources said. British 
officials in Brussels said last 
night that foe Government 
wanted an agreement that was 
in keeping with the Maas¬ 
tricht treaty. It stipulates an 
right-year term for the central 
bank chief. 

Diplomats expect an effort 
to help M Chirac to save face. 
M Trichet may be appointed 
vicepresident of foe bank and 
France would be given prom¬ 
ises that it would receive other 
senior EU posts, including foe 
new presidency of European 
Bank for Reconstruction and 
Development 

Members of a key commit¬ 
tee of foe European parlia¬ 
ment which wQ] vet the ECB 
team, made dear yesterday 
that it would reject any deal, 
even a “gentleman’s agree¬ 
ment" which split the presi¬ 
dency term. 

A gentleman’s agreement is 
being cited by France partly to 
justify its campaign for M 
Trichet The late President 
Mittqrang . said- -{Jaijgdlorj 
Kohl had promised that the ' 


ECB job would go to a 
Frenchman in return for his 
approval of Frankfurt as the 
seat of the bank. Although M 
Trichet is an orthodox central 
banker, his candidature is 
seen in Northern Europe as 
France's bid lo ensures degree 
of political control at the ECB. 
Chancellor KohJ. his baric to 
the political wall at home, is 
fiercely fighting to shore up 
German support for the euro 
by ensuring that the central 
bank is run on the stem anti¬ 
inflationist lines of the 
Bundesbank. 

Sirrka Haemaelaeinen. gov¬ 
ernor of the Finnish bank, has 
been been suggested as a 
com p romise. However, foe 
Germans and Dutch are ada¬ 
mant foal this will not happen. 
□ The Prune Minister yester¬ 
day rejected calls to declare an 
intention to join the European 
single currency as a way of 
bringing down the value of the 
pound. 

The Commons Treasury 
committee had warned that it 
would be impossible to judge 
the success or otherwise of foe 
single currency for at least five 
years from its launch date. 
But Mr .Blair said that he 
“could not think of a worse 
reason for joining the euro 
than simply for the short term 
-fog .value 
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standard electioneering. But 
when John Butterffl] (G 
Bournemouth VV) asked how 
long the Government planned 
to take in evaluating foe euro. 
Mr Blair’s renewed attack on 
the Conservative Party began 
to sound obsessive. 

Who cares how long foe 
Tories take? And we were still 
only nine minutes into Mr 
Blair’s half hour. Odd to 


spend so much of an anniver¬ 
sary celebration kicking 
shins. 

On foe next question, a 
friendly one. the Prime Minis¬ 
ter managed a sneer at Wil¬ 
liam Hague’s Internet appear¬ 
ance under the banner of 
"meet your heroes, live” — 
along with the Wombles, said 
Blair. 

A question from Hague 
about Rupert Murdoch’s 
strikebreaking at Wapping in 
1986 (Blah; avoided answer¬ 
ing) brought another attack 
on Toty attitudes. Hague re¬ 
peated his question. Blair 


grew angry. “If there’s any 
brain left in foe Opposition." 
he said, “it’s time they made it 


Lawrie Quinn (Lab, Scar¬ 
borough & Whitby) congratu¬ 
lated him on grants for rural 
bus companies. Blair said 
these were “to repair Tory 
damage". 

Nigel Waterson (G East¬ 
bourne) asked about threats to 
disability living allowance. 
Blair said it was foe Tories 
who had most harmed the 
disabled. 

How much longer would 
foe Prune Minister keep this 


up? John Swinney (SNp, n 
T ayside) asked about BSE. 
This was a “mess the Tories 
left us" Blair said. 

Finally. Rhodri Morgan 
(Lab. Cardiff W) praised 
Labour's devolution plans. 
Mr Blair's response? A scath¬ 
ing attack on “Tory U-turns”. 

Then, with seconds to spare 
before the end and perhaps 
mindful that the mask of St 
Francis had slipped, the 
Prime Minister matte a fete 
bid for consensus. He wel¬ 
comed these U-tums, he said.

TWO brothers in their sixties 
were questioned yesterday by 
detectives investigating at¬ 
tacks by the “Mardi Gra” 
bomber on brandies of 
Barclays Bank and Salis¬ 
bury's stores across West and 
South London. 

The arrests were made as 
officers raided addresses in 
Chiswick. West London, and 
seized a cache of home-made 
devices. The seizure was made 
at foe eulimtnation of a highly 
secret investigation launched 
by the Yard’s anti-terrorist 
branch and organised crime 
group, with more than 200 
surveillance officers. 

Police said the two men 
were being questioned about 
allegations of demanding 
money with menaces, explo¬ 
sives offences and using fire¬ 
arms with intent to endanger 
life: all foe Mardi Gra devices 
were made with shotgun car¬ 
tridges. A third suspect 
arrested during the raids was 
released on police bail and is 
not being linked to foe Mardi 
Gra attacks. 

Detectives now believe that 
foe 36 bombings werenotonly 
propelled by grudges, but 
were a deliberate and calculat¬ 
ed attempt to extort cash using 
terrorist methods. 

Police vyere believed to have 
secretly opened negotiations 
with foe bomber some months 
ago. 

Two men were charged last 
night in connection with, the 
bombings.

A FORMER IRA member was 
arrested in Dublin yesterday 
after dramatically identifying 
• one of his former colleagues in 
a Dublin court and testifiyng 
that Gerry Adams and Martin 
McGuinness were senior 
officers. 

Sean O'Callaghan was tak¬ 
en into custody for question¬ 
ing about the murder of an 
IRA informer in 1985 only 
minutes after giving a stunned 
courtroom what he said were 
details of IRA membership 
and modus operandi.

Lottery winner’s 
son ‘used £lm to 

Cr 

smuggle drugs’

THE son of a £6.6million 
lottery winner used some of 
his share of his father’s 
winnings to help to set up a 
£1 million international drug 
smuggling operation. 
Manchester Crown Court was 
told yesterday. 

Richard White, 34, from 
Glazebury, near Warrington, 
had the “good fortune” to be 
given £1 million by his father 
Ken, 66. shortly after the win 
}in May 1995. which he invest¬ 
ed in his own road haulage 
business. He was a key mem¬ 
ber in a seven-man gang that 
smuggled 303 blocks of canna¬ 
bis resin worth £125 million it 
is alleged. The drugs were 
allegedly brought into the 
country in a secret compart¬ 
ment cut into the bulkhead of 
one of Mr White’s traflers- 

Mr White sat in the dock 
alongside Anthony Toby. 35. 
from Smithfidd, Manchester, 
and Peter Jemmett 47. from 
Worsley. Greater Manchester. 
Each denied conspiring to 
smuggle cannabis resin be¬ 
tween September 1996 and 
April 1997. The jury was told 
that four other men had 
already admitted the charge, 
k Alistair Webster, QC for the 
Jirosecution, said that Cus¬ 
toms and Excise officers had. 
followed the activities of the 
alleged gang for several 
months. They tracked the 
trailer, driven by one of the 
alleged gang’s “foot soldiers”. 


as it arrived in Portsmouth 
from Bilbao, in Spain, with a 
lorry load of onions.

Trackers 
reveal that 
waders 
really fly

THE ability of migrating 
birds to cover- thousands of | 
miles at high speeds has been i 
proved for the fim time in , 
tests conducted by British and 1 
American scientists. * 

Three different types of ] 
waders flew distances ranging 
from 930 miles to 2,795 miles i 
at average speeds of up to 
30mph, in some cases without I 
stopping. The scientists fitted 
the birds with short-range 
radio tags that emitted signals 
with a frequency unique to 
each bird. This made it pos¬ 
sible to locale and identify the 
birds on arrival. 

Most remarkable of all. 
according to a report in the 
monthly magazine British 
Birds, were Pacific golden 
{Hovers, close cousins of the 
golden plovers that breed on 
British moorland. With no 
land to rest on, the fastest bird 
flew 2,795 miles across the 
Pacific Ocean, from wintering 
sites in Hawaii to spring 
staging areas in Alaska, in 90 
hours; an average speed of 
31 mph. 

A sanderling measured on 
its migration from Tteesside to 
Iceland covered 930miles in 41 
hours, a speed of 23 mph. 
Western sandpipers took 185 
.hours to fry just over 2,000 
miles from San Francisco Bay 
to Alaska, an average speed of 
11 mph. The fastest human 
marathon was run at 
12.4 mph.

The scientists, based at 
Rowling Green State Univer 
sity in Ohio, found that the 
chirps were also emitted fry 
young rats when playing vig¬ 
orous rough and tumble 
games. They also chirp more 


than older relatives when 
tickled. Jaak Panksepp. one of 
the team, says in New Scien¬ 
tist dial the experiments 
appear to show a “primal 
form of laughter” that evolved 
before primates. 

The scientists think that 
animals may use laughter to 
distinguish between playful 
and threatening physical in¬ 
teractions. Dr Panksepp 
saysTVe’d be surprised if rats 
have a sense of humour but 
they dearly have a sense of 
fan.” He argues that laughter 
in humans is triggered in 
evolutionary ancient regions 
of die brain and is hardly a 
cerebral activity. 

Robert Provine, a laughter 
researcher ai the University of 
Maryland, tells the magaune 
that social mammals like rats 
probably do produce laugh¬ 
ter-1 ike sounds. Bui believes it 
may be an act of faith to 
equate them to human mirth.

Mr Rubinstein 
admitted that he had never 
been involved in a book that 
had produced such controver¬ 
sy. “I have not known any¬ 
thing like this in 33 years as an 
agent," he said. 

The campaign group Moth¬ 
ers Against Murder and Ag¬ 
gression is trying to persuade 
shops nor to stock the book.

THE parents of the murdered 
black teenager Stephen Law¬ 
rence yesterday bitterly criti¬ 
cised police for claiming that 
he was not the victim of a 
racial attack. 

Neville and Doreen Law¬ 
rence broke away from the 
19th day of the inquiry into 
Stephen's death to say that 
five years on, police still had 
no consideration for their feel¬ 
ings. Three detectives have 
told the inquiry in South 
London that Stephen was the 
victim of a gang that would 
have stabbed him regardless 
of his oolour. 

Mrs Lawrence said: “Right 
from day one, no consider¬ 
ation has been given to our 
feelings as human beings. It 
just seems like the police are 
playing games by using differ¬ 
ent tactics in their ploy to shift 
away from their actions in not 
making any early arrest until 
two weeks later. 

“I have been saying all 
along that the police are out 


there to protect the boys who 
murdered my son and not to 
ensure that they lock them up 
for the crime they committed." 

Detective Sergeant John 
Davidson told the inquiry that 
Stephen would have been 
foiled were he “black, white, 
green or yellow”. Hedescribed 
the foiling as “pure bloody- 
minded thuggery". 

After the murder in south¬ 
east London in 19 93. two police 
liaison officers were appointed 
to keep the family in touch 
with the investigation. Detec¬ 
tive Sergeant John Bevan, one 
of the liaison officers, told the 
inquiry yesterday that he had 
been unable to establish a 
rapport with the Lawrences 
and that he had found Mrs 
Lawrence "aggressive". 

Mr Bevan said he had never 
acted as a liaison officer before 
and had not read police guide¬ 
lines on the role. “I was put 
into a difficult job. I gave it my# 
ail and. yes. I failed."

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Trout tickling 
could take smile 
off your face

THE delicate rural art of trout 
tickling is to be banned under 
new bylaws intended to stamp 
v out poaching and prevent the 
'spread of disease among 
freshwater fish. 

Generations of country 
children have tested their 
prowess at catching the fish by 
hand, but any doing so now 
will risk prosecution and a 
fine of up to £2.000 if caught. 

The Environment Agency 
said trout tickling, or groping, 
would be covered by proposed 
bylaw number five. This states 
that "any person who removes 
salmon, migratory trout or 
trout either dead or alive by 
means other than rod and line 
from rivers, streams, drains 
and canals without proper 
written authority of the Agen¬ 
cy shall be guilty of an 
offence". 

Michael Stag, a warden on 
the River Stour m Suffolk and 
Essex for the London Anglers' 
Association, has written to the 
Ministry of Agriculture; 
which has yet to ratify the 
proposal, pleading for the 
bylaw to be amended “to allow 
brown trout to be removed by 
Ljkling". He said yesterday: 
“It seems to me rather ridicu¬ 
lous thar a young lad could 
end up appearing before a 
magistrate because he hap¬ 
pened to be caught by some 


irate riparian landowner try¬ 
ing to tickle trout It is not as if 
he would be posing much of a 
threat to the trout population." 

Mr Stag learnt the craft of 
tickling as a 12-year-old war¬ 
time evacuee in Lancashire. 
"The trick is to take the fish 
unawares,'* he recalled yester¬ 
day. “Tickling is a bit of a 
misnomer really. You have to 
pass your hand gently under 
the body of the fish from 
behind and that grasp it 
quickly. They are very slip¬ 
pery and will easily slide out of 
your hands." 

Adrian Taylor, the agency’s 
fisheries officer, said yester¬ 
day: "Trout tickling is just not 
on. Just how effective it is.! am 
not sure, but it is a recognised 
method of poaching and is 
certainly illegal.” 

Chris Poupard. director of 
the Salmon and Trout Associ¬ 
ation. said: “Poaching is a 
problem and we need laws to 
stop it. There are a lot of 
cowboys, about who net fish 
illegally' and move them 
around the country or sell 
them, and this can spread dis¬ 
ease."

But he insisted that the 
Government had a right to 
publish the “naming and 
shaming" list of 40 barristers 
and law firms that received

“Where we are 
talking about taxpayers* 
money being spent on behalf 1 
of the community, there's an 
entitlement, indeed a right, to 
know what that money is 
being spent on and where it is 
going." he told a Law Society 
conference in London. 

Mr Hoon denied that the 
parliamentary question that 
produced the figures had been 
planted by the Government 
The question on Monday was 
put down by a ministerial aide. 

The minister told the confer¬ 
ence. attended by a large 
number of solicitors, that it 
was equally legitimate to com¬ 
pare what lawyers were paid 
by the State with other work¬ 
ers.

Rivalry between cancer 
funds ‘is wasting cash’ 

jan Murrayon a call for 600 charities to pool resources to beat disease

TOO many cancer charities 
are competing for funds and 
attention. ihe head of one of 
largest research bodies 
complained yesterday. The ri¬ 
valry between 600 organ¬ 
isations was wasting money, 
duplicating research and con¬ 
fusing the public, said Gordon 
McVie. director-general of the 
Cancer Research Campaign, 
which provides £49 million in 
research grants a year. 

« "Our common enemy is 
tancer. not each other,"he told 
me fiftieth anniversary meet¬ 
ing of the North West Cancer 
Research Fund. “We need to 
pool our resources and effort if 
we are to beat it." 

Professor McVic said there 
were at least 600 cancer chart- 
ties and this meant that money 
was being dissipated on over¬ 
lapping administrative costs. 
Moreover, too little was 
Imown about what research 
was being conducted by small¬ 
er organisations. “1 know 
about what is happening in 
ihe top 20. which means there 
■*are 580 that 1 just do not know 
anything about Smaller org¬ 
anisations cannot possibly 
fund major research, which 
means chat the standards are 
lowered. 

“Until two or three years 
ago we were able to fund all 
the top alpha-grade projects, 
but now we do not have 
enough money to do that. At 
the same time smaller chari¬ 
ties fund research into beta- 
standard ideas. We need to get 


together to discuss a strategy 
for ihe future. The threat must 
be that there are going to be 
more administrative costs 
because of government legis¬ 
lation. more VAT returns and 
increasing costs. The bigger 
charities can cope with that 
and can offer to help smaller 
ones, but we need to work 
much more dosely together.

Hospital 
brings the 
smokers in 
from, cold

A HOSPITAL has angered 
anti-smoking groups by be¬ 
coming the first in tbe country 
io re-introduce a smoking 
room for patients and visitors. 

Addenbrooke's in Cam¬ 
bridge banned smoking from 
all its buildings five years ago 
but the hospital trust has 
reversed the decision after 
patients — many in pyjamas, 
some still on drips and even 
some on trolleys — gathered 
outside the main entrance for 
a cigarette. Trust members 
decided it was not right io 
force patients to stand outside 
in the cold. 

Addenbrooke*s spokeswom¬ 
an Christine Anderson said: 
“It will be a smoking room, to 
stop patients wandering out¬ 
side in their pyjamas. It's also 
not very nice to pull up to the 
hospital when there's a group 
of people outside smoking. 

“However 01 people are, if 
they feel the need to smoke 
they go and stand just outside 
the main entrance. It's diffi¬ 
cult to stop someone like a 
terminal cancer patient from 
having a cigarette." 

The decision was criticised 
by the anti-smoking pressure 
group ASH. Pauline Doyle 
said: “We think it’s incredibly 
disappointing and sends the 
wrong signal to patients who 
are recovering from very seri¬ 
ous illnesses. Being in hospital 
is serious and their best 
chance is to give up smoking. 
It’S a pity die hospital is not 
concentrating its efforts on 
persuading people to do that"

New spread 
‘could cut 
deaths from 
heart attack’

A MARGARINE which, it is 
daimed, could reduce deaths 
from heart attack by a fifth is 
expected to go on sale here and 
in the rest of Europe next year. 

The product developed by 
Unilever, makers of Flora, can 
reduce levels of cholesterol in 
ffie blood by 10 per cent by 
blocking its absorption from 
the gut Trials are published 
this week in the European 
Journal of Clinical Nutrition. 

Tbe researchers, led by sci¬ 
entists at Unilever's laborato¬ 
ry in Vlaardingen, Holland, 
compared the spread with 
Flora, butter and Benecol — a 
spread only on sale in Finland. 

Each day for several weeks, 
100 volunteers with normal or 
slightly raised blood cholestrol 
levels ate 30 grams of spread, 
equivalent to four slices of 
bread. The volunteers switch¬ 
ed to Flora for the same period, 
then Benecol and then butter. 

The new margarine, which 
is rich in oils from soya beans 
called sterols, reduced total 
blood cholestrol by 83 per cent 
compared with Flora. New 
Scientist magazine reports. 
Flora cut levels by 3 per cent 
compared with butter. Sane- 
one eating butter and switch¬ 
ing to the new spread could 
cut their Cholestrol by. over 10

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Plans for Handel 
museum are halted 

Project frustrated by refusal to sell house. Dalya Alberge reports 
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PLANS to create a museum 
dedicated to Handel in the 
house where the great com¬ 
poser lived for 36 years have 
been brought to a hah after 
nearly eight years of planning. 

A museum would have 
recreated the front room of 25 
Brook Street in Central 
London, where Handel com¬ 
posed his Messiah and Music 
for the Royal Fireworks, and 
would have filed the building 
with live concerts, workshops 
and exhibitions. 

Instead, the owners of the 
building, the Cooperative In¬ 
surance Society (CIS), have 
decided not to sell the house to 
the Handel House Trust and 
appear to be considering a 
memorial display rather than 
an entire museum. The front 
room from which the entrepre¬ 
neurial Handel sold tickets to 
his concerts and scores of his 
music is to be used for 
commercial purposes. 

Musicians and academics 
expressed despair that such a 
historic room could be re¬ 
duced to little more than a 


boutique for clothes or shoes. 
While Britain has only the 
Elgar and Holst museums, 
there are more than 150 muse¬ 
ums devoted to composers 
throughout Europe. The Mo¬ 
zart museum in Salzburg at¬ 
tracts 369,000 visitors a year.

Planet’s 
new moons 
are on the 
dark side

TWO new moons have been 
discovered in orbit around the 
planet Uranus. Small and 
distant from the planet, they 
have never been spotted be¬ 
fore because they are so dim. 

The moons, which have not 
yet been named, were found 
by a team led by Dr Brett 
Gladman. of the University of 
Toronto. Unlike die other 
giant planets. Uranus had 
appeared to have no “irregu¬ 
lar" moons in unusual orbits. 

These objects are almost 
certainly not moons in the 
conventional sense, but bod¬ 
ies originating in the outer 
solar system and captured in 
the past by the gravitational 
field of the giant planets and 
forced into orbit around them. 
Why Uranus had failed to 
capture such an object was a 
mystery, now solved by the 
disclosure that nobody had 
hitherto looked hard enough. 

The team used cameras 
mounted on the five-metre 
Hale Telescope at Palomar 
Observatory. They estimate 
that the moons are 40 and 80 
miles in diameter, and orbit 
Uranus at a distance several 
hundred times the radius of 
the parent planet As well as 
being very faint they are 
unusually red in colour.

PREMENSTRUAL tension 
is not a million miles from a 
hangover, according to Amer¬ 
ican researchers.

He 
said: "Thirty-five new cars 
were rigorously assessed for 
their ability to withstand at¬ 
tacks by thieves. The most 
worrying results are those that 
show how vulnerable our 
possessions are inside a car.". 
In all cases, he said, theft was 
very easy, even in cars that 
were hard to drive away. 

"What we want is some¬ 
where secure inside a car for 
possessions to be left. Most 
glove compartments may look 
secure but are easy to prise 
open." But that finding may 
have surprised Mr Straw who 
cried to demonstrate breaking 
into a glove compartment. He 
had to ask for help from one of 
the researchers posing as a car 
thief — who managed it in 
seconds. 

Some 25 milium drivers 
report theft from their cars 
even'year but many more fail 
to inform police or claim an 
insurance.

Footprints on shoreline may reveal 


who scuttled £40,000 vessel in 


Devon, reports Daniel McGroiy 


A FEUD between weekend 
sailors and residents of a 
Devon village is being blamed 
for the scuttling of a £40.000 
yacht in a dawn raid by 
saboteurs. 

Brian Jones, a retired detec¬ 
tive. whose newly refurbished 
yacht had holes drilled in its 
hull, is sure that his campaign 
to dean up Waiermouth har¬ 
bour. near Ilfracombe, is the 
reason for the attack. 

Yei.erday. 3- the XHt-lo-g 
Rouselle was brought to the 
surface. Mr Jones. 59. gave 
police the names of those he 
believes were responsible for 
the sinking. Detectives have 
taken plaster casts of foot¬ 
prints from the hillside to the 
mud at the edge of the shore, 
and are convinced that the 
saboteurs live locally. 

Mr Jones' boat had only 
been back in the water for a 
day after a six-month refit. 


During that time he had led a 
campaign to give Waiermouth 
a facelift and criticised locals 
for not responding. 

It was the second act of 
sabotage in as many years at 
Watermouth. Last rime a 
Bshing boat was sunk after its 
hull was sliced open with a 
chainsaw. The second occa¬ 
sion, the saboteurs avoided 
the surveillance cameras by 
creeping through dense wood¬ 
lands that run down to the 
shore. It was still dark when 
one of them drilled two small 
holes just beneath the water 
line on Rouselle's glass fibre 
hull. Five larger holes were 
punched a few inches higher 
so that, once the water began 
to seep in. the 27-year-old 
ketch would sink in minutes. 
The raiding party also sliced 
through three mooring ropes, 
and used a branch to block the 
bilge pump. 



Jones: led campaign 
to clean up harbour 


By chance an amateur pho¬ 
tographer saw the Rouselle 
sulking and raised the alarm. 
By the time Mr Jones arrived, 
water was washing across the 
decks. It had taken him more 
than three years and £30.000 
to refurbish his yacht, and to 
celebrate he planned to sail it 
to Brittany, the Isles of Scilly 
and Falmouth in time for the 
Tall Ships' race. Yesterday he 
said repairs would cost at least 
£20.000. but he vowed that the 
Rouselle would sail again. 

Mr Jones said: “Whoever 


did this planned it very care¬ 
fully. They drilled the holes in 
such a way that the boat 
would swing round and break 
its back, and they even 
blocked the bilge outlets. 

“I do not have any enemies, 
but 1 have recently been 
campaigning for better moor¬ 
ings and facilities in the har¬ 
bour and I suppose I may 
have upset someone." 

Tony Copping-Jcyee. chair¬ 
man of London and Western 
Holdings, which runs the 
harbour, described the sink¬ 
ing as “vandalism", but reject¬ 
ed Mr Jones* criticisms. He 
said: “In a small community 
in a situation like this there 
may be personalities who 
disagree or have different 
views as lo whether every¬ 
thing is being done to their 
best advantage. 

“I am very surprised at Mr 
Jones' criticisms of the har¬ 
bour. We took it over ten years 
ago when it was very poorly 
maintained and we have re¬ 
paired the hard standing, 
dealt with the harbour wall, 
replaced all the parking and 
seating and installed close 
circuit TV monitors."

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First-born 
children 
may suffer 
more stress

FIRST-BORN children may 
be more tense than their 
brothers and sisters. Scientists 
studying stress hormones in 
monkeys believe that anxious 
pregnant mothers may pass a 
higher level of stress hormone 
to the baby they are carrying. 

Nervousness alter the birth 
may also be passed on to the 
first child, the scientists sug¬ 
gest By the time other child¬ 
ren come along a mother is 
more confident and relaxed. 

Psychologists at (he Univer¬ 
sity of Wisconsin exposed 28 
rhesus monkeys aged seven 
and-a-half months to fear- 
inducing situations. New Sci¬ 
entist reported. Cortisol 
levels were, on average, high¬ 
er in the fust-bom monkeys. 

Ned Kalin, one of the re¬ 
searchers. said: “Either the 
mother’s level of experience in 
raising the infant or some¬ 
thing that’s happening in the 
uterus between die first and 
the later pregnancies is very 
different That is changing the 
baby’s hormonal status." 

Steven Shelton, another re¬ 
searcher, admitted that apply¬ 
ing the findings to humans is 
so far only speculation. 
“That’s a huge step bom 
where we are." 


Makers are 
told to recall 
ten ‘unsafe’

pact by desperate parents unable to cope with heroin 


A COUPLE who plotted 10 kill 
their only daughter in a sui¬ 
cide pact escaped jail yester¬ 
day after a judge was told that 
drugs had forced the crisis in 
their lives. 

Donald and Diane Hirst 
had turned first to cannabis 
and then heroin when Mr 
Hirst lost his job and was still 
unemployed after a year. Pre¬ 
viously the couple, who have 
been married for 17 years, 
lived a life of domestic bliss 
and doted on their only child, 
who was bom ten years ago. 

But their minds and bodies 
were unable to cope with the 
effects of their drug cravings, 
so late last year they decided to 
end it all, York Crown Court 
was told. They agreed to take 
their daughter with them 
because they loved her so 
much that they could not bear 
to leave her behind. 

They drove 80 miles from 
their home to the difftops on 
the North Sea coast at Scar¬ 
borough, North Yorkshire. 
There they first smoked heroin 
and drugged their daughter 
before starting to fill their car 
with fumes through a pipe 
connected to the exhaust 

David Bradshaw, for the 
prosecution, said that it was 
only by good fortune that 
George Hutchinson, a sec¬ 
urity guard, passed by at 4am 
and spotted their darkened 
vehicle being out to sea and 


heard the engine running. He 
phoned police on his mobile 
phone and core off the piping. 

Officers arrived just in time 
io drag the couple and their 
daughter out of the fume-filled 
saloon. The young girl was 
unconscious but she revived in 
the cold November air. 
Yesterday Hirst, 43, and his

wife, 33, from Athersley in 
Barnsley, South Yorkshire, 
admitted attempting to mur¬ 
der iheir daughter.

Police save life 
of woman who 
revealed death 
wish on Internet

A BRITISH woman who left 
a suicide note on the Internet 
before taking an overdose of 
drugs was saved by a comput¬ 
er user in America who alert¬ 
ed the police. 

The woman had posted a 
suicide note on an Internet 
bulletin board, saying she 
had taken a mixture of pain¬ 
killers, anti-depressants and 
alcohol. 

After the .American 1 nternet 
user alerted police in Britain, 
officers broke into Her home 
in West Yorkshire. She was 
alone and barely alive five 
hours after taking the 
overdose. 

The woman, whose identity 
has not been disclosed, was 
taken to St James’s University 
Hospital, Leeds, where doc¬ 
tors saved her life. Dr Semi 
Lynch, a consultant psychia¬ 
trist who treated the woman, 
said electronic cries for help 
should be treated just as 
seriously as suicide notes left 
at home. 

He said: ‘’She was in her 
mid-30s and suffering depres¬ 
sion after the breakdown of a 
relationship. She is a profes¬ 
sional woman who had used 
the Internet for work and for 
social contact. She is now 
well and very grateful to the 
person who relayed her e- 
mai) address to the emergen¬ 
cy services.” 

" Dr Lynch wrote about the 
case in the Psychiatric Bulle¬ 
tin. suggesting that the 
InJemet might be routinely 
screened for such notes. He 
added: “I am sure this won’t 
be the last time this happens, 
somewhere between a

phone message where you

He said that other people 
acting in the same way as in 
this case last year might not 
be so lucky. This woman’s 
life was saved because of the 
presence of mind of the per¬ 
son who picked it up.

"Until 1994 it was a stable 
unit, a normal family who 
loved their only child very 
much indeed. At the age erf 40 
he lost his job and. despite 
determined efforts, found bun- 
self on the scrap-heap. He and 
his. wife began smoking can¬ 
nabis as an escape ana then 
went on to heroin." 

Mr Garth said that debts 
piled up. both to drug suppli¬ 
ers and in the household. "In 
fear and desperation and feel¬ 
ing totally isolated they detid-

Ken GiUance, for Diane 
Hirst, said: "Now she is only 
too glad her daughter sur¬ 
vived. She is a devoted mother

Rape case

A POLICEMAN accused of a 
series of sex attacks told a jury 
yesterday that he became ac¬ 
quainted with girlfriends at 
the rate of about two a week. 

PC John Bloct agreed that he 
had had "numerous" sexual 
conquests. “Sometimes, every 
day or so," he raid Leeds 
Crown Court. But he denied a 
suggestion from the prosecu¬ 
tion chat he had picked up 
hundreds of women a year as 
he went on patrol. He said: 
"That’s an over-estimation: 1 
wouldn’t like to put a figure on 
it” it depended “on whether or 
not 1 am working", he said. 

PC Blott. formerly a profes¬ 
sional goalkeeper, who has 
been suspended by Cleveland 
police, is said to have used his 
position to pick up young wo¬ 
men and lured them back to 
his home for sex.

Mo nk s is right 
on unions’ new 
symbolic role 


THE continuing dispute over 
trade union recognition is not 
really about percentages or 
thresholds. These are the sym¬ 
bols. not the essence. That is 
about Tony Blair, and the 
distinction between old and 
new Labour. Mr Blair's self- 
proclaimed “rule number one" 
is “do not forget why we won”. 
When he said before the 
election that the unions would 
be treated in the same way as 
business, with no favours, he 
meant it — even if some of his 
ministerial colleagues in other 
departments still do not accept 
this view. 

The point was well made 
yesterday by Peter Mandel- 
son, the prime strategist of 
new Labour, in a speech, 
revealingly. to the Institute of 
Directors’ annual conference. 
Before last years election, 
fears had been expressed by 
some people that, afterwards, 
if the party won power, “the 
real lace of old Labour would 
be unmasked: that the unions 
would be trooping back to 
Downing Street — not as pan 
of the legitimate consultations 
that any government should 
properly have with industry, 
but to tall in their favours and 
cash in on their supposed 
secret deals. Well there never 
were any. and there are no, 
post-dated cheques waiting to 
be cashed". Noseniorminister 
in any previous Labour Gov¬ 
ernment would have talked 
like that — which is precisely 
why some union leaders find 
the new approach and lan¬ 
guage so hard to accepL 
Mr Blair's priority in his 
discussions on union recogni¬ 
tion has been to secure broad 
agreement including not only 
the trade unions but also 
business. He believes that 
such a consensus is vital if any 
proposal is to stick and work 
over the long term. He does 
not want to jeopardise the 
broadly pro-business stance 
and reputation of his Govern¬ 
ment. This is in contrast to 
Michael Foot's big extension 
of union rights m 1974. which 
was vigorously opposed by 
business. 

The Blair camp argues that 
signing up to the social chap¬ 
ter and the introduction of rhe 
national minimum wage are 
now being accepted by busi¬ 
ness. Mr Mandelson offered 
the argument yesterday that 
Britain has "used the opportu¬ 


nity of participating in the 
social chapter to engage 
Europe in a new debate on 
how we move away from the 
old agenda of burdensome 
labour market regulation to a 
new agenda of how we pro¬ 
mote employability and adapt¬ 
ability". The view of La hour as 
the friend of flexible labour 
markets is not to the liking of 
either the old Labour Left or 
the business Right Tun Mel- 
vilie-Ross of the Institute of 
Directors made plain at yes¬ 
terday's conference that busi¬ 
ness was not happy with all 
Government policies, includ¬ 
ing those on union recognition 
and the social chapter. 

Both the Government and 
the unions are finding the 
transition to a new relation¬ 
ship difficult. Mr Blair be¬ 
lieves that the unions are 
ignoring other features of the 
forthcoming Fairness at Work 
White Paper which favour 
them, such as making unfair 
the dismissal of workers in

legally called industrial dis¬ 
putes and removing the 
qualifying period a worker 
must serve to secure full 
employment rights. Union 
leaders feel the Government, 
and employers, have hard¬ 
ened their position unreason¬ 
ably. though Labour's mani¬ 
festo commitment on the issue 
was, deliberately, ambiguous. 
That is shown by the wounded 
approach of John Edmonds 
and other big union leaders in 
interviews. 

The unions’ frustrations, 
and sense that the shift to a 
partnership approach in in¬ 
dustrial relations is insuffi¬ 
ciently recognised, has been 
put more subtly by John 
Monks, the TUC General 
Secretary'. As he writes in 
today's issue of the New 
Statesman : “What I do com¬ 
plain about is the symbolic 
role that unions have been 
given by some in new Lab¬ 
our's Britain. For them our 
primary role is to define what 
new Labour isn't." He is right 
Them and us has taken on a 
new meaning in the Blairite 
lexicon.

The council rejected three 
complaints against the BBC 
debate show Esther, hosted by 
Esther Rantzen. in which an 
audience member offered 
money to a prostitute for sex in 
front of the camera. The 
complainants believed it 
should not have been broad¬ 
cast before the 9pm 
watershed. 

The council said that. Ms 
Rantzen dealt with the “unex¬ 
pected incident in a profes¬ 
sional manner" and the 
programme was aimed at an 
adult audience.

L abour gave birth to the National 
Health Service SO years ago and 
It has grown into one of the 
nation's favourite but sickliest sons. 
Clever and caring, a gentle giant in 
shabby clothes, it suffers from chronic 
raalnourishment No matter how great 
the resources It consumes, it always 
seems weak and dose to collapse.

Right from the start new 
Labour realised that its ulti¬ 
mate victory rested as much 
on a cultural as a political 
shift in foe country.

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TOURISTS visiting southwest 
Spain have been warned to 
beware of poisoned foodstuffs 
after the spillage of a billion 
gallons of highly tovic mining 
was .• into rivers around the 
Donana National Park. 

The warning came as own¬ 
ers of the mine that caused the 
toxic spill near the town of 
Aznalcdllar were said to have 
asked the authorities for per¬ 
mission to release a further 
400 million gallons of add 
waste into local rivers so that 
they could mend the dam that 
burst on Saturday. 

Scientists and consumer 
groups have said that poison¬ 
ous elements contained in the 
water, including mercury, 
lead and zinc, will find their 
way into local produce. Con¬ 
sumer groups have recom¬ 
mended that visitors to the 
provinces of CAdiz, Seville and 
Huelva do not buy fruit, 
vegetables, fish or seafood 


from the region's multitude of 
illegal strew and roadside 
vendors. 

“We are worried that pro¬ 
duce that has not been passed 
as fit by the authorities will be 
sold this way." Francisco SAn- 
chez. spokesman for a con¬ 
sumers group in Andalusia 
said. About 5,000 acres of 
farmland has been covered by 
the toxic sludge (eft behind by 
the escaping dam water. 

A government scientist con¬ 
firmed yesterday that it was 
likely the heavy metals in the 
waste spilt by the Los Fraties 
zinc and lead mines at 
Aznalcdllar eventually would 
make their way into food. 
“The underground aquifers 
can feed them to plants and 
these in turn can pass them on 
to domestic animals and hu¬ 
man beings.” Manuel Rcpeto. 
director of a toxicological insti¬ 
tute in Seville, said.

Madrid said yesterday that it 
was watching the situation in 
Donana and would be talking 
(o local authorities, scientists 
and consumer groups.

Officials of the regional 
Andalusian government, re¬ 
sponsible for checking the 
safety of the dam at Aznafctil- 
lar, said yesterday that there 
was nothing for consumers to 
worry about 

"People can rest assured 
that produce from the area is 
being perfectly controlled." 
Paulino Plata, the head of the 
regional agriculture depart¬ 


ment, said Officials were also 
carrying out half-hourly 
checks on the quality of the 
waters at the mouth of the 
River Guadalquivir, where 
nearly 1.000 small boats col¬ 
lect fish and seafood. 

Fishing was continuing in 
the river mouth at Sanlftcar de 
Barrameda yesterday even 
though part of the waste was 
reported to have moved 
through its waters. Environ¬ 
mentalists have said that long¬ 
term damage may be done by 
heavy metals deposited on the 
riverbed where many species 
breed and feed. 

Consumer groups urged the 


Government to apply the 
strictest measures to local 
produce. "Too often in Spain 
we are told (here k no prob¬ 
lem. only to find ou. <ater there 
was a problem," Jose Maria 
Mugica. of the country's main 
consumer group, the Organis¬ 
ation of Consumers, said. 

The consumer groups said 
that the problem would wors¬ 
en over time because the waste 
water seeped into under¬ 
ground aquifers and spread to 
other zones where fruit and 
vegetables crops are irrigated 
from deep wells.

Rock hails offer of 
talks by Madrid

THE Gibraltar Government 
has accepted a Spanish offer to 
start direct talks before the 
summer on the future of the 
British territory, but it rejects 
outright a Madrid plan for 
sharing sovereignty, Peter 
Caruana, the Chief Minister, 
said yesterday. 

Mr Caruana hailed as a 
landmark die new proposal by 
Madrid to talk to the territo¬ 
ry's elected administration 
rather than to the British 
Government The first round 
is likely to start within 
months, he said. "We are very 
happy to meet -.. provided it 
is on an open agenda basis." 
Mr Caruana sakL "The con¬ 
cept of a Spanish Gibraltar 
now or in the future is 
unacceptable." 

Mr Caruana signalled 
strong concern over Britain's 
willingness to discuss Spain's 
proposal, made last Decem¬ 
ber, for a period of shared 
sovereignty lasting up to a 
century but leading Gibraltar 
to the status of an autonomous 
Spanish region. Abel Matutes, 
the Spanish Foreign Minister, 


claimed after Anglo-Spanish * 
talks last week that Britain 
had agreed to consider giving 
up sovereignty over the Rock, 
which was ceded to Britain in 
the 1713 Treaty of Utrecht. 

The Government insisted 
that it would do nothing 
against the wishes of the 
30,000 inhabitants. Many sus¬ 
pect, however, that the Blair 
administration is keen to re¬ 
solve the long-standing quar¬ 
rel. which continues to strain 
ties with Spain and disrupt 
EU business. 

In 1967, 99 per cent of 
Gibraltar's inhabitants voted 
to remain under British rule. 

Mr Caruana. who was in 
Brussels to press complaints 
over what his Government 
sees as flagrant Spanish 
breaches of EU law in its 
dealings with the territory, 
said: “The people of Gibraltar 
are clear that they do not wish 
to be part of the Spanish state. 

The UK position is no transfer 
of sovereignty without the 
consent of the people, so there 
seems no reason not to reject 
the Spanish proposals."

of peace talks with Belgrade. 
“We call on the government of 
Kosovo to give us money for 
national liberation. Cowards 
of defeatism and anarchy 
should leave." The last sen¬ 
tence was said to refer to 
Ibrahim Rugova, the LDK 
leader often likened to Gan¬ 
dhi. who has never admitted 
links to the UCK.

IN I96J. Margaret Cook, a 
Scottish translator, fell in love 
with an Albanian doctor 
studying in Germany. Thirty- 
five years later she finds 
herself the only Briton trying 
in Serbia’s war-ravaged prov¬ 
ince of Kosova 
It is an odyssey Ms Cook- 
now known by her Muslim 
Albanian name of Shpresa 
Prekadini — could scarcely 
have imagined as she grew up 
in a Glasgow suburb, the 
daughter of an engineer. Now 
integrated into the Albanian 
culture, she knows she will 
never leave. Along with her 
husband Halim — the ear, 
nose and throat surgeon for 
the southern border town of 
Prizren — Mrs Prekadini. 57, 
is oomplety absorbed in her 
people's struggle. 

Sitting in a rocking chair in 
the couple’s second-floor flat, 
covered by a shawl in accor¬ 
dance with her adopted faith, 
she admitted that life in 
Kosovo is unpredictable. 
“Now and again it is been 
pretty bad. but never quite as 
bad as just now,” she said, a 
Scottish accent undlminished 
by the years. 

The British Embassy in 
Belgrade has contacted her 
occasionally, usually with ad¬ 
vice to fill the bath or top up 
the car petrol tank. “A few 
weeks ago they phoned and 
said they thought I might be 
leaving, and I said ‘no 1 . There 
are so many things here that 


people have lost back in 
Britain." 

In particular she refers to 
the family values that make 
Albanians such a dose-knit 
community. Although her 
husband. Halim, worked in 
Germany when younger, he 
always knew that one day it 
was his duty to return to his 
native Kosovo. So it was no 
surprise when two doctors 
from Prizren arrived in Hei¬ 
delberg to tell him that his 
hour had come. 

“He had a terrific salary in 
Germany, but we are some of 
the more lucky ones,” Mrs 
Prekadini said. In time the 
couple expect their middle 
child, Veton, a hearing aid 
specialist, to return from 
Germany to Kosovo. 

During a short visit to the 
Prekadini household a bewil¬ 
dering number of. relations 
and friends pass in and out 
The past week has been 
especially busy, with many 
calling to pay their condo¬ 
lences over the death of Dr 
Prekadini’s sister. 

"Quite a few Serbs have 
come to say they are sorry. 
Just think of it they do that 
and there is meant to be a war 
breaking out There is no¬ 
where quite like this place.” 
Mis Prekadini said. 

The couple sometimes trav¬ 
el to Turkey, but have never 
been to Albania, just ten miles 
down the road. Despite the 
current tension, many things 


are better now than when they 
arrived — in the communist 
days of President Tito. Com 
Flakes and ketchup were on- 
known. Today the traders of 
Prizren have made it one of 
the region's richest towns, 
although many Albanians re¬ 
main unemployed under the 
Serb regime. 

"If it wasn't for the diaspo¬ 
ra, people would be dying in 
the streets," Mrs Prekadini 
said. “Former teachers are 
selling cigarettes, and some 
work for free just in the hope 
of getting a pension. 1 don’t 
know how they survive." 

Mrs Prekadini taught Eng¬ 
lish for 14 years in the town - 
“I did my bit for Kosovo” — 
but is now a fulHime 
housewife. 

Her husband recently made 
a pilgrimage to Mecca and 
Mrs Prekadini. born into a 
non-practising Protestant 
family, hopes to follow suit ' 
She stays in touch with her 
sister in Kingussie in the 
Highlands and last month 
was in London with her two 
daughters. The eldest Lyria, 
works as a companion to 
Lady Menuhin. 

Mrs Prekadini says the 
Celtic and Albanian Illyrian 
ancestries are linked and sees 
herself as another in a great 
line of Scottish explorers. “We 
are adaptable and we live all 
over the world." she said. 
“Apart from politics, this is a 
great place to live.”

BORIS BEREZOVSKY, the 
business magnate and polit¬ 
ical veteran, was reinstalled in 
President Yeltsin’s adminis¬ 
tration yesterday as Secretary 
of the Commonwealth or Inde¬ 
pendent Stales (CIS), the loose 
political and economic alli¬ 
ance of 12 former Soviet 
republics. 

At first sighL the move 
appeared to show Mr 
Berezovsky’s return to favour 
after his sacking by Mr Yeltsin 
last November as Deputy 
Secretary of the policy-making 
Security Council. He was 
known to have maintained 
political influence in the 
Kremlin and was widely re¬ 
ported to have played a role in 
Mr Yeltsin's decision to dis¬ 
miss Viktor Chernomyrdin, 
his former Prime Minister, 
and the entire Government 
last month. 

Since that, however. Mr 
Yeltsin is reported to have lost 
patience with Mr Berezovsky'S 
meddling. Yesterday’s ap¬ 
pointment may have taken 
into account the fact that the 
CIS is based in Minsk, and 
would keep him away from 
Moscow, 

However, the appointment 
is also in keeping with Mr 
Yeltsin'S favoured polity ot 
balancing political rivals! Mr 
Berezovsky's appointment co¬ 
incided with the confirmation 
of Boris Nemtsov, one of his 
strongest critics, as a Deputy 
Prime 'Minister and the effect¬ 
ive number two in the 
Government.

London: Britain condemned Nigeria yesterday for refusing 
to respect the civil rights of the six men sentenced to death 
for plotting to overthrow General Sani Abacha. the African 
nation's military ruler (Helen Rumbelow writes). 

The trial of Oladipo Diya, General Abacha’s former 
deputy, and his alleged conspirators was nor conducted 
according to international conventions on human rights, 
which include a right to an appeal, pardon and choice of 
lawyer, the Foreign Office said. “Wete very concerned that 
the trials are fair, free and open and we are not happy that 
this trial was conducted mainly in private," a spokesman 
said. Lieutenant-General Diya was sentenced on Tuesday 
after claiming at his trial that he had been framed. Before 
facing the firing squad the sentences of all six must be 
ratified by General Abacha's military council.

A FORMER guerrilla whose 
brother was killed by white 
soldiers, and who had a 
prominent part in planning 
African National Congress 
(ANQ bomb attacks on civil¬ 
ian targets, was yesterday 
appointed the first black lead* 
er of the South African armed 
forces. 

Lieutenant-General 
Siphiwe Nyanda will take 
over from General Georg 
Meiring in June, heralding a 
trying time for professional 
Afrikaner officers, who form 
rhe backbone of Africa's most 
formidable war machine. The 
former fighter with Umkhonto 
we Sizwe (Spear of the Nation) 
was trained in die former East 
Germany and the Soviet 
Union as a platoon command¬ 
er, artilleryman and in intelli¬ 
gence to serve in the ANC 
armed wing. 

General Meiring was asked 
to retire after blunders that led 
him to warn Nelson Mandela 
of a fictitious plan, naming 
General Nyanda among the 
plotters, to overthrow the Gov¬ 
ernment. The intelligence 
briefing General Meiring pre¬ 
sented to President Mandela 
also named Michael Jackson, 
rhe pop singer, as a kingpin. 
The bizarre twists that led to 
General Nyanda's appoint¬ 
ment are likely to be met with 
derision by some white offi¬ 
cers who served in the apart¬ 
heid-era armed forces and 
have insisted that the guerril¬ 
las would have been no match 
for them in a straight fight 
General Constand Viljoen. 
leader of the right-wing Free¬ 
dom Front party and a former 
chief of the South African 
Defence Force, said yesterday 
that General Nyanda's great¬ 
est challenge would be to win 
the respect and loyalty of all 
members of the South African 
National Defence Force. Gen¬ 
eral Viljoen, who commanded 
frontline troops during the 


South African invasion of 
Angola, dismissed the ap¬ 
pointment of General Nyanda 
as an example of positive 
discrimination. 

"It comes as no surprise to 
me. but we wish him well... 
There will be no problem 
among whites working for a 
black commander. We did it 
before jin joint operations with 
Angolan rebels], and so long 
as the man knew what he was 
doing, there was no problem 
at ail.*' General Viljoen said. 

The military threat posed by 
ANC guerrillas to the apart¬ 
heid regime after the 1976 
Soweto uprisings (when Gen¬ 
eral Nyanda left a job as a 
sports journalist and went into 
exile to join the struggle) was 
less dramatic than the danger 
of popular rebellion. But Gen¬ 
eral Nyanda, who rose swiftly 
through the ranks, was fam¬ 
ous for running right-knit 
guerrilla units, which look 
comparatively low casualties.

responsibility it places on my 
shoulders. I pledge to return 
the trust shown in me by 
serving the Government and 
the people of South Africa with 
unflinching loyalty, dedica¬ 
tion, and to the very best of my 
ability."

By 1979, when the guerrillas 
were beginning to infiltrate 
South African townships suc¬ 
cessfully. General Nyanda 
was appointed commissar of 
the Transvaal region and "ur¬ 
ban machinery", which he ran 
until 1986. Among his opera¬ 
tions were the car bombing of 
Church Street, Pretoria, in 
which four people were killed, 
and the bombing of the Johan¬ 
nesburg magistrates courts, 
which killed three policemen. 

His brother, Zwelakhe, was 
killed by the security forces of 
the former government in a 
cross-border raid into Swazi¬ 
land in 1983. Yesterday he said 
he felt nothing personal about 
the past 

General Nyanda, 47, who 
was bom in Soweto and 
graduated from high school 
but was expelled from univer¬ 
sity for political activities, has 
been finishing his military 
education in South African 
staff colleges since 1996. In 
1997 he was appointed Gener¬ 
al Meiring'5 deputy. 

A lifelong member of the 
ANC. he served on the Nat¬ 
ional Executive Committee 
from 1991 until he joined the 
newly integrated South Afri¬ 
can National Defence Force, 
which blended 16.000 former 
black guerrillas with their 
former enemies. 

He still sports guerrilla- 
style olive drab uniforms on 
formal occasions. Earlier this 
year he attaided the state 
opening of parliament by Mr 
Mandela wearing his un- 
badged beret on top of his 
head in the manner preferred 
by African bush fighters.

Dissident vanishes as Albright 
forges new US links to China

THE apparent arrest of a 
leader of China's suppressed 
1989 democracy movement

News of the disappearance 
of Wang Youcai came during 
the second stage of Mrs 
Albright's Asian tour.

Kong human rights group 
said. 

Among Mrs Albright'S ne¬ 
gotiating goals are human 
rights, trade, arms control — 
particularly missile technol¬ 
ogy — and an effort to discover 
whether China provided Paki¬ 
stan with the means to con¬ 
struct a new medium-range 
missile system, officials said. 


Talks were also taking place 
to prepare for President Clin¬ 
ton's Beijing visit in two 
months' time, the first by a US 
leader since the violent sup¬ 
pression of the Tiananmen 
Square protests in June 1989.

In response, many of the 
artists in the show threatened 
a boycott if the organisers 
censored the act involving the 
Baisheva dance troupe. One 
secular Israeli suggested that 
the name of the show be 
changed from “Jubilee Bells” 
to “Tehran Bells**. 

At the same time, right-wing 
Jews and left-wing peace cam¬ 
paigners announced separate 
demonstrations ax the disput¬ 
ed Jewish settlement of Har 
Hama in east Jerusalem, work 
on which began in March last 
year triggering a continuing 
deadlock in tile Israeli-Pales¬ 
tinian peace negotiations. 

Yediot Aharonot, the Tel 
Aviv daily, reported that reli¬ 
gious factions in the 120 -seat 
Knesset had demanded can¬ 
cellation of the dance troupe's 
performance because it “ex¬ 
presses overt and intentional 
contempt for the sensibilities 
of the religious public". 

Members of the National 
Religious Party, a key support¬ 
er of the ruling right-wing 
coalition led by Binyamin 
Netanyahu, appealed to the 
Prime Minister’s adviser on 
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religious affairs to scrap the 
routine, which they said was 
“an insult not only to the 
rdigious sector, bur to the 
dignity of the Jewish nation at 
large". 

Yediot said: “The religious 
were incensed by part of the 
performance oiled Who 
Knows One. in which the 
dancers strip off their dothes 
and remain wearing see- 
through shirts and short 
pants. The show, which has 
already been seen by some 
150.000 spectators, has been 
incorporated into a number of 
official programmes.” 

In a separate protest, ultra- 
Orthodox representatives in 
the Jerusalem Municipality 
demanded that an imperson¬ 
ation of Ovadia Yosef, a 
leading rabbi, by a member of 
the team that produces the 
Israeli television equivalent of 
Spirting Image be dropped, 
and a prayer for the safety of 
the state be included.

that .’.. they would take 
demonstrators to the show — 
due to be televised live'— and 
disrupt the performance,” said 
Yediot* which added that 
Shaike Levy, chairman of the 
Israel Artists Organisation, 
called on other performers to 
boycott the show if die dance 
routine was censored. 

“We cannot let censorship in 
through the back door."

“I did the 
only thing that J could da 
thinking that I would be 
followed by tens of thousands 
of Gentiles who frit the same 
way as 1 did." Mr Levett said. 
“To my astonishment, I was 
the only English Gentile pilot 


in the Israeli Air Force, and 
that staggered me, frankly." 

His dignified manners, 
gentle speech and upright 
walk tend to disguise the 
heart of a man of daring and 
ideals. But, when he recalls 
the eventsqf1948, hejsiguited 
by the passions thaf .sent Jiim 
on an incredible journey.. 

“I knew what was going on 
in Palestine and that the only 
solution to the problem was 
partition into two separate 
nations Jewish arid, of 
course, Arab.” But he was 
ashamed of the British Gov¬ 
ernment’s “proArab" line to 
protect its oil interests, and 
opposition to partition. Isra¬ 
el’s population of 650,000 was 
attainted by Lebanon. Syria. 
Iraq. Jordan and Egypt which 
aimed to “push the Jews into 
the sea”. 

For about five months Mr 
Levett flew transport planes 


from Prague in Czechoslova¬ 
kia carrying arms, bombs 
and, most important, 25 Mes- 
serschmitt fighter planes. 
Only with the fighter planes 
were the Israeli forces able to 
hold their position and then 
attack fo e Arab armies. Aryl 
one of.‘thepilots .was Mr. 
Levett .,1 ... V- 

"We had to throw the 


bombs out by hand. We had 
no bomb racks and the chaps 
who threw the bombs out 
were officially called ‘bomb 
chackers',” be said, laughing. 
They had to tie a rope 
around their waist so that 
wh<m they threw the bomb 
out they didn’t follow foe 
blooming bomb themselves. 
We didn't do much damage. I 


hope. 1 don't think we killed 
many people, but we certainly 
damaged Arab morale." 

He added: “It was one of 
the greatest humanitarian 
causes in history. After the 
pogroms, the persecutions 
and the Holocaust something 
had to be done to provided 
haven against anti-Semitism 
for the Jews of the future." 


FOR the vast majority of 
Israelis, the ceremonies that 
surrounded Memorial Day 
yesterday were a time of 
private and solemn remem¬ 
brance. For the two factions in 
Israel who most detest each 
other, the ultra-secular Meretz 
Party and ultra-Orthodox Jew¬ 
ish communities, it offered 
another opportunity to exer¬ 
cise their mutual loafomg. The 
two sides came to blows at a 
graveyard outside Jerusalem 
yesterday. 

The latest controversy con¬ 
cerned the Government's deri¬ 
sion to ask Meir Porush, the 
Deputy Housing Minister, to 
represent it at a ceremony 
honouring the military dead 
at Holon cemetery. Mr Porush 
is a member of the United 
Torah Judaism Party whose 

ultra-Orthodox supporters, 

the Haredim. usually refuse to 
serve in the Israeli Army and 
are officially exempted. 

That refusal is usually justi¬ 
fied on the ground that it 
would interfere with the reli¬ 
gious studies that the young 
Haredim undertake. Howev¬ 
er. it also reflects the long¬ 
standing antagonism of the 
Orthodox towards a wider 
Israeli society that is not 
rooted in Jewish law. 

This reluctance to wear a 
uniform along with an insis¬ 
tence that die taxpayer subsi¬ 
dise their numerous rdigious 
institutions is a source of 
considerable resentment. 

This incident is one of an 
increasing number of iU-tem- 
persd dashes between the two 
most extreme wings of Israeli 
society. Neither section can 
command the support of more 
than 10 per cent of foe popula¬ 
tion but they make rather 
more noise than foe remain¬ 
ing 80 per cent 

The dispute is especially 
ironic because Meretz. which 
favours the immediate with¬ 
drawal of Israeli forces from 
the remainder of foe West 
Bank and southern Lebanon, 
would be absolutely horrified 
if foe zealous Haredim were 
ever to enter the army en 
masse. The army itself would 
be almost as mortified. An 
influx of fanatical religious 
recruit? is one that it could 
easily do without.

Why did no one 
see that Mary 
wanted help? 


O n May 25. I96S, 
Martin Brown. 4, 
was found dead in 

a derelict house in 
Scotswood, an area of run¬ 
down council houses three 
miles from the centre of 
"Newcastle upon Tyne. The 
death was initially thought to 
be an accident. Nine weeks 
later, on July 31. Brian Howe. 
3, was found dead on waste 
ground. He had been throt¬ 
tled. The police investigated 
and, in August. Mary Bell. 11 
(10 when the first murder was 
committed) and Norma Bell 
Ino relation). 13. were charged 
with the murder of the two 
boys. They were sent for trial 
at Newcastle Assizes in De¬ 
cember 1968. 

I was in the gallery, across 
from the two girls and noted 
how the difference between 
them showed up almost imm¬ 
ediately. As the judge in his 
red coat enteral in slow, 
leisured steps, the barristers 
and officials bowed deeply, 
and the police officers spread 
throughout the court stood to 
attention. Mary could hardly 
contain her pleasure at the 
spectacle. Norma, however, 
her whole body expressing 
bewilderment, turned to her 
parents, her face reflecting the 
mixture of nervous smile and 
tears that would become so 
familiar to the spectators. 

One felt worried about Nor¬ 
ma almost all the time, sorry 
for her distress and concerned 
for her obviously caring par¬ 
ents and numerous relatives 
who attended every session, 
stroking the desperate child 
when she burst into tears. Her 
ten brothers and sisters, from 
her handicapped 16-year-old 
brother to the baby in arms, 
waited outside the court every 
day of the trial. 

Mary, much smaller, with 
her heart-shaped face and 
bright-blue eyes, was not 
alone either, though the mem¬ 
bers of her extended family 
who attended looked unable to 
hide their anxiety and distress. 
The person most conspicuous, 
however, was Betty, her moth¬ 
er. She exclaimed volubly, 
sobbed wildly and time and 
again showed her indignation 
at what was being said about 
her child by stalking out of the 
court on her high heels, only to 
return, just as ostentatiously, 
soon afterwards.

body was almost completely 
still: her nerves were in her 
hands — they moved constant¬ 
ly, as if a separate part of her.

A s the two girls sat 
through the proceed¬ 
ings.

child’s straight back, the 
blankness in her face and that 
awful self-control that could so 
readily be interpreted as an 
incapacity to feel that aroused 
in me a resistance to being 
pan of it. almost an embar¬ 
rassment at being there. 

In recalling my distress at 
the proceedings, particularly 
the instinctive partiality of 
those present in favour of the 
unhappy, childlike Norma, 
and their almost passionate 
rejection of the apparently 
unfeeling, self-possessed 
Mary. I'm anxious nor to 
mislead anyone now. Like 
everyone at the time I was sure 
that Mary had killed, and that 
whatever pan the older child 
might have played. Mary had 
to have been the dominating 
figure. Where ! differed was 
that although 1 was deeply 
aware that what had hap¬ 
pened to the little boys arid 
their families was monstrous, 
I did not see this 11-year-old 
child as a monster, and was 
appalled that others did. 

This was not because I knew 


more about her background 
than they did — I didn’t until 
much later — but because I* 
had, in the aftermath of the 
Second World War, worked 
with children who had been 
traumatised by their experi¬ 
ences in the camps or working 
as forced labourers in 
Germany. Most were between 
four and 12. Some were almost 
catatonic, others were hyper¬ 
active, talking not only all day, 
but also through the night, in 
their sleep. Some wanted to be 
held, others trembled at the 
least touch. 

But one thing almost all of 
than had in common on 
arrival, and for many weeks 
afterwards, was an absolute 
rejection of anything that 
smacked of moral concepts. 
The words good and bad had 
no meaning for than: their 
faces went stiff, their eyes 
blank at any attempt to ex¬ 
plain the necessity, for their 
own safety, of a few rules. 
There was a minimum of 
imposed discipline, but at the 
slightest sign by any adult of 
disapproval, or impatience, 
many of them exploded, acting 
(for acting it was) wilder, 
“badder**, more knowing in 
every way than they essential¬ 
ly were. 

The resemblance between 
these damaged children and 
their rejection of conventional 
morality in 1945, and Mary in 
that English courtroom in 
1968, all at sea with the moral 
concepts she was asked to 
swear an oath to, was striking. 
From day one — with her 
obvious lies and fantasies, her 
movements with her hands 
and fingers, her strange intel¬ 
ligence, her stillness and isola¬ 
tion — she appeared to me 
nothing so much as a horribly 
confused child to whom some¬ 
thing dreadful had at some 
time been done. 

On the previous evening 
alter Norma* examination-in- 
chief. Mary had shown the 
policewoman guarding her 
how frightened she was be¬ 
coming. “They wont be able to 
do anything to one of us 
without the other," she said 
that night to WPC Pauline J., 
whom she particularly liked. 
“After all, we were both... in 
\L It would be unfair to punish 
one without the other.” A little 
later that sleepless night she 
said: “They are going to blame 
it all on me, they'll say 
Norma’s daft” 

And towards the end of her 
first morning of cross-exami¬ 
nation, questioned once more 
by Norma’s counsel about the 
notes (notes that she and 
Norma had written and delib¬ 
erately left when they broke 
into the local nursery, 
confessing to the murders — a 
classic cry for help that was 
roundly ignored). Mary gave 
way to her anger about the 
court's obvious partiality and 
her fear about what would 
happen to her. She answered 
with a part lie and. as 1 now 
know, a part truth that — the 
only time it would happen 
during the trial — gave some 
indication of the turmoil in the 
relationship between her and 
Norma and the increasing 
frenzy of their fantasies.

The judge shut his notebook 
and stood up. “We will ad¬ 
journ until 215.” be said. 

“I'll kick her mouth in," 
Mary shouted, but everyone 
had begun to talk, as if to shut 
out her voice. For the first time 
she had tried to bring up the 
dreadful fantasies that bound 
her and Norma together but it 
was incomprehensible to this 
assembly of good and decent 
people who were neither quali¬ 
fied nor required to deal with 
the pathology of disturbed 
children. 

"I think it’s all a dream." she 
told WPC Susan L. that night. 
"It* never happened. Do you 
think 111 ever go home again? I 
wish I was going to sleep in 
my own bed. Do you think 111 
get 30 years? If I was a judge 
and I had an 11-year-old who’d 
done this ..." 

"1 realised shed said 'done 
this', Susan told me later. “But 
I didn't report it I felt I 
shouldn’t.” 

“I’d give her 18 months. 
Murder isn’t that bad," Mary 
went on. “We all die some time 
anyway," and then she said: 
"My mam gives me sweets 
every day." 

All of it meant something, 
the memory of daily sweets 
from her mother right after the 
mention of death and of mur¬ 
der, and above all her outburst 
in court about Norma, about 
planning to “run away from 
the police", "running away 


from home" and ‘"killing the 
little ones". It was all true: the 
running away from home was 
a fed; the rest was part of a 
terrible fantasy that had be¬ 
come real. 


B ut no one looked, no 
one asked, and so no 
one was in a position 
to associate one 
event with another. If the girls' 
behaviour had been recog¬ 
nised early on, perhaps some¬ 
one would have realised that 
serious trouble was brewing. 
But even if, in the months 
leading up to the trial, when 
some of the social workers 
realised the deficiency in their 
knowledge — as we know they 
did — efforts had been made to 
gain some understanding of 
the dynamics of these families' 
lives and to discover what 
Mary's childhood had been, 
the resulting picture would 
have proved how wrong adult 
assumptions can be, and per¬ 
haps could have led to differ¬ 
ent derisions being made. 

On December 17.1968. Mary 
Bell guilty on two counts of 
manslaughter because of di¬ 
minished responsibility and 
sentenced to detention for life. 
Norma Bell was found not 
guilty on both counts. 

Maty spoke a lot about 
Norma when we talked in 1996, 
but her memory of her is only 
of the child. When she tries to 
transpose this into adult terms 


she speaks of her with sympa¬ 
thy. The resentment she bears, 
while associated with Norma, 
is not against her but against 
the system that she now thinks 
consciously used Norma, as 
she — though not consciously 

— used Norma, too. 

“Norma’s family moved in 

next door to us in Whitehause 
Road a week after we arrived 
in the spring of 1967," she said. 
"When I heard they were 
called Bell, too, (asked my dad 
whether they were related to 
us. He said 'Not a chance'. 

“I was fascinated by their 
having II children. I was 
terribly curious how they 
lived. Their house was just like 
ours: a kitchen, a scullery, a 
bathroom and a living roam 
downstairs and three bed¬ 
rooms and a lavatory upstairs. 
How did they put 13 people in 
there? Later I found out that 
they ate in shifts. 

"1 started playing with Nor¬ 
ma. She was a couple of years 
older and they said later she 
was young in her mind, but I 
never thought so. i was always 
caught red-handed when 1 did 
anything, but she could get out 
of anything by being ‘glaicky* 

- glassy, not quite with it She 
was good at making herself 
look like that, and her appear¬ 
ance helped that along. But she 
was pretty canny. And witty. 
She made me laugh and 1 made 
her laugh." 

Did Mary think of herself as

T here can be little doubt 
that the transfer to StyaJ 
when she was 16 was 
destructive for Mary. The 
success of her moral reeduca¬ 
tion at Red Bank was almost 
entirely due to the love she had 
felt for and received from Mr 
Dixon. The slow growing-up 
process, which with the help of 
interested teachers she had 
just begum was brutally inter¬ 
rupted. The carefully con¬ 
structed security and her 
developing intellectual ambi¬ 
tion were replaced by immer¬ 
sion m an all-female penal 
community where Mary, now 
the youngest prisoner in a 
world of isolated women, 
would regress entirely. Not 
only would she be used emo¬ 
tionally as well as sexually as a 
fresh young girl, but also, and 
perhaps this was worst of all. 
she would be treated by them 
as a child, not responsible for 
her crimes. 

Two days after she arrived 
at StyaJ, her mother had come 
to visit her. Were you glad 
she'd come? I asked. “It was 
embarrassing, you know, real¬ 
ly, really embarrassing. 'My 
baby!' she screamed. ‘My 
baby,' and sobbing, she pulled 
u me, trying... God... to get 


me to sit on her knees. She 
wasn't really crying you know, 
she just sobbed for Mrs 
Sissons who supervised the 
visit, just as she bad regularly 
sobbed for the staff at Red 
Bank. She only stayed for half 
an hour. That's all she stayed, 
you know, and 1 said nothing 
and she saw nothing and 
nobody. She no doubt felt she 
was an authority on Styal after 
that. But at least, as far as I 
knew, that first time she didn’t 

give interviews or go on TV 
about it The next time she 
came she did and that was 
awful for me. just awful." 

Didn't your mother ask you 
how you were? How you felt? 

“No. she didn’t. She never 
did. She just complained 
about her own life and worry¬ 
ing me to death, about her 
health, always her health, but 
on that day l was just as glad 
she didnt ask anything 
because 1 was very unhappy, 
just incredibly sad and I just 
didn’t want to talk to her. 

“Even that first day after ! 
arrived. I began to have this 
Ceding of... I don't know how 
to put it... hopelessness? No, 
it's not the right word- It 
wasn't that or just that. You 
see. there were people I knew

there... of course Betty Blue, 
who was going around the 
place saying shed known me 
since she was a kid and 
anyone says anything about 
me, shed punch their brains 
out, you know. And she was 
telling the screws about my 
dad and everything. But then, 
too. there were sisters and 
some of the boys, you know, at 
Red Bank... it all seemed 
so... so,., pat..." Par? 

“Yes, yes, as if nothing could 
have prevented my being 


there, or their being there. And 
if nothing could have prevent¬ 
ed it. what was the use of 
anything? And l knew nothing 
about my brother or the girls, 
nobody told me nothing. 

Mary's first real trouble 
came wily a few weeks after 
her arrival at Styal when two 
girls asked Mary to help them 
in an escape attempt. They 
had stolen a jemmy from a 
workshop and needed some¬ 
one strong to wrench the bars 
open and then straighten them 


out once they'd gone. “1 be¬ 
lieved them, stupid me," Mary 
said. “1 thought this was great, 
just like a film. 1 didn't realise 
they were just mouth, mouth, 
mouth, and that nobody could 
escape, not that way anyway.” 

That first punishment 
award was traumatic... 

"Yes." she guffawed, "thafs 
what they called it, an‘award*. 
An officer came for me at eight 
o'clock and we walked to the 
bottom end of the prison. 
Eight o'clock is the time of the 


morning they used to hang 
people and they kept the report 
walk to the same time. There is 
something sinister about that 
to me. 

“My first sight of Bleak was 
really dismal." she said. "It 
was a low, grim building, 
straight out of a Dickens 
novel, sort of crouching and 
decaying, surrounded by a 
metal fence, with bars and 
wire mesh an the Perspex 
windows. There was a stench 
of urine and disinfectant. 
There was nothing in the cell 
but a bedspring with a bottle- 
green rimmed metal frame, a 
stained plastic chamber pot 
and an equally filthy plastic 
mug. You weren't allowed to 
have anything of your own. 
They gave you a toothbrush 
and soap for ablutions and 
stuff to roll one cigarette after 
each meal. 

"f couldn't believe it could be 
as bad as it was," she said, 
“but it really was. I've often 
wondered whether they've 
made any changes to it since 
then. I almost cant believe 
they wouldn’t have. I mean, 
how can it be allowed? 

“There was supposed to be a 
Gideon Bible in each cell but 
there wasn’t even that, The 


screw said rhey were taken 
away because people made 
obscene drawings on them. 
The walls were full of graffiti, 
names, sentences, threats to 
the governor, the staff, but also 
lines from songs. By the time I 
left that cell 14 days later I 
knew all the names, all the 
sentences, all the songs and 
lines from poems too by 
heart.. 

Couldniyou have requested 
the Bible? 1 asked. "Much 
later, when l‘d been in Bleak 
several rimes, 1 did." she said. 
“I said I'd read the rule-book 
and that 1 was allowed to have 
religious scriptures, but they 
just told me to shut my 
mouth." 

. Soon after Mary's first spell 
m Bleak House she was 
moved to Davies House, one 
of three housing long-term 
inmates. “Janey Jones — you 
know, the famous madam? — 
■ she was in there. She was 
really nice. 

"One Sunday when my 
mother was coming to visit, 
Janey, out of the goodness of 
her heart, offered to put a bit of 
make-up on me. It was fun you 
know... that was before 1 
went butch. And when I went 
to the visitor’s room my moth- 




er said: 'You look like a tart. 
You put too much on.' Well, it 
takes one to know one, doesn't 
it?" Mary’s voice was quite 
vicious when she said this. “It 
was so weird, wasn’t it? Here 
she was. Catholic to the eye¬ 
balls, the saints here and the 
saints there, and sin sin 
and,., well... you know 
what she was... True, not any 
more then: she was becoming 
respectable, with a respectable 
man and a brand-new house 
with brand-new furniture 
she'd endlessly describe to me, 
a lifer you know, at Styal. 
She'd tell me about 'my'room 
in the house... my room? Oh, 
God, she'd understood noth¬ 
ing, never anything, never that 
prison was not a... a... an 
interlude: it was mv life; the 
place where I would be for 
ever." 

On one occasion later on, 
she wasn't quite sure when, 
Mary made a half-hearted 
suicide attempt.

having been an angry child? 
“I was a ‘dare me’ child," she 
said. Did she fantasise about 
crime and prison? 

It was a question that made 
her ponder for a long time — 
the pondering was rarely 
because she was afraid of 
"incriminating** herself, but 
rather when'she knew her 
answer would reveal some¬ 
thing private, something she 
considered her own. 

"Well, you know, my dad 
... Well, nobody told me 
anything, but l used to hear 
bits and bobs and I was aware 
that he was son of like a 
gangster. In a very small way. 
you know'. He was just rob¬ 
bing. wasn’t he? He never hurt 
anybody, but he was often, 
you know, on the run. 

"And though l didn’t know 
it then, 1 know now that our 
way of life was anti-authority. 
The police, the soda! services, 
the government laws — all of 
it was treated with contempt 
and derision- So was work. 

“My mother never referred 
to anybody in authority with¬ 
out the f-word. Apart from my 
Unde Philip, my Uncle Peter 
and Auntie Oath’s husband. 
Jack, who’d worked in the 
mines till he got ill, 1 didn’t 
know anybody who worked. 
Of course, graft was ’work’, 
and you know what my moth¬ 
er was doing, and it was called 
being away ‘on business'. 

“If people went out to burgle 


a shop or nick things off 
lorries, it was called ‘going to 
work’, police would (tome to 
the door and my dad Would be 
out the back like a flash, and 
l*d say he was away, or didn’t 
live there. I loved him and he 
was a hero to me because he 
was always good to us.” 

Was Norma a “dare me" 
child? “Not in the same way. 
not at all. Her family was very 
straight — poor, but honest. 
But she was a fighter. She 
picked fights — coloured kids. 
I don’t know where she got it 
from but she didn't like them.

J. ^ though not like 
me. I — as 1 know now — 
needed attention from some 
adult to ... to get me away 
from my family. With her I 
think it was probably the 
opposite.

It must 
have been hard in that family, 
with so many children, to be 
an older and. as they later 
said, a slower child. Perhaps 
you got forgotten. 

"And then. 1 was terribly 
impressed because she was a 
runner. She’d run away from 
home several times." Why? 
Did she speak of being unhap¬ 
py at home? 

“Yes, she kept saytng she 
haled home, wanted to be 
away from them. Much later 1 


wandered whether they no¬ 
ticed when she ran away. Now 
that 1 think of it. she was also 
often. I don’t know, just sad. I 
think we‘ were both, in our 
own way. very sad little girls." 

What was the main feeling 
she recalled about toe trial? I 
asked Mary. “Unreality," she 
said. “You see; they talked all 
the time abom the dead little 
boys. But it was this that was 
unreal to me. Of course. I 
knew 1 had done something 
wrong but, you know, nobody 
ever talked to me about the 
little boys in ways I could 
respond to." 

Did the fact of their being 
dead mean anything to you? 
“No. nothing, because 1 hadn’t 
intended ... Well, how can I 
say this now? 1 didn’t know I 
had intended for them to be 
dead .. dead for ever. Dead 
for me then wasn't for ever." 

No person she loved had 
died by the time she was II. 
And unable even now. return¬ 
ing in her memoiy to that 
rime, to understand herself 
and so to explain, she reaches 
for childlike illustrations. “My 
dog, my alsaoan, he had died, 
two or three times I think, but 
I can? really remember 
because each time my dad 
brought me the same — well, 
to me, the same—dog the next 
day. 1 know that doesn't 
explain anything to anybody 
else, but it’s one of the things 
I’ve found for myself."

‘They didn’t believe she 


needed psychiatric care’ 


I n February, 1969, Mary Bell, 
aged 11. became the youngest — 
and the only female—inmate at 
6 k Red Bank Special Unh in 
Lancashire, run by James Dixon, a 
former navy officer. 

For toe first ten months of Mary’s 
time at Red Bank. Billy Bell was her 
regular visitor. “He used to get there 
practically at dawn," Mary said. 

“Mr Dixon would come into my 
room at six in the morning and say: 
‘You have a visitor.’ and I'd jump out 
of bed and there would be my dad.” 
But why did he come so early? 

“I don’t know: 1 never asked him. 1 
was just so glad to see him. He and 
Mr Dixon got on really well: they had 
great respect for each other. 

They weren’t so different, you 
know, except one was educated and 
other wasn't.” 

Well. Mr Dixon's life-principle was 
surely discipline and order, wasn’t it? 

I asked. In what way did you find him 
and your father similar? 

“1 think it was my fathers as well," 
she said. "My dad had his own 
values, funny though that may sound. 

1 remember once as a youngster 
having a fight. I came in and he asked 
me who had started it and said if it 
was me. Id damned well better not 
come in crying. 

"He said if I went out looking for 
trouble and bullying people it was the 
wrong thing to do, and 1 wasn’t to go 
round telling the world that my dad 
would show them, would beat up on 
everybody. 

“Of course, if it wasn’t me who had 
started the fight, that was a different 
matter. You see what 1 mean? Mr 
Dixon could have said all that." 

From the end of 1969. Billy's visits 
stopped for quite a while. On Decem¬ 
ber 10. he and the woman with whom 
he was living at toe time were tried at 
toe Moot Hail for robbery with force. 

Mr Lyons. QC, who had prosecuted 
in the case against Ma/y a year 
before, sitting as a commissioner of 
Assizes, gave Billy Bell the compara¬ 
tively light sentence of 15 months in 
prison. 

“I am reducing toe sentence l 
would normally have passed,” he 
said, “because of the tragedy sur¬ 
rounding this man's family life." 

Billy eventually served nine 
months of his sentence. His sister 
Audrey took the three children. 
Mary's ten-year-old brother and the 
two little girls, aged seven and three, 
whom their mother, after one short 
visit in early 1969, had never asked to 
sec again. 

At the end of that year, on Saturday 
December 20, Brian Roycroft. the 
Children's Officer at Newcastle Social 
Services (later its director), happened 
to drop into his office and came upon 
Betty Bell. Marys mother, sitting on a 
bench in toe corridor. 

“She didn’t know who J was and 
asked me whether I knew where she 
could find the railway tickets and - 
money (which the Children's Depart¬ 
ment provided) for the trip to Lanca¬ 
shire." Mr Roycroft told me at the 
time. “We had been trying to get her 
to go and see Mary for some time and 
she had always refused. 1 told her. 
yes, I knew where it was and that I’d 
get it for her." 

When he came back, he sat down 
next to Betty and asked whether she 
knew what train to catch and about a 
place to stay. 

"She said that she'd heard there 
was a train at noon and that she 
didn’t want to stay overnight but 
would come back on toe night train. 1 
asked her how she now felt about 
Mary and whether she was looking 
forward to seeing her and the unit." 
he said. 

And then, he said, Betty Bell burst 
into tears and told him about being 
"on toe game". Then, “crying ever- 
more, she said she sometimes won¬ 
dered whether she had harmed 
Mary, whether she was to blame. She 
was particularly disturbed about “the 
speciality she was known for. as she 
put it. saying that the police had 
picked her up many times and 
warned her. This “got around", she 
said, and a lot more people came to

her for “it". After she had referred to 
this "speciality" several times, Mr 
Roycroft finally asked her what il 
was. “I whip them," she said, and 
added quickly. “I always hid the 
whips from the kids." 

How would you have felL 1 asked 
Mary, if Mr Dixon had stopped your 
mothers visits altogether? 

She pondered for a long time: “I 
don’t know," she finally said. “1 was 
always very confused about my 
feelings for her. You see, she was very 
pretty... even Mrs R (one of her 
teachers) always said how pretty she 
was and what lovely legs she had and 
all that, and it pleased me. made me 
feel proud, you know. At the same 
time..." 

She stopped ... “1 want to be 
careful." she said then, “because 


perhaps I’m saying this now, with my 
feelings now. which are so different. 


“Still, no. I think iris true that even 
then I always had a slighr... a vague 
sense of disromfort about her after a 
while, something I couldn’t and didn’t 
even think to identify, you know, in 
the pit of my stomach. But often, often 
when she sat there. I felt, ‘Oh no, I 


was ever to develop into a normal 
adult 

He didn’t think this could be done 
except in a kind of psychiacricaiiy- 
orientated environment which, he 
admitted, didn't exist in Britain. 

He felt that Red Bank, with its well- 
intentioned staff, although pleasant 
and even reassuring for Maty, was 

S uite wrong for her. He confirmed 
tat. apart from special short courses 
in the treatment of maladjusted 
children, toe teachers were untrained 
in any kind of psychological 
discipline. 

He pointed out that before Mary 
arrived the staff were given a written 
directive on how to deal with her. bui 
were told that her background was 
unimportant for them to know about. 
He wished he could believe, he said, 
that this suggestion was only made in 
toe realisation that it was pointless to 
give them knowledge they wouldn’t 
know what to do with. But he 
suspected it wasn't so. 

The writers of the directive actually 
believed that a negative memory of 
toe past was best overcome by a 
positive approach to the present This 


Office.) 

Dr Jones had insisted at thai point 
that he should be allowed to see Mary 
regularly and on her own, and 
permission had been granted. But 
when they talked, he admitted it had 
turned out to be useless. He couldn’t 
help her by seeing her for half and 
hour or an hour, once a week, in the 
environment of Red Bank. 

His subsequent suggestion, that 
she be brought instead to see him at 
the hospital, two or three times a 
week, was rejected. 

“Just as the powers-that-be quite 
honestly thought, months earlier, that 
knowledge of her background was 
irrelevant for the unit’s staff, so they 
now, just as honestly, believed she 
didn’t need psychiatric attention.”

Did you ever try to talk to her about 
what you had done? 

“I tried once." Mary said. “It was 
soon after I got to Red Bank. I said,

about it. Don’t ever talk about it to no 


one’. 

“And she’d only been there a 
minute and a half and she got up and. 
she didn’t walk, she ran ... ran out of 
the room with her blonde wig flying 
... out of toe building, and 1 didn’t see 
her then for months." 

And you never tried again? I asked 
her. 

“No," she said. “I just shut... She 
slammed the door and then (shut it 
inside myself tight.” 

Mr Dewi Jones, a young, rather 
thoughtful consultant from Liverpool 
Children's Hospital, was convinced, 
even before I related to him what 
Mary’s family had told me. that she 
was blocking experiences and feelings 
from her childhood and needed to be 
helped to take issue with them if she 


rejection of the significance of early 
childhood experiences — that is, of the 
basic tenets of psychiatry — was, he 
felt (m 1970). part of the Establish¬ 
ment dogma and deeply harmful to 
rhe care of troubled children. 

Dr Jones said his own role at the 
unit proved toe point. He was not 
there to see individual children, but to 
attend a weekly case conference to 
advise staff on problems. 


T his meant, of course, that 
he was dependent on their 
assessments. Because they 
had little or no therapeutic 
training, their observations were, at 
best, those of the intelligent layman, 
which was simply not enough when 
dealing with severely disturbed 
children. 

When he suggested Mary's mother 
be stopped from visiting her, he was 
told one couldn’t forbid a mother to 
see her child. (This was the identical 
response I had received when, after 
discovering from her family some of 
the things Betiy Bell had done to 
Mary, I made this same suggestion to 
the relevant department at toe Home

M ary said that one of toe 
most difficult things 
about working with me 
was toe transition be¬ 
tween so intensely being “Mary" with 
me and then making her way back to 
her family and being “mum" with her 
child. She was exhausted after our 
sessions, she said, and all she wanted 
was not to think any more. 

“1 even didn’t want to go for walk.” 
she said. "If I walked, 1 thought, all 1 
wanted was to sleep. So finally, that’s 
what 1 did. I slept." 

As we went further and further 
towards her most difficult confronta¬ 
tion, she would increasingly associate 
the existence of her own child with the 
memory of the tragedies she had 
caused. 

Since her own child was bom. she 
said, there was not a single day she 
hadn’t thought about Martin and 
Brian’s parents (she always refers to 
the little boys individually, by their 
first names, as if to emphasise their 
identity as children and her accep¬ 
tance of it). 

“Especially on happy days, there's 
always something that pulls me up. 
stops me when 1 think what 1 robbed 
them of... bringing their children up. 
It never goes. It'll never go away and 
why should it? 

“I thought about it before, too, but 
sinoe Ivc had (my childl its become 
oh. so much, much more painful. 
Before. I would think of it just as an 
adult, you know, rather than a 
parent. 

Then, too, \ would feel sad. but not 
toe incredible sadness I feel now. I 
look at her and 1 think... Oh. God ... 
more of their parents.” 

In July. 1971, MaTy was visited by 
Dr David Westbury. 

“You remember." she said, “he was 
one of toe two psychiatrists who had 
testified at my trial, and for toe first 
time 1 was able to talk, not... deeply 
you know... but normally, and l quite 
liked him." 

Dr Westbury-s report to the Home 
Office says that after “a long talk with 
her" he had found her “remarkably 
improved" with “a loss of nearly all 
her aggressive tendencies ... a modifi¬ 
cation of her inclination to manipu¬ 
late ... and an improvement in her 
relations with other people and in her 
capacity to think about the future." 

He also felt she had gained insight 
into her mother’s emotional and 
social instability and added, signifi¬ 
cantly. that her mother could "hinder 
her progress" even now. 

He concluded by suggesting that 
“one should begin to consider 1975. 
when Mary would be IS. as a possible 
release date... She will be old enough 
then to stand on her own feet with 
some support, and if she progresses 
as she has, will be capable of a life of 
her own". 

Mary Bell spent five years at Red 
Bank. In toe summer of 1973 she 
passed six GCEs. In November. 1973. 
despite this favourable psychiatric 
repon and Janies Dixon's attempts to 
find a suitable alternative, Mary, 
then aged 16 . was transferred to HM 
Styal Prison, Cheshire.

T he news that folic add 
may have a role in 
preventing Alzhei¬ 
mer's disease seems 
to suggest h may become the 
wonder medication of the mil¬ 
lennium. What is particularly 
pleasing to those who do not 
like to take ‘‘drugs” is dial the 
vitamin is present in offal, in¬ 
cluding liver, yeast and fresh 
green leafy vegetables and 
fruiL 

Taking additional folic add 
before and in the first part of 
pregnancy has been shown to 
reduce dramatically the inci¬ 
dence of congenital neurologi¬ 
cal deformities such as spina 
bifida and hydrocephalus in 
babies. 

Low levels of folk: add and 
an association between high 
levels of homocysteine (amino 
add, whose levels are am- 
trolled by folic add and vita¬ 
min BL 2 ) and heart disease has 
also been demonstrated. 

The recent work from Ox¬ 
ford University under the di¬ 
rection of Professor David 
Smith, chairman of the depart¬ 
ment of pharmacology, and 
Professor P.M. U el and of Ber¬ 
gen University, lias confirmed 
a relationship between folic 
add deficiency and dementia. 
Just as in heart disease and 
stroke, so in Alzheimer's dis¬ 
ease: levels of homocysteine in¬ 
crease, and a level of folic acid 
and B12 will prevent or delay 
the onset of Alzheimer's. Trials 
to test this will be long and 
costly. 

A link between folic add and 
deficiency and dementia has 
been established for about 30 
years. Dr Ted Reynolds, of the 
Institute of Epileptofogy at 
south London's Mauds ley 
Hospital, described in 1967 
how patients who are deficient 
in folic add improved in their 
mood, alertness and sod abil¬ 
ity when given supplements of 


P rofessor Smith's work 
at Oxford is not die 
only good news this 
week to gladden the 
hearts of those looking after 
parents with Alzhtimers. 
There has been confirmation 
that many patients with the 
disease or other forms of senile 
dementia do much better with 
fewer doses of powerful psy¬ 
chotopic drugs. A study pub¬ 
lished by the Joseph Rowntree 
Foundation found that a quar¬ 
ter of patients in old people’s 
homes are being given need¬ 
lessly heavy sedation in the 
mistaken belief that it will 
keep them quiet An earlier 
survey has shown that nearly 
90 per cent of patients did not 
need than. 

Experience, for instance, at 
tite Brendoncare Foundation 
Homes — which care for 
elderly people of every degree 
of physical and mental disabil¬ 
ity, ranging at one extreme 
from those who look after 
themselves entirely in self-con¬ 
tained fiats to the other end of

the vitamin. Folic add defi¬ 
ciency was formerly a feature 
in some patients taking old- 
fashioned anti-epileptic drugs. 
These patients then became 
very depressed and lost 
intellectual sharpness, even to 
the point of dementia. Treat¬ 
ing them with folic add signifi¬ 
cantly improved their condit¬ 
ion. 

In the 1970s. Dr Reynolds, 
working at varying times with 
teams at Northwicft Park. Yale 
University and with the Brit¬ 
ish MRC neuropsychiatric 
unit showed there was wide¬ 
spread folic deficiency in psy¬ 
cho-geriatric patients and that 
many of these were depressed. ■ 
The folic add deficiency was 
found not only in the blood 
serum but also in the red ceOs 
and in the spinal fluid.

Keeping nausea 
out of the Bank 
Holiday spin 

TWO HUNDRED miles of 
traffic jams are to be expected again 
over the May bank holidaj-s. and 

in many of them there wdl be 

children looking pale and 
draws}', dribbling on the back seaL 
They will be complaining or 
dizziness, headache and, most 
alarming of all for their paienfe. 
nausea and vomiting. Should they 
stop the car. risking road rage, or 
cany on and hope for the best? 

The whole family is potentially 
susceptible to motion sickness. One 
in three people suffers readily 
from motion sickness, which is at its 

worse around the age of ten. 

The first measure to take is to 
make certain that the atmosphere is 
relaxed; family quarrels will 
make motion sickness more likely. 
There should be no anxiety, so 
the weekend driver should not tty to 
imitate David Coulthafd. Adults 
should keep their windows open, as 
a stuffy atmosphere increases any 
feeling of nausea. 

The journey may be more 
pleasant if the egg sandwiches and 
chocolates remain hidden en 
route, as the sight and smell of food 
also increases motion sickness. 

Fortunately, very small 
children are less likely to show signs 
of motion sickness than those 
who are older. This is just as well, as 
one treatment. Stugeron, which is 
frequently prescribed, may only be 
given to children of five and over. 
Breastfeeding mothers should also 
avoid it Stugeron works in two 
ways as it dulls the vomiting centre 
in tiie brain, thereby preventing 
nausea, and reduces the sensitivity of 
the inner ear to the motion that 
causes sickness. Stugeron's effects 
last for eight hours. 


the spectrum, tite psycho-geri¬ 
atric patients — has shown 
that tiie latter are easier id look 
after and are happier and 
more co-operative tf spared 
heavy sedation. The trick in 
running a happy ward or 
home is to keep tiie patient 
alert, rather than sedated and 
confused. Problems, for exam¬ 
ple, with incontinence are 
them marketedly reduced and 
it is striking that when visiting 
a Brendoncare psychogeri- 
atric ward there is no smell of 
urine. 

Not all dementia is Alz¬ 
heimer’s. Twenty-five per cent 
of people diagnosed as having 
Alzheimer'S in fact have Lewy 
Body Dementia. People with 
this behave and progress clini¬ 
cally in a very different way 
from those with Alzheimer's. 
Their dementia fluctuates with 
intensity, they suffer from hal¬ 
lucinations. they frequently 
have mild Parkinson "s-type 
symplons. they lose conscious¬ 
ness from time to time, and of¬ 
ten are agressive and difficult 
moods. Above all, these pati¬ 
ents may be made very much 
worse rather than better if they 
are given old style psychotro- 
pisis. such as heavy doses of 
LargactiL 

Folic acid and B12 defi¬ 
ciency occurs only in those 
who are obviously anaemic. 
Special tests, arid examin¬ 
ation of a blood film to 
measure the levels of the 
vitamins, are needed.

Arthritic 

Archers 

DANIEL ARCHER has 
Still's disease, a variant of 
juvenile rheumatoid arthritis. 
This is a relief to listeners who 
were worried he had a form of 
acute leukemia and were only 
buoyed up only by the 
thought that we emtidn't have 
serious disaster striking two 
young Archers so soon after 
each other. Even so. Still’s 
d isease, which starts with a 
high fever, enlarged spleen, 
painful big lymphatic glands 
and a marked increased in the 
white blood cell count, is a 
very unpleasant condition. Al¬ 
though in Still's disease the 
generalised symptoms often 
proceed the joint troubles, the 
long-term disability will stem 
from these. 

In about one in five young 
people, juvenile rheumatoid 
arthritis starts as it did in 
Daniel's case, but in others 
there is a great similiarity to 
that seen in adult rheumatoid 
arthritis or in other cases. The 
onset resembles symptoms 
more closely associated with 
Ankylosing Spondylitis. 

Writers of The Archers now 
have an everlasting storyline. 
The outlook in juvenile rheu¬ 
matoid arthritis is highly 
variable. Because it is a dis¬ 
ease that waxes and wanes, 
the writers can create crisis 
after crisis should audience 
figures fall.

Wine as the treatment 


The outer casing of the disc 
surrounds a firm gelatinous 
centre. If the outer casing, the 
annulus fibrosus. splits, the 
soft inner matter herniates 
(protrudes) through it and 
presses either on the liga¬ 
ment. which is painful, or on 
to a nerve, which is agony. 

DrTvor Wilson, formerly a 
consultant at the William 
Harvey Hospital at Ashford 
in Kent, showed that nearly 
40 years ago that pain from a 
damaged disc improved 
more rapidly if tranquillisers 
as well as painkillers were 
prescribed. 

The interesting feature of 
Dr Rasmussen’s work is that 
tiie effect of the wine is not 
only related to its undoubted 
powers to relax the drinker. 


as Dr Wilson's tranquillisers 
would have done. Other 
drinks, equally relaxing, did 
not have the same affect. 
And. though a combination 
of wine and beer drinking 
seemed to be helpful, tee¬ 
totallers or those patients 
who preferred beer or spirits 
alone did not do so well. 

Surgery on herniated discs 
— slipped discs — is not only 
becoming more common but 
is much more efficient. The 
days when a patient with a 
herniated disc was advised to 
lie on a hard board for weeks 
have passed. An MRI scan 
can identity the exact spot 
where the disc is pressing on 
the nerve so that the surgeon 
is able to carry out a micro¬ 
discectomy. Pbst-operatively, 


tiie patient is no longer 
wrapped in a plaster cast but. 
if all goes well, is kept in 
hospital for only a day or two 
and tyill be playing football 
with his or her children 
within three weeks. 

The most common indica¬ 
tion for surgery is pain, al¬ 
though the cause of this is ob¬ 
vious. The factors that de¬ 
termine its severity and per¬ 
sistence are complex and defy 
detailed predictive analysis; 
tiie patients psychological 
background, lifestyle and the 
structure of their back are all 
important. 

In view of the complexity of 
the factors, which determine 
the long-term outlook after 
surgery. Dr Rasmussen took 
into account many other as¬ 


pects of his patients’ lives. 
The wine drinkers were 
matched for income, marital 
status, social class, employ¬ 
ment status, age and smok¬ 
ing. as well as drinking ha¬ 
bits. Two and a half years 
after surgery, the results of 
the operation were judged at 
cording to the amount of pain 
the patients was suffering, 
how impaired they were she 
and how they themselves 
assessed the success of foe 
procedure. 

Even after every allowance 
had been made in other 
circumstances, the wine 
drinker did four times better 
in the assessment than did 
teetotallers and this advan¬ 
tage was independent of all 
other risk factors. Smoking 
had no statistically signifi¬ 
cant effect on outcome, but 
there was a suggestion that 
smokers did slightly less well 
than non-smokers.

Talking exclusively to The 
Times, actor Christopher 
Reeve, reveals how he is still 
able to be a husband to his wife 
and a father to his children. 
Interview by Penny Wark 


T he main artery of the 
Reeve house is a 
broad hallway that 
opens, without wheel¬ 
chair-limiting doors, into com¬ 
fortable living rooms. A 
golden labrador pads around 
carrying a rubber bone; a 
bronze statue of Superman 
stands on a piano. The hall 
ends with sliding doors lead¬ 
ing to a small room. 

Christopher Reeve faces the 
windows, so at first you 
glimpse just his head propped 
above the vast wheelchair with 
its awesome medical equip¬ 
ment. His immobility is 
daunting, and no less so when 
you finally see that 
the pink face above 
the frozen body is 
that of an attractive 
45-year-old who 
can talk, smile, 
laugh and kiss. 

Even so it is a 
cruel metamorpho¬ 
sis for the man 
whose professional 
reputation rests on 
his portrayal of Su¬ 
perman, the 
quintessential^ 
handsome, square- 
jawed hero who won every 
fight because he was 
invincible. 

Since the riding accident 
that paralysed him three years 
ago. Reeve has breathed 
through a ventilator. Today its 
plastic' tube crosses a blue- 
and-green-banded sweater 
and enters his throat beneath 
che bowtie of bandages cover¬ 
ing his tracheotomy wound. 
His breathing sounds like a 
dog snoring, and his chest 
rises and falls above pale, 
clean hands, the only exposed 
parts of his paralysed body. 
He has laryngitis and his voice 
is unevm and raspy, but is 
normally strong and dear, he 
says. 

People think he’s a saint, 1 
venture. "Why? 1 don’t see 
that." he replies, his mouth 
turning downwards to make 
the gesture of exasperation 
that his hands would if they 
could. “1 realise I'm in a 
position to be useful. Some¬ 
times, to get the public to 
respond, you need a celebrity. 

I guess iris my job to speak up 
on behalf of everybody with 
spinal injuries. Not a job I 
would have picked.” He smiles 
wryly. 

His motivation is both pub¬ 
lic-spirited and personal. Hav¬ 
ing spoken to scientists 
throughout the world, he 


knows that a cure for paralysis 
is possible; Consequently he 
chivvies them with e-mails, 
urging them to hurry up. 
Dedaring his intention to 
walk by his fiftieth birthday 
was a deliberate challenge; 
provocative and pragmatic, 
and very much a pan of his 
recovery. Determination and 
strength of spirit have their 
limitations, he knows, so he 
backs them up with faith in 
medical research, 

“If 1 didn’t believe that there 
was the possibility of improve¬ 
ment, 1 would have a much 
more difficult time. In my case 
the gap that would have to be 
crossed by regener¬ 
ated nerves is only 
20mm — 

tantalisingly 
close." 

Dana, his wife of 
six years and the 
mother of Will, 
their five-year-oki 
son. enters the 
room. Reeve's 
nurse will bring 
him iced tea. but 
Dana must say 
goodbye because 
she is about to per¬ 
form at a local benefit concert 
— she is a singer and actress. 
They kiss, tenderly. You might 
call it a smacker, it is certainly 
not perfunctory. A large 
framed picture of Dana is 
close to Reeve's chair and he is 
not alone in acknowledging 
that she is a remarkable 
woman. “I see it as one of my 
jobs to set her free, to be able to 
pursue her career without 
having to feel guilty for leav¬ 
ing me behind. 

“Sometimes it's hard to give 
when you Ye feeling needy, 
when you’re feeling ‘I really 
wish she doesn't do that pan 
because it means shell be gone 
for three weeks'. But I always 
stick by the plan, otherwise 
she'd feel trapped. It just 
wouldn't be fair on her, so you 
have to ... " There is an 
interminable pause as Reeve 
looks out through the window 
towards the trees and small 
lake that lie beyond his ranch- 
style home. .. Just be tough 
about rt within myself,” he 
says eventually. “To say, *now 
it’s her turn, don’t get in the 
way’." 

I wonder if he is being 
deliberately ambiguous. 
WouJd that extend to her 
having a relationship with 
another man? “Oh God, no. 
No, absolutely not" He looks 
shocked, his eyes dart from

side to side. "We're talking 
about the theatre." 

That's not an issue between 
them? "Never, no. not at all.” 
He sips on the plastic tube that 
hovers below his mouth and 
his chair tilts back, shifting his 
weight to ward-off pressure 
sores. This event in our lives 
has made it necessary for us 
all to find strength. Dana 
certainly has reserves of 
strength that have completely 
amazed me." He speaks slow¬ 
ly. fitting six or sometimes 
nine words at a time into the 
breaths controlled by the ven¬ 
tilator. Yet his conversation is 
so natural that it overrides the 
wheezing machinery and it is 
impossible to work out pre¬ 
cisely how he is timing his 
speech. 

Somewhere behind the slid¬ 
ing door Will chatters and 
sings to himself. Jointly, Reeve 
and Dana have dcridod not to 
have a second child, although 
artificial insemination would 
make that possible. “It is hard 
enough that I haven’t been 
able to give Will a hug in three 
years. It I had the use of my 
arms it might be different." 

He has spoken of continued 
love-making, I say. “It’s not in 
the conventional way, bur 
we’re creative," he replies. 
“Real intimacy is the key. I 
know many couples who have 
a standard sex life who don't 
have real intimacy, so iris not 
as though it all depends on 
what happens in the bedroom. 

Too many people try to 
control their partners or make 
demands to suit themselves. 
That’s not fair. It hasn’t put a 
strain on our marriage. 1 just 
miss, and so does Dana, so 
many things we used to do. 

“A loss of spontaneity is very 
hard — that you can’t just go 


riding together, go to the 
movies on a whim. Everything 
has to be planned.’you need a 
nurse by your side and often 
an aide for lifting." 

He and Dana never let 
anything fester between them, 
he adds, and if the 
practicalities of their relation¬ 
ship have changed, the in¬ 
stincts which made it work 
remain. By nature a neat and 
organised person who would 
silently tidy up. Reeve now 
observes as Dana “makes an 
extra effort not to let the place 
fall apart That’s 
the kind of gener¬ 
osity that really 
must be at the 
heart of the rela¬ 
tionship.” Indeed 
the house, on a 
lush hillside in 
Connecticut is not 
the swagged resi¬ 
dence of a Holly¬ 
wood star, but a 
comfortable family 
home pocked, with 
personal memen¬ 
toes and the odd 
discarded set of baseball-play¬ 
er cards. 

If it is still difficult to 
understand why Reeve should 
be so intent on survival when 
so much of life is denied to 
him, his tributes to his family 
are the answer. As a fit and 
active young man, he also had 
the conversations we all have, 
that life would not be worth 
living if he couldn't do the 
things that gave him pleasure. 
Yet, during the past three 
years, he has coped not only 
with paralysis, a collapsed 
lung and a broken ami. but 
also an acute infection that 
almost cost him a leg. He 
endures the daily indignity of 
being dressed and made to 


function by nurses. Under¬ 
standing that his body is 
slowly breaking down, he 
fights the decay with exercise 
that has maintained the im¬ 
pressive proportions of his 
sportsman's thighs. 

To have asked them to let 
me go would have been an act 
of cowardice, and it would 
have been devastating to 
Dana and to my children." 
His eyes widen and an invol¬ 
untary movement crosses his 
face. “If my family were all to 
turn away. I couldn’t go on. It 
had to have been 
very hard for Dana 
to hear me say, 
maybe they should 
let me go. but she 
didn’t back down. 

“If Dana had 
hesitated, if I’d felt 
that she was just 
trying to say the 
right thing, then I 
might have chosen 
a different course. 
But her response 
was absolutely cer¬ 
tain. She looked 
straight at me and didn't 
flinch. We didn’t lose each 
other for a second. Neither of 
us knew what the future 
would be, but there was an 
implicit understanding that 
we would take it day by day 
and figure it out, which is 
exactly what we’ve done." 

His approach to fathering is 
equally positive. He races his 
wheelchair against Will’s bi- 
qrcle (Will is not ashamed to 
win), talks to him about the 
solar system, and cheers from 
the sidelines as his son plays 
sport. If necessary, he quietly 
tides him off. 

“Nine times out of ten that 
fixes it. This past winter I 
would have taught him to ski. 


but Dana had to do it forme. 
So it’s my loss but I mustn’t 
pul it on to him. So far he 
doesnt feel bad for me. or 
embarrassed by me—we joke 
about the chair." 

He has been equally sup¬ 
portive to his two children by 
Gae Exton. his former part¬ 
ner. He tells his daughter 
Alexandra, who is 14. 6ft tall 
and beautiful, that there are 
far more interesting things to 
do than to be a model — and 
“she agrees completely". A 
framed letter from his son 
Matthew, IS, written as he 
prepared for exams during his 
last year at school, describes 
Reeve as “the best” and en¬ 
dorses his belief that he will 
walk again. “What’s essen¬ 
tial." says their father, “is the 
genuine communication, 
where the children fed JYn 
giving them ray full attention". 

The irony of Reeve’S situa¬ 
tion is that, while he always 
enjoyed physical challenges, 
he was cautious to the point of 
being a control freak. "That’s 
what’s so infuriating about the 
accident — 1 see people who 
are totally reckless get away 
with it. 1 was always conserva¬ 
tive." He smiles. “I just had a 
freak accident. Oft yea ft. it was 
embarrassing to go to all the 
trouble to do things safely and 
still end up with a serious 
injury. 

“Of course 1 was angry, 
because the jump was so easy. 
But I try not to dwell on 
negative thoughts. When they 
come out I by to stuff them 
back in the drawer, put them 
away and move on to some¬ 
thing that is positive. Do 
another exercise, do a piece of 
business, anything that is 
forward moving. I’ve seen 
people sit outside staring into 


space. I refuse to go that way." 

Atthe end of the acknowledg¬ 
ments section in his autobiog¬ 
raphy, Reeve wrote: “This is 
my story as I remember it but 
then again. 1 fell on my head." 
The remark was designed to 
explain that the book was inevi¬ 
tably subjective and to be an 
apology if he had got anything 
wrong, By making a joke 
against himself, he also hoped 
readers would pick up the hint 
that he need not always be 
treated with kid gloves or even 
fear. Certain that readers 
would misunderstand, his pub¬ 
lishers removed it. 

I spent two and a half hours 


with Christopher Reeve, and 
cannot recall having been so 
affected by meeting someone. 
What sticks in my mind is not 
the wheelchair or the easy 
observations that he is brave, 
heroic, inspirational — though 
he is all of these things, f 
suspect he would be more 
flattered to be regarded as 
funny, good company, fanci- 
able. He is all of these things, 
too.

Arafat cannot give Israel peace of 
mind, says Conor Cruise O’Brien 

Ui 


nease in Zion" was 
the title of a book 
published not long 
after the foundation of the new 
State of Israel. Fifty years 
later, the Unease is still there, 
though less intense than it has 
been at several periods in 
Israel’s history. 

On April 23. 1«?4S. Chaim 
Weizmann — soon to be the 
first President of Israel — 
received the decisive personal 
message from President Tru¬ 
man: “... if a Jewish state was 
declared, the President would 
support it” Weizmann told 
Ben Gurion’s advisers: “Pro¬ 
claim the State, no matter 
what ensues." On May 14. in 
Tel Aviv, Ben Gurion, as 
Prime Minister, proclaimed 
the State of Israel. On the 
following day. as the British 
Mandate expired, the armies 
of five Arab states attacked the 
new Srate. Although the Arabs 
had a huge military superior¬ 
ity in equipment and firepow¬ 
er — and some encouragement 
from the British Foreign Sec¬ 
retary, Ernest Bevin — Israel's 
armed forces managed to hold 
on to most of the territory 
Israel claimed. 

In the first ten years of the 
new State, the Unease not 
merely continued, but seemed 
to deepen with the impact of 
the Cold War and America's 
wooing of the Arab States into 
what became the Baghdad 
Pact. During this period. Isra¬ 
el appeared to the State De¬ 
partment as at best a nuisance 
and at worst a liability to 
American interests. Under the 
Baghdad Pact, the United 
States armed Iraq, one of 
Israel’s bitterest enemies. Isra¬ 
el backed Britain and France 
in an attack on Egypt — the 
grotesque adventure known as 
“Suez’’. After Britain and 
France hurriedly withdrew, 
under both American and 
Russian pressure, Ben Gurion 
tried briefly to hang on to 
Israel's gains. This led to the 
most dangerous period in 
Israel's history to date. When 
the Russians threatened to 
attack Britain. France and 
Israel. America made it 
known that an attack on 
Britain and France would lead 
to US retaliation. The conspic¬ 
uous omission of “Israel" was 
deliberate and forced Israel to 
begin withdrawal from Sinai. 

Israel did not. however, 
remain long in isolation. On 
July 14,1958, the pro-American 
Iraqi Government was over¬ 
thrown and the Baghdad Pact 
disappeared. Israel allowed 
British and American planes 
to overfly Israeli territory to 
come to the help of Jordan, 
supposedly threatened by 
Iraq. Ever since, Israel has 
always been regarded by the 
Pentagon as the most reliable, 
as well as the strongest. .Amer¬ 
ican ally in the region. 

Then in June 1966 came 
Israel's stunning victory over 
Egypt, Syria and Jordan in the 
Six Day War. To many Israe¬ 
lis, it seemed for a while as if 
Uncase in Zion was a thing of 
the past. But it returned with a 
vengeance after Egypt's sur¬ 
prise attack on Yom Kippur 
(October b, 1973). which was 
finally held off: peace with 
Egypt eventually followed. 

That peace has justifiably 
been rated "a cold peace", but 
it has held, even after Sadat's 
murder. Its holding means 
that Israel’s Arab neighbours 
no longer appear to pose a 


serious military threat This is 
important but it does not 
banish Unease. And for many 
Israelis the main focus of 
Unease is what is known as 
“the Peace Process". For about 
20 years now. the idea that 
Israel can obtain peace with 
the .Arab world through the 
surrender of territory has been 
very popular with academics, 
media people and politicians 
in the West and also with 
quite large numbers of Israe¬ 
lis. Yet “the territory for peace" 
idea has some glaring flaws. 

By surrendering territory 
Israel can certainly get peace, 
for a time at least, with those 
Arabs who sign up for the 
deal. But there will always be 
many Arabs who will de¬ 
nounce any deal. And there 
will be some who will actively 
carry on the struggle by sui¬ 
cide bomb attacks and other 
means. So Israel can surren¬ 
der territory without getting 
real peace. And this is what 
has actually happened. 

After Arafat had. in foolish 
euphoria, backed President 
Saddam Husseins attack on 
Kuwait, he was financially 
ruined, having alienated the 
Arab regimes who had so long 
financed his Fatah. So he felt 
he had no alternative but to 
agree to any terms for peace 
with Israel which the Ameri¬ 
cans would dictate. And the 
Israelis could see strong rea¬ 
sons for not opposing a seem¬ 
ingly reasonable deal 
brokered by the Americans, 
their indispensable backers. 

The deal was loudly hailed, 
at first and to some extent still, 
as representing “peace be¬ 
tween Israel and the Arabs". 
But of course it just represents 
peace with Arafat and his 
followers, who^now appear to 
be a corrupt and discredited 
minority in their territory. 
Hamas and other Arab organ¬ 
isations. backed by Syria, still 
consider themselves at war 
with Israel, and appear to 
have more Arab support than 
Arafat does. 

I believe that Binyamin 
Netanyahu, whom I know 
and respect, is right to 
resist any more major trans¬ 
fers of territory to Arafat, 
unless he can demonstrate 
that he will not allow any 
further attacks on Israel from 
the territory he controls. He 
cannot demonstrate that, 
because Hamas, backed by 
Syria, is stronger than Arafat's 
discredited rump. 

Netanyahu has been under 
some heavy pressure, but I 
think his position is now 
entering a more propitious 
period. There is a well-estab¬ 
lished cycle in Israeli-Ameri- 
can relations. The period of 
maximum American pressure 
on Israeli is — roughly — the 
first two years after a presi¬ 
dential election. But in the 
second two years — and 
especially the Iasi year — the 
pressure eases. The nearer the 
next presidential election 
looms, the closer also looms 
the huge pro-Israel vote in 
New York. Illinois and Cali¬ 
fornia. This is the asset that 
has kepi Israel going in much 
more difficult times. 

Unease is unlikely to go 
away in our time. Bui Israel is 
today better able to cope with 
Unease both politically and 
economically than has ever 
been the case before in its 50 
years of history.

Lights go out in euroland 


T he euro is being sold to the 
British people, rather suc¬ 
cessfully at present, by a 
bogus argument that used to 
belong to the Marxists, that of 
historical inevitability. Communists 
used to say that the Soviet system was 
much more advanced than capital¬ 
ism and would inevitably replace it. 
Khrushchev told the Americans: “We 
will bury you". Capitalism has never 
been perfect; it had then, as it has 
now, serious flaws, but it has 
survived, and the Soviet Union has 
disappeared. The Nazis used the 
same propaganda. They believed in 
the triumph of the will of dictatorship 
over the weak confusions of democra¬ 
cy. The "thousand-year Reich" lasted 
12 years. So much for inevitability. 

As it happens, a very powerful 
instance of the dangers of the single 
currency has occurred this month, 
only a few days before the final 
arrangements for the currency are 
made. The main argument of the 
EM U-sceptics has always been that a 
single currency for different econom¬ 
ic circumstances may make it impos¬ 
sible for particular nations or regions 
to adjust to change. Even in the 
United Slates, adjustment to regional 
differences has often been a long and 
difficult matter. Several states in the 
Deep South have never really recov¬ 
ered from the reconstruction that 
followed the Civil Wan one could say 
that they have suffered more than a 
century of depression. Yet the United 
States has a tradition of mobility of 
labour and capital, and a single 
language. Europe has neither. 

An example of what can happen 
occurred in Germany. After reunifi¬ 
cation, Helmut Kohl, the Chancellor, 
decided on a single currency for the 
united Germany on a one-for-one 
basis. Initially this seemed to be very 
favourable to the East Germans, 
since it valued their savings at the 
West German level. Unfortunately, 
East German productivity was much 
lower than West German: the fac¬ 
tories were obsolete and the workers 
were priced out of the market. As a 
result unemployment in what had 
been East Germany rose to about 
double the West German level. 

Germany has all the American 
advantages. The East Germans 
speak the same language. Many of 
them spent decades hoping to get to 
West Germany and enjoy the stan¬ 
dard of living there. Since reunifica¬ 
tion many have done just that. The 
West Germans were also witling to 
subsidise the East cm a massive scale

to bring East Germany up to the 
economic level of the West Yet the 
disparities of higher unemployment 
and lower productivity have contin¬ 
ued to this day. The German single 
currency experiment, initiated oy 
Herr Kohi, has had unexpectedly 
high social and economic costs. 

Again, one should make the com¬ 
parison with the European single 
currency. That will apply over a 
much larger area, to II different 
nations and not just two halves of one 
nation. There will be many different 
languages, 'and much less willing¬ 
ness. or ability to move jobs. There 
will also be less 
willingness to make 
large transfers of 
funds to support the 
weaker economy. 

Job mobility, a sin¬ 
gle language and 
support from the 
wealthier regions — 

have not prevented 
long-term regional depressions in the 
United States or in Germany since 
reunification took place. Yet these 
vital advantages will not even exist in 
the single-currency Europe to miti¬ 
gate future regional depressions. 
Herr Kohl is repeating the single 
currency misalignment he was re¬ 
sponsible for in Germany on a 
European scale. 

This week's election result in the 
eastern German Land of Saxony- 
Anhalt shows what can happen. 
Reunification occurred in 1990. Eight 
years later unemployment in Saxony- 
Anhalt is 22.6 per cent; the economy 
is hardly growing at all. The sup¬ 
posed growth of 0.6 per cent will not 
be sufficient to prevent unemploy¬ 
ment continuing to rise. Western 
Germany is quite prosperous, with 
exports responding favourably to the 
cheaper mark. Saxony-Anhah, and 
more generally the old East 
Germany, is in long-term depression: 
there is no adequate adjustment 
mechanism in the absence of curren¬ 
cy flexibility. 

People in Saxony-Anhalt voted as 
one might hare expected. The parties 
represented in the German Govern¬ 
ment of Herr Kohl were repudiated. 
The Christian Democrat vole fell by 
more than 12 percentage points: the 
Free Democrats failed to reach the 5 



per cent threshold and therefore have 
no seats. The main opposition party 
in Bonn, the Social Democrats, 
slightly, but only slightly, improved 
their share of the poU. A third of all 
voces went to the former Communists 
(PDS) or the party of the extreme 
Right, the Deutsche Volks union 
(DVU). which is led by Gerhard Frey, 
the Munich publisher. The DVU won 
its strongest support among young 
voters. People vote for extremist 
parties when they find themselves in 
an intolerable situation. When an 
overvalued currency causes mass 
unemployment and long-term de¬ 
pression, that is in¬ 
tolerable. Yet the 
people of Saxony- 
Anhah cannot vote 
themselves out of 
their single curren¬ 
cy; the people of the 
European Union 
— countries which 
join the euro will 
not be able to vote themselves out of 
that single currency, if similar eco¬ 
nomic damage follows. 

The pro-Europe propagandists at¬ 
tack those of us who are sceptical 
about it as backward-looking, out of 
date, and anti-European. They say 
that the euro is inevitable, which may 
be true, and that it is equally 
inevitable that Britain will join, 
which is not true. Yet they never 
answer the Saxony-Anhait question. 
If Germany, the most powerful 
economy in Europe, with the advan¬ 
tage of a single people, a single 
language, and a single federal bud¬ 
get. cannot solve the adjustment 
problem in its own eastern regions, 
how is the Union, with none of these 
advantages, going to solve similar 
problems which will inevitably arise 
fn the very different European 
economies? 

If Britain does join the single 
currency after the next election, as 
Gordon Brown thinks we will, every¬ 
thing will depend on the rate at which 
we join. The pound is at present loo 
high: that is having a depressing 
effect on the economy generally and 
on manufactured exports in particu¬ 
lar. Since the pound rose to around 
file 3M level, there has been a sharp 
decline in Britain's balance of trade, 
the deficit is the largest since 1990, 


and confidence among exporters is 
the lowest since 1980. Even this brief 
rise in the pound has had a dramatic 
and damaging impact on the British 
economy. If Britain were to join the 
euro at this rate, and were stuck 
there, we would have to face a long¬ 
term depression. 

- It is not certain that it would be the 
British economy which would suffer 
the worst damage. Weak regions 
inside strong economies, like Saxorry- 
. Anhalt or southern Italy, may suffer 
particularly badly. Wales might suf¬ 
fer if we joined and the manufactur¬ 
ing North East Quite small 
differences in cost, productivity and 
currency values at the point of joining 
could have a disproportionate im¬ 
pact Nothing could be done about it 
Exchange rates inside Europe will no 
longer exist interest rates mil be set 
to suit the needs of the dominant 
sectors of the European economy. 
France is determined to see that-its 
influence is as great as Germany’s.., 

W hat did Herr Kohl say to 
this? His comments on 
tiie Saxony-Anhait re¬ 
sult were unusually fee¬ 
ble and defensive. He says that the 
DVU and the PDS are extremist 
parties. That is true. He says that the 
people who voted for them are not 
really Nazis or Communists, but are 
making a protest That is probably 
also true, at least for most of them. 
Yet this was the protest of a third of 
the voters, in a high poll, against the 
natural consequences of Herr Kohl's 
policies. He has no answer to the 
Saxony-Anhait problem either at a 
German level, or at the much more 
dangerous European level. Nor. inci¬ 
dentally. do the Social Democrats. 
Herr Kohl is the architect of the long¬ 
term depression in eastern Germany 
and does not know how to bring it to 
an end. Gordon Brown would cheer¬ 
fully expose the regions of Britain, 
including his beloved Scotland, to the 
threat of the same disaster. 

Tbe single German mark has 
already proved a recruiting sergeant 
for. unemployment and for extremist 
parties. The European Union already 
has strong extremist parties in 
France. Italy, Austria and eastern 
Germany, and already has one in 
eight people unemployed. The single 
European currency could do for 
Europe what the single German 
currency h3s done for eastern 
Germany. It is not inevitable that the 
British electorate should choose to 
take this risk.

Lord Archer of 
Weston-super-Mare is ensuring he will be first among equals. The multi¬ 
millionaire novelist has assembled 100 researchers to help his campaign. 
In effect, he is assembling his own party structure: the team dwarfs the 
resources empkned by his competitors and is more than twice as large as 
tiie number of analysis Laken on by Tony Blair in Downing Street. Archer 
has recruited the researchers from nearly 400 Londoners who wrote to 
him to volunteer their services. The 


researchers, who include bankers, 
lawyers and teachers, are working 
for the Conservative peer in their 
spare time, providing him with 
information to be fed into 
soundbites, television debates and 
speeches to minority groups. “They 
are overwhelmingly rton-w hire, al¬ 
though not as female as we would 
like." said an Archer aide. Apeing 
the Tory party, my good lord has 
also appointed a treasurer, a 
special adviser and ten “team 
leaders’* to manage the 
researchers. 

Archer's likely competitors can¬ 
not compete: Glenda Jackson and 
Steven Norris share an analyst 
between them and Ken Living¬ 
stone relies solely on his parlia¬ 
mentary' researcher. "Archer’s 
researchers are like bluebottles 
around a honeypot." said Living¬ 
stone. "By polling day. he will have 
half of London working for him 
and be guaranteed to win."

in by-election scams 


T omorrow’s anniversary of the 
general election may be a relief 
to some MPs, since no MPcan 
then be prosecuted for spending too 
much on his constituency campaign. 
But it is mo late for the Labour 
member for Newark; last week tiie 
Crown Prosecution Service an¬ 
nounced that Fiona Jones and her 
agent were being charged over their 
election expenses, and they now bee 
the possibility of fines, imprisonment 
or even a rerun poll. 

it is widely acknowledged that in 
many marginal seats, parties often 
exceed or evade the legal expoise 
limits at general elections I currently 
about £9,000). But, as 1 shall be 
telling the Neill Committee on Stan¬ 
dards in Public Life today, the real 
abuses occur in by-elections. Parties 
regularly overspend on a huge scale, 
even though since the early 1990s (he 
legal limit has been roughly four 
times that for general elections. 

Any party hoping to win a big by- 
election nowadays will probably 
spend at least £100.000 on its 
campaign, and often much more. Yet 
only a fraction will be declared in the 
return that agents legally have to 
submit within 35 days of the result. 
The pile of receipts attached to each 
return Mill always add up to within a 
few pounds of the legal limit Peter 
Chegwyn, a leading former liberal 
agent admits that the three main 
parties are often “way over the limit" 
on spending. A Tory by-election 
candidate from the last Parliament 
insisted that his campaign must stick 
within the law. Party colleagues 
looked at him as if he was mad “In 
that case you'll lose,” they told him. 
So the campaign over-spent, broke 
the law and lost anyway. 

The parties cannot argue that these 
excesses are the work of a few over- 
enthusiastic local officials. By-elec¬ 
tion campaigns are national events, 
overseen by party headquarters in 
London. The funding comes from the 
centre, and prominent Mft are 
brought in to run the campaigns on 
the ground; in Labour’s case, several 
past by-election organisers are now 
senior ministers. But once the battle 
is over, the preparation of a false 
return is often left to the local official 
who was named agent, even though 
he or sHfcfmay have had iittle say m 
what was actually spent. Concocting 
,a .convincing return requires consid¬ 
erable skills. “By-election agents 
don’t just have to be experts at 
campaigning," says Mr Chegwyn, 
“but creative accounting as well." 

The real escalation in by-election 
spending originated with the advent 
of the SDP in 1981, and their 
desperation to break the two-party 
mould of British politics. Before long, 
all three parties were spending at 
outrageous levels. Experts believe 
that two of the worst cases were the 
Fulham and Greenwich by-elections 
in the mid-1980s, where the old SDP 
is understood to have overspent by 
several times the then limit. In recent 
times the worst offender has been 
Labour. One former official at Lab¬ 
our headquarters even calculates that 
one by-election in the early 1990s may 
have cost the party close to half a 
million, if one includes staff costs. 

Talk privately to most agents, and 
they will often laugh about how they 
get round the rules. Friendly printers 
will be persuaded, for instance, to 
produce receipts for much lower 
print runs than were produced. 
Many payments, such as casual staff, 
will be made in cash. Instead of using 
a postal franking machine, staff go 
out and buy stamps, and post offices 
in by-clectinn towns do a roaring 
trade. Two new expensive campaign 
techniques have made matters worse. 
Both telephone canvassing and direct 
mail are often organised well away 
from the constituency, and are there¬ 
fore difficult to detect or quantify. 

Despite the cut-throat nature of by- 
elections. the regular breaking of the 
law is hidden by the collusion of the 
parties. No established party dares 
challenge its opponents, since they all 
know that they are equally guilty of a 
kind of fraud. Officials admit'to a 
gentlemen's agreement not to chall¬ 
enge each other. “A conspiracy" is 
how one former official describes it. 

A nd nobody else seems very 
interested in regulating this 
spending either.. Returning 
officers are busy enough as it is. while 
the police usually feci that they have 
more important crimes to pursue. 

Does it all matter? One could argue 
that since ail three main parties are 
involved, the abuses cancel each 
other out. But election spending laws 
exist to provide a level playing-field, 
and excessive spending makes life 
even harder for smaller parties and 
independent candidates. More im¬ 
portant. it is deeply corrupting if 
serious laws are being flouted by the 
very people who make the law. 

The Government is now proposing 
new limits on national election 
spending, but what hope is there for 
such rules when it is so hard to 
regulate spending within a single 
ran? Desperate politicians and party 
officials can so easily persuade them¬ 
selves that spending a linle bit extra 
nueht make the difference. Whatever 
nuw spending rules the Neill Com¬ 
mittee might recommend, only the 
toughest enforcement mechanisms 
win stop parties flouting the law.

Israel reaches 50, but not a midlife crisis. 
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The state and people of Israel will officially 
celebrate the 50th anniversary of their 
refoundation today. An extraordinary story 
will rightly be remembered. A nation 
founded an the determined i dealism of a 
few,'that ended the 1900-year exile of Jewish 
people from their homeland and retained 
that small space through several wars, has 
been an amazing success. Victory on the 
battlefield has ensured a relative security. 
This may be further entrenched by diplo^ 
macy. A thriving economy has produced an 
exceptionally dynamic society. 

To many observers, especially outside its 
borders, it is these two factors — relative 
peace and rising prosperity — that will 
shape Israel’s future. They suggest that the 
original ideals £pnd circumstances that 
brought the country into bung, an intense 
collective struggle in adverse conditions, will 
become increasingly irrelevant, in its place, 
according to one prediction, will come 
enhanced domestic friction. Without a 
common enemy, Israelis may become more 
divided a mon g themselves. Alternatively, 
according to other sages, decadence rather 
than division awaits Israel. A rapid, increase 
in material affluence might produce a 
culture that is bourgeois, even boring. Both 
cannot be right. 

There are reasons to fear a potential 
schism. Judaism has always contained a 
wide range of adherents under a single 
label. External threats have often brought 
them together. Modem Israel is starkly 
segmented along ethnic and religious lines. 
The Ashkenazim Jof European background) 
who have traditionally dominated Israel's 
elite sit uneasily with the Sephardim (North 
African car Middle Eastern in origin) who 
have long felt excluded. The strongly secular 
are increasingly alarmed by die growing 
political power exercised by the Haredim — 
those ultra-orthodox. Jews who favour a 


theocracy. Demography will only sharpen 
these tensions. 

The prospect of a wealth-driven soda] 
transformation is similarly seductive. A 
successful peace process would entrench it, 
but even under the current cold peace 
substantial progress is passible. Israel has 
moved, in a relatively snort period of time, 
from the kibbutz to the computer age. The 
country boasts the highest percentage of 
graduates in the world. This has been 
further strengthened by the Influx of700,000 
immigrants from the former Soviet Union. 
Binyamin Netanyahu’s administration has 
adopted a programme of tax cuts, deregula¬ 
tion and privatisation. 

The chances are, though, that Israel will 
emulate neither Iran nor Switzerland. An 
accord with the Palestinians or Syria would 
not produce complete peace or final security. 
The Middle East is fair too volatile for that 
This instability would only be neutralised fry 
a wholesale move across the region towards 
markets and democracy, which is unlikely to 
occur soon. Similarly, while Israel may 
become richer, there are limits on how far it 
will embrace economic individualism. The 
state may shrink somewhat but society will 
still favour strong social provision. Mr 
Netanyahu has problems enough without 
pressing these issues too far. 

In short there is much of Israel’s past that 
remains relevant to its future. It will still be a 
restless, innovative, society in less than 
hospitable surroundings. It will continue to 
make sacrifices to support its own. This 
anniversary has provoked arguments about 
a post-Zionist Israel. It would be more 
accurate to describe this shift as Zionism- 
plus. Israel at 50 is not faring a midlife crisis 
but a succession of second childhoods. It is 
unlikely that “nonnality**. whatever that is, 
will prove a blessing or burden for Israel in 
the near future. 


HOPE IN HELL 

There is no famine in Sudan yet nor need there be one 
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Fbr most of the past four decades. Sudanese 
have been at war, inflicting the cruellest 
suffering on the country's southern, Chris- 
tian-animist, south. Whether from land¬ 
mines, bombs and bullets or disease and 
periodic famine, the second phase which 
began in 1983 has lolled more than 13 
million. This week’s harrowing televised 
images reflect a worsening of chronic misery 
that is entirely manmade, die product of a 
complex aimed struggle for power between 
many factions in which, as so often .food aid 
is one weapon. Sudanese are adept survi¬ 
vors; but in parts of the south, thousands 
have reached the end of the line. 

In southern Sudan, the dry spring months 
are the traditional “hunger gap", when most 
people eat roots, kill animals and travel long 
distances to fish in order to survive. This 
year, many have been driven to still more 
drastic expedients, excavating ant hills for 
grain and eating the seedcom on which life 
depends. Out of Bahr ei Ghazal’s 13 million 
i people, 350,000 are utterly destitute. They 
* can no longer be supported by local comm¬ 
unities which are also highly vulnerable. 

There is as yet no famine in southern 
Sudan, although there is extreme distress. 
There need not be one. Save the Children, 
which works with the UN’S Operation Life¬ 
line Sudan (OLS) air bridge, estimates that 
three months’ supply of food for Bahr el 
Ghazal and other affected areas is available 
in Kenya and parts of the north. Nearly 400 
foreign aid workers helped by 2,000 Suda¬ 
nese are in position and able to see that 
despite looting, most supplies reach civil¬ 
ians, not fighters. But unless the airlift can 
be trebled and access guaranteed both for 
food, and for the tods and seed which must 
reach people before the planting season ends 
in four weeks, there canid be famine in 1999. 


The channel to use is the OLS, which is 
well established and, in theory, accepted by 
all combatants. In practice, it has been 
obstructed, mainly by the Islamist regime of 
President Omar el-Bashir, which blocked all 
flights for two critical months this year, but 
also by the rebel southern Sudan People’s 
liberation Army and other warlords. There 
are signs, including the current absence of 
serious' fighting, that both are now open to 
suasion. The moment must be seized. 

The root of this emergency is the war. 
Peace deals have come and gone. This is in 
part because, despite the dominance of 
racial and religious tension, this civil war 
has more dements than the Christian- 
animist south's struggle for self-rule, or (he 
resistance; in north as well as south, to the 
imposition of Sharia by the Khartoum reg¬ 
ime. It is also about control of the vast oil 
reserves in the north of southern Sudan, 
which could yield immense wealth were 
there peace; and about the sharing of the 
precious waters of the White and Blue Niles, 
where Uganda, Ethiopia and Egypt have 
vital interests. 

Under foe improbable but serviceable 
umbrella of the International Group for 
Agricultural Development, which exists to 
resolve joint problems of soil erosion, locust 
control and water disputes in the Hom of 
Africa, another regional mediation effort is 
due to start next week in Nairobi — just as 
Kofi Annan arrives there. But a wider 
political engagement is needed for any 
ceasefire or peace deal to put down firm 
roots. Britain is heavily involved in band-aid 
provision. That is necessary but not enough, 
dare Short should set aside her misplaced 
scruples about “the old empire"; Britain’s 
enduring influence in the region is an asset 
to be used, now and to maximum effect

Comparison of US 
and EU currencies

Sir. Feta 1 Riddel] may well be right 
{April 24} that the possibility of the UK 
joining the North American Free 
Trade Agreement (Nafta) in whatever 
capacity is not in the realm of practical 
politics. It is a pity, however, because 
in many ways it is an attractive il¬ 
lusion. 

There is more convergence between 
the UK and the US economies than 
there is between the UK and the conti¬ 
nental European economies. As the 
European currencies have weakened 
in foe run-up id EMU, for whatever 
reason, the relationship between foe 
pound and the dollar has remained 
relatively stable. 

As foe German economy looks 
more and more towards increasing 
trade with Eastern Europe, this phe¬ 
nomenon seems likely to continue and 
the convergence looked for by foe 
Treasury as one of foe criteria for the 
UKjjoining EMU will remain another 
illusion. 

Any arrangement which would lib¬ 
erate trade between foe US and the 
UK economics would benefit the UK 
consumer, and create a drop in the 
cost of living. It is a puzzling fact that 
prices of foe majority of consumer 
goods in the US are the same in dol¬ 
lars as they are in sterling, a potential 
saving of 40 per cent to the UK con¬ 
sumer. This might be understandable 
if the goods were manufactured in the 
US; but it applies across the board, to 
goods manufactured in foe Far East 
and in Europe also. 

Is foe £/$ exchange rate wrong, or is 
the European consumer being asked 
to pay too much?

Sir, Scientists often give the impres¬ 
sion that foe break-up of the Antarctic 
ice (report. "Antarctic unleashes a 
titanic iceberg", April 18) is something 
new. Some even blame modem living 
for a climatic change. 

However, in 1854 a hook-shaped ice¬ 
berg over 1,000 feel high was a danger 
to shipping in the South Atlantic. One 
shank was 60 miles long, foe other 40 
miles long. Between the”shanks was a 
cul-de-sac 40 miles wide, fa 1892. 
roughly halfway between the Falk- 
lands and Trinstan da Cunha, the 


ship Strathdon reported an iceberg 
over 40 miles in length, and over 1.000 
feet in height (Captain S. T. S. Incky’s 
Wrinkles in Practical Navigation, 
George Philip and Son, 1944). These 
two icebergs had travelled over 2.G00 
miles into foe South Atlantic: They 
would have been larger at their point 
of origin. 

Perhaps these earlier examples of 
Antarctic icebergs point to cyclical 
weather patterns.

The night sky in Maj

MERCURY is a morning star 
reaching greatest western 
elongation (27 degrees) m the 
4tfTbuf is too dose to the Son 
to be observable from our 
northern latitudes. 

Venus rises only an hour 
and a half before the Sun 
throughout May but at -42 
magnitude should be visible 
low in foe east before sunrise. 
Crescent Moon to the east of 
Venus on the 23rd. 

Mars is in conjunction with 
the Sun on the 12th and wiD 
not emerge into a dark sky 
until early August 

Jupiter is in Aquarius and - 
22 magnitude, rising soon 
after 01b by the 31st Jupiter 
wiD be just to the west of the 
waning crescent Moon when 
they rise about 02h on the 21st 

Saturn is in Pisces but the 
OS magnitude ringed planet 
wiD be in bright morning 
twilight throughout May. It 
will not be observable except, 
perhaps, at the very end of the 
month when Venus will pass 
less than the Moon'S diame¬ 
ter to the north of Saturn cm 
the morning of the 30th. The 
two planets should be visible 
together in binoculars if not 
with the naked eye for a few 
days on either side of this 
date. 

Uranus is in Gapricomus 
rising by Oh on the 31sL It 
reaches a stationary point on 
the 17th when rts eastward or 
direct motion against the 
background of the stars wOl 
become retro g rade or west¬ 
ward. Moon to the north on 
the 18th. 

Neptune is stationary on 
the 4th and then retrogrades 
through Capricomus. Moon 
to the north on the 17th. 

The Moon: first quarter 3d 
lOh: full Moon lid 141c last 
quarter 19d 05k new Moon 
25d 20k 

Sunset on the 1st is at 19h 
25m and on the 31st at 20h 
10m while sunrise is at 04h

On the 1st astro¬ 
nomical twilight ends at 21h 
55m and begins again at 02h 
00m but lasts all night in 
London from the 20th May 
until 22nd July when it is 
never really dark even in the 
south of the British Isles.

When a bright planet 
is in a constellation it pro¬ 
vides an easy identification: 
the Moon can be used in the 
same way but around the 
time of the lull phase its glare 
may hide all but the brightest 
stars of nearby constellations. 

The May chart shows the 
sky as it is at midnight (Oh) 
British Summer Time or 23h 
(11pm) Greenwich Mean 
Time (GMT) on the 1st May 
but because the stars rise 4 
minutes earlier each night or 
2 hours earlier each month it 
also shows the stars as they 
will be at 22h BST or 21 h 
GMT on the 31st May. 

The figure of Genrim is 
sinking in the northwest 
almost feet first having risen 
in the east in the early winter 
evenings in a reclining pos¬ 
ition. with its long side paral¬ 


lel to the horizon. The heads 
of the twins, the two brightest 
stars Castor and Pollux, are 
the last to disappear below 
the horizon. Round to the 
north is the bright star Capel- 
Ja in Auriga (the Charioteer). 
This star is circumpolar and 
never sets: it can be seen 
flashing out above the north¬ 
ern honzon during the bright 
midsummer nights. 

In the southwest is the 
easily recognised constella¬ 
tion Leo. or, more correctly. 
Leo Major (Great Lion) as 
there is also a small, incon¬ 
spicuous Leo Minor not 
shown on our charts. Now 
tilted nose down at its 
brightest star Reguhis is one 
of only four 1st magnitude 
stars that can be occulted 
(passed in front of) by the 
Moon: Aldebaran, Spica and 
Antares are the others. 

The Hough in Ursa. Major 
(Great Bear) is almost over¬ 
head and the tail points south 
to foe bright yellowish star 
Arcturus in Bootes (the 


Herdsman). Following the 
curve round to the south 
leads to Spica. the brightest 
star in Virgo (the Virgin). A 
small but easily spotted 
group nearby is Corona Bore¬ 
alis (foe Northern Crown). 

Low in the east at this time 
is Altair, the principal star in 
Aquila (Eagle): foe little dus¬ 
ter of stars forming Dephinus 
(Dolphin) lies to foe north. 
Between Altair and Polaris is 
the bright star Vega in Lyra 
(Harp) and to foe north 
Deoeb in Cygnos (Swan). The 
swan can be imagined, neck 
outstretched, flying towards 
Altair. Almost directly north 
is Cassiopeia (Queen Cassio¬ 
peia), foe distinctive "W now 
the right way up above the 
northern horizon, and, like 
Capella, dmnnpolar. 

The 1st magnitud e red 
giant star Antares can be seen 
just above the southeastern 
horizon, in the tail of Scorpi- 
us (Scorpion): most of this 
constellation is. below the 
horizon.

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Nguyen Van Unh, former 
General Secretary of the 
Vietnamese Communist Party, 
died on April 27 aged 82. He was 
born onJnly L1915. 


N guyen Van Linh became 
General Secretary of the 
Vietnamese Communist 
Party in 1986. when he was 
appointed to succeed Truong Chinh ax 
the Parry’s Sfccb Congress. He stood 
down, having fallen from favour, ax the 
Seventh Congress in 1991. During his 
time in office-he did much to end his 
country’s international isolation, and 
began the process of reforming its 
stagnant economy. In the course of 
* some 70 years of revolutionary activity 
he had acquired a firm reputation for 
integrity and asceticism; even in retire¬ 
ment, he remained an outspoken critic 
of waste and corruption in public life. 
Ultimately, however, he was frustrated 
in his attempts to infuse new life into 
the socialist system, and at the same 
time incapable of abandoning socialist 
principles altogether. Though he him¬ 
self would not have cared for the (not 
quite accurate) description, he may 
well be remembered as a Vietnamese 
version of Mikhail Gorbachev. 

Nguyen Van Linh had first come to 
prominence as party secretary in Ho 
Chi Minh city (to finerly Saigon) from 
1975 to 1985, and before that had been 
W active as one of die clandestine leaders 
of the southern struggle against the 
United States and the pro-American 
regime in Saigon. By origin.' however, 
he was a northerner, having been bom 
in a village close to Hanoi where his 
father was a smallholder. 

in the political ferment of 1929, when 
he was only 14. he joined a pro- 
Communist association of school stu¬ 
dents in Haiphong but was arrested six 
months later for distributing leaflets. 
As a result he spent the years 1930-36 in 
prison, mostly on the notorious island 
of Con-Dao (Poulo Ccmdore). where he 
would have had the chance to meet Le 
Duan, Le Due Tho. Pham Van Dong 
and several others who were subse¬ 
quently prominent in die party leader¬ 
ship. 

fc On his release, under an amnesty 
~ granted by file French Popular Front 
Government, he joined the Indo- 
Chinese Communist Party in 1936 and 
went back to Haiphong as a grassroots 
activist. In 1940 he was sent to help to 
reorganise the party in Central Viet¬ 
nam, only to be arrested and sent to 
Con-Dao for a second time from 1941 to 
1945. Again he was probably in the 
company of Le Duan, Le Due Tho and 
Pham Hung — all three of whom were 
active in southern Vietnam in the anti- 
French struggle which began in 1945. 
Nguyen Van Unh joined them, becom¬ 
ing secretary of the underground party

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organisation in Saigon and eventually 
a leading member of the party 
cnmmitttee for the whole of Nam-Bo 
(the fanner French Cochinchina). 

In 1956-57, when the others went 
north to take up important positions in 
Hanoi, linh stayed behind. Apart from 
occasional visits to die North to attend 
important meetings, he remained in 
the South for the whole of die period of 
partition (1955-75) and for much of that 
time seems to have been second-in- 
command to successive Politburo- 
roembers sent south to lead the anti- 
American struggle. In the nature of 
things. Westerners learnt little of his 
highly secret activities as one of the real 
directors of the supposedly nort-Cam- 
munist National Front for the Libera¬ 
tion of South Vietnam. He emerged 
into public view, as party leader in 
Saigon, only after 1975. 

In late 1976. at die Party’s Fourth 
Congress, he was promoted to full 
membership of die PDlitburo and also 
joined the Central Secretariat From 


1978 to 19S1 he was leader of the Trade 
Union Federation. After returning to 
Saigon in the latter year, he became 
associated with a new phase of 
economic experimentation there: but 
that brought him into conflict with 
more ’‘conservative” elements in the 
Party leadership. At the Fifth Congress 
m March 1982 he found himself 
dropped from both the Politburo and 
the Central Secretariat. 

His recovery of influence owed 
something to the changing mood in the 
communist world as a whole, especial¬ 
ly after the emergence of Mikhail 
Gorbachev as leader of the Soviet 
Communist Party in Moscow. By that 
time; having become entangled in a 
conflict with China as well as a military 
occupation of Cambodia, Vietnam was 
more dependent than ever upon Soviet 
assistance and advice. 

In the summer of 1985 Nguyen Van 
Linh reappeared as a ffolftburo mem¬ 
ber. and a year later was again a 
member of the Central Secretariat In

July 1986. the death of Le Duan. who 
had been the effective leader of the 
party for 17 years since the demise of 
Ho Chi Minh, led to a succession crisis. 
Although Truong Chinh — as the next 
senior figure in the leadership — tot* 
over as General Secretary, if soon 
became dear that Nguyen Von Unh 
was now a key figure whose guidance 
an policy was to be taken seriously. 

. At the Sixth Congress, in December 
1986. it was agreed that Truong Chinh, 
Pham Van Dong and Le Due Tho 
would all ‘"retire” from the Politburo 
and serve merely as "advisers” to the 
new General Secretary. Linh. It was. 
therefore. Unh who took, the lead in 
promoting a Vietnamese version of 
perestroika (in Vietnamese, doi-moi), 
which included no significant political 
reforms but did lead to a liberalisation 
of the socialist economy. He became 
the first party leader since Ho Chi 
Minh to allow himself to be inter¬ 
viewed by the Western press. 

There were still vested interests to be 
overcome, and Unh was himself 
innately conservative in many ways, 
but down to the spring of 1939" it 
seemed as if reform was steadily 
winning. However, in the aftermath of 
the political crackdown in China and 
the opening up of political reform in 
Eastern Europe, it was dear that 
Vietnam's party leadership had no 
intention of following the European 
example. On the other hand. Linh had 
also presided over a policy of with¬ 
drawal of Vietnamese forces from 
Cambodia, and it was still hoped that 
in due course an expansion of invest¬ 
ment by the capitalist world would 
contribute lo a Vietnamese economic 
recovery. 

Linh, willingly or not, gave a sharply 
conservative speech to the Central 
Committee* plenary session of August 
1989. For the time being, reform 
seemed to be slowing down, linh’s 
own star was also waning, and at the 
Parly Congress of 1991 he stepped 
down as General Secretary, though he 
remained, at least in name, a valued 
policy adviser. 

Nguyen Van Linh was always noted 
for his frugality and honesty. He was a 
merciless critic of bureaucratic ineffi¬ 
ciency and corruption, going so far in 
1987 as to write a number of articles 
(signed with his initials) for the party 
newspaper attacking individual in¬ 
stances of such failings. He came to feel 
that the economic reforms he had 
helped to introduce had led to a decline 
in morals and an increase in opportu¬ 
nities for the abuse of power. His 
criticism of poor standards in public 
life and of foreign exploitation of 
Vietnam remained outspoken after he 
retired. 

He is survived by his widow Ngo Hu 
Hue and by their children. 


Jimmy Skidmore, jazz 
tenor saxophonist, died 
on April .24 aged 82. He 
was born In London on 
February* 1916. 

IN THE late 1950s. Hum¬ 
phrey Lyttelton described Jim¬ 
my Skidmore as “the finest 
player in the country", and 
during the four years that 
Skidmore played in Lyttelton's 
band. 1957-60. he proved his 
credentials in a series of 
exemplary appearances. His 
remarkable solo on Ljttei ton's 
1960 disc of Body and Saul 
shows his originality, without 
ever losing sight of Coleman 
Hawkins's pioneering inter¬ 
pretation of the tune, and 
afters a glimpse of the level 
of playing he brought to 
Humph*s tours with Ameri¬ 
can jazzmen such as Buck 
Clayton, and to the band's 
regular broadcasts on Gran¬ 
ada Television and Radio 
Luxembourg. 

It is to Lyttelton, too. that 
posterity owes the most astute 
pen-portrait of Skidmore, 
from the autobiographical 
Second Chorus, which de¬ 
scribed Skidmore's "huge 
rusty grin” and his penchant 
for “cheery banter and cheeky 
backchat". His few years with 
Lyttelton brought Skidmore’s 
work to the attention ofa large 
audience, and. apart from a 
short period of absence 
through illness, his ebullient 
personality helped the band to 
retain a popular audience at a 
time when it was making 
considerable stylistic changes. 
With Lyttelton, he travelled to 
America meeting many of the 
great names in jazz including 
Thelonious Monk and Julius 
Watkins. 

James Richard Skidmore 
was bom in Manor Park, and 
came to music relatively late in 
life, taking up the saxophone 
only at the age of 20. He had 
previously played the guitar, 
which gave him a working 
knowledge of harmony, and 
he quickly established himself 
in a variety of bands in north 
west London. His reputation 
among other musicians was 
greatly enhanced by his ability 
to jam competitively in the 
rhythm dubs that were a 
feature of the prewar London 
jazz scene. 

During the war years, he 
worked with many of 
London’s best-known band¬ 
leaders. including George 




Shearing. Harry* Parry, Harry 
Roy and Eric Winstone. before 
forging a long-term partner¬ 
ship with Vic Lewis. He was 
among the all-star British 
musidans who travelled 
under Derek Neville's leader¬ 
ship lo the ]948Jazz Festival in 
Nice, which is where he first 
met Lynelton. 

In the 1950s. he worked with 
a great variety of musidans. 
notably Ralph Sharon, Kenny 
Baker and Eric Delaney. In 
1956 he made his first records 
under his own name, with two 
sessions for Nixa. both involv¬ 
ing the mercurial drummer 
Wtil Seamen, and the second 
combining British main- 
siream players such as George 
Chisholm with West Indian 
musicians including Jiver 
Hutchinson and Bertie King. 

It was not until the 1970s 
that Skidmore recorded again 
under his own name, by which 
time there had been a period 
of great change in British jazz. 
The arrival of players like 
Tubby Hayes who had suc¬ 
cessfully adapted to American 
post-bop styles of jazz meant 
that Skidmore was no longer 
preeminent He once said 
that when he first heard the 
bebop experiments of Charlie 
Parker he thought: “111 never 
play like that... and 1 didn’t" 

Despite his talent and reput¬ 
ation, Skidmore worked 
through the 1960s and 1970s as 


a freelance, ever further from 
the centre of developments in 
the music, although his son 
Alan (bom in 1942) embraced 
them wholeheartedly and be¬ 
came one of the most influen¬ 
tial players in British modem 
jazz, after replacing his father 
in Eric Delaney's band. The 
two played togethflg occasion¬ 
ally in father-and-son line¬ 
ups, but Jimmy more often 
appeared in the company of 
fellow mainstreamers such as 
Kathy Stobart and Willie 
Garnett. 

In the mid-1960s. Skidmore 
also began to work outside 
music, as a publican and in 
retail, but he continued to 
play regularly. "After 1961, 1 
just faded away." he wrote. "I 
was waiting for the phone to 
go more than anything." His 
1972 disc Skid Marks found 
him back in the congenial 
company of saxophonists Wil¬ 
lie C.amett and Ronnie Ross, 
and for the last two decades of 
his life he was generally to be 
found playing this style of 
highly accomplished main¬ 
stream jazz. He ran his own 
group, called his Friends, and 
also played with Bob Graham. 
He celebrated his 80th birth¬ 
day with a session with his 
son, and the occasion was also 
marked by a BBC radio 
broadcast. 

He is survived by his wife 
and their son. Alan. • 
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MAJOR-GENERAL JOHN MOTTRAM 
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Major-General John 
Mottram CB, LVQ, OBE. 
Major-General Training 
and Reserve Forces, 
Royal Marines, 198083, 
and Chief Executive, 
General Council of the 
Bar, 1987-94. died of 
cancer on April 27 aged 
A 67. He was born on 

P June 9,1930. 

WTTH.no service background, 
John Frederick Mottram 
joined the Royal Marines 
from Enfield Technical Coll¬ 
ege in October 1948, winning 
the Sword of Honour on 
completion of his training. 
The wide variety of his subse¬ 
quent duties and appoint¬ 


ments could be said to symbol¬ 
ise the adaptability and versa¬ 
tility tiiat the Marine Corps 
likes to daim for its own. 

His first operational service 
was as a troop subaltern of 42 
Commando in Perak during 
the anti-terrorist campaign in 
northern Malaya in 1951. Pe¬ 
rak is about the size of Wales 
and abuts the border of Thai¬ 
land: the terrain consists of hot 
and soggy jungle populated by 
leeches arid other unpleasant 
fauna. The enemy, Chinese 
Communists and their symp¬ 
athisers, pursued classic guer¬ 
rilla tactics: intimidating the 
population, murdering local 
policemen, living off and melt¬ 
ing into the landscape. The 


Royal Marines had to become 
experts at this form of “colo¬ 
nial" warfare where victory 
and defeat are a matter of 
degree. Mottram earned a 
sound jungle warfare reput¬ 
ation. his company command¬ 
ers report remarking on his 
skill in keeping his men fit. 
comfortable and operational. 

After 42 Commando had re¬ 
turned to garrison duty in 
Malta, Mottram volunteered 
for the Marines’ equivalent of 
the SAS. the Special Boat 
Service, rising to command a 
squadron. In 1957 he led one of 
the first Royal Marine detach¬ 
ments for many years to serve 
in a frigate, the Loch Lomond, 
in the Gulf. Here the challenge 


was not only to persuade the 
small-ship sailors that the 
“booties" could make a sea- 
manlike contribution, but to 
maintain a well-trained and 
acclimatised landing party 
under often harsh conditions. 

His next appomment more 
nearly approached the Royal 
Marine of the publicity post¬ 
ers: his large and powerfully 
built frame, always impecca¬ 
bly turned out, made him an 
imposing figure as Parade 
Adjutant of the Infantry Train¬ 
ing Centre, with a hard eye for 
lapses in discipline or errors in 
drill. 

. Graduating from the Army 
Staff College in 1963. he went 
to the Ministry of Defence on 
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the staff of the Commandant 
General, where he also dis¬ 
charged the duties of an Extra 
Equeny to the Duke of Edin¬ 
burgh. Promoted major in 
1965, he served again for a 
short period in 42 Commando 
before going back to the Far 
East as Bridge Major of 3 
Commando Brigade. From 
1961 to 1971 this formation was 
based in Singapore: Mot- 
tram’s own lour was busy and 
included the Brigade's contri¬ 
bution to the planning and 
execution of the British with¬ 
drawal from the Aden Protec¬ 
torate in November 1967. the 
two Royal Marine Comman¬ 
dos involved being the last 
troops to leave. He was ap¬ 
pointed OBE in 1969. 

Recognition of his intellect 
and his reputation as a talent¬ 
ed staff officer rent him back 
to the Army Staff College as a 
member of the directing staff. 
He was promoted to lieuten¬ 
ant-colonel and then took com¬ 
mand of 40 Commando, head¬ 
ing the unit with his own 
brand of forceful leadership 
for two highly effective opera¬ 
tional tours in Northern 
Ireland. 

His first tour, from June to 
October 1972. encompassed 
Operation Motorman, the 
massive operation mounted 
on July 31 to break the “no-go" 
areas of Londonderry and Bel¬ 
fast. The year 1972 saw the 
peak of terrorist violence and 
the Commando had three 
Marines killed and 17 injured. 
They suffered no casualties in 
the 1973 deployment, despite, 
for example, carrying out four 
times as many vehicle checks 
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(115.000). one-and-a-half times 
as many searches of derelict 
houses (3,133), and '•lifting- 
out of circulation of 91 
terrorists. Mottram was 
awarded a mention in 
dispatches. 

In 1974 he was appointed to 
a place at the US Naval War 
College in Newport. Rhode Is¬ 
land, and then joined the 


British Defence Staff in Wash¬ 
ington as Chief of Staff. 
Mottram soon made a name 
for himself as a public speaker 
on the Irish question, using 
his undoubted authority and 
experience to explain it to not 
always sympathetic audi¬ 
ences. His organisation of the 
Queen's visit to the United 
States in 1976 brought him 


appointment as LVO. He re¬ 
turned home in 1977. 

A tour in the Ministry of 
Defence on the staff of the 
Commandant General was 
followed by promotion to ma¬ 
jor-general in 1980 and an 
appointment in command of 
Royal Marine Training and 
Reserve Forces. The robust 
and self-reliant approach that 
he engendered was rewarded 
by the Royal Marines' success¬ 
es in the Falklands War of 
1982. He was made a CB on 
retirement in 1983. 

His organisational skills 
were immediately redeployed 
as director general of the 
Fertiliser Manufacturers’ As¬ 
sociation, a trade association 
dealing with the legislative 
environmental and presenta¬ 
tional issues affecting this 
important part of the British 
chemical industry both at 
Westminster and in Brussels. 
He was reponsible for initiat¬ 
ing in 1985 a farsighted and 
active environmental polity, 
spreading positive environ¬ 
mental attitudes. 

After three years he was 
recruited as the first chief 
executive of the General Coun¬ 
cil of the Bar following upon 
the separation of that body 
from the Senate of the inns of 
Court Mottram played a ma¬ 
jor role in establishing the Bar 
Council as a professionally 
run and effective regulatoiy 
and administrative body. His 
retirement in 1994 was due to 
ill-health. 

He is survived by his wife 
Jenny, whom he married in 
1956, and by their son and 
daughter. 



“COMPUTER SICKNESS” - a 

DANCER OFTHE NEW TECHNOLOGY 
NEED TO PLAN MENTAL CLIMATE

Physical and menial illness among some 
intelligent and valuable people in the head¬ 
quarters of one of Britain's largest industrial 
organ nations was caused when a coin purer 
vms introduced. Dr. John O’Dwyer, principal 
medical adviser to Unilever, told the Rival 
Society of Health Congress here today. 

The computer was introduced at Unilevers 
London headquarters and the men affected 
were programmers and systems analysts. 
“They worked themselves too hard and 
worried themselves skk to the extent that 
eight out of 14 went down with every 
conceivable condition from colds to backache, 
rheumatism, and peptic ulcers*. Dr. O'Dwyer 
told me. The computer had been introduced to 
analyse data from market research and other 
things and was working smoothly, 

-In his paper. Dr. O'Dwyer said this 
experience had brought home to them the 
dangers of ready acceptance of fashionable 
new technology without careful planning of 
the menial dimait Lack of planning had 
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Reports of the effect on the health of computer 
workers are tun uncommon today, but X years 
ago. Unilever noticed that programmers and 
systems analysts "worked too hard and worried 
themselves skk to the extent that eight out of N 
went down with every conceivable condition" 

brought these illnesses in its train, which it 
took the time: patience: and medical skills of 
consultants and general practitioners to 
overcome. Careful planning was the only way 
to enable effective use to be matte of new 
methods without a social disruption that 
would sometimes destroy efficiency. Too often 
the enthusiastic technical innovator was so 
fen of optimism that grandiose results were 
expected and unnecessary pessimism dogged 
the new venture. The day had gone when an 
order issued from on high would have a 
slavish obedience without understanding, it 
was a tragedy that many young Second World 
War men who were an example of under¬ 


standing and tolerance now lived in such an 
atmosphere of distrust that the attitudes 
which they admired and used towards their 
juniors and seniors should seem to them to be 
out of placc.and useless. This was one of the 
many reasons why technical or mechanical 
change was resisted in many parts of industry 
and commerce. “We are. in fact living in a 
society where change is over-dramatized in 
the press and on television and radio". Dr. 
O'Dwyer continued. The present worship of 
technology, although often a facade, could 

lead to a belief ihai woes and sorrows could be 
cured by a panacea of machines, lest tubes or 
laboratory techniques. The country's inability 
to make use of the achievements of the best 
scientists was proof of laziness in thinking. 

But to blind ourselves into using such 
feDureas a scapegoat for what was thought to 
be a mental arid economic malaise would get 
us nowhere. People had to leant to take pan in 

and enjoy the fruits of technical change, 
although it could often bring tiresome 
consequences. There was no panacea to be 
found in computers or technical achievements 
to cure man's inhumanity to man. We were 
inevitably forced to become more tolerant 
more charitable, and more understanding if 
we were to live without unease in this rapidly 
changing world.

Vickers insists 
BMW deal for 
Rolls is final

VICKERS tried to slam the 
door on Volkswagen yes¬ 
terday by insisting it has 
drawn up a final contract to 
sell Rolls-Royce Motor Cars 
to BMW for £340 million, 
and vowing to return £197 
million to shareholders. 

However, Volkswagen 
claims it is stSl aiming to 
make a higher offer of up to 
1500 milium and Sir Colin 
Chandler. Vickers chairman, 
conceded he would be obliged 
to take a new bid seriously if it 
, was concrete and in share¬ 
holders’ interests. 

Sir Colin said at the Vickers 
annual meeting that the pre¬ 
liminary agreement made 
with BMW a month ago is 
now final as far as the direc¬ 
tors ‘ of both groups are 
concerned. 

Volkswagen has been 
locked out of the sale talks for 
the past month after submit¬ 
ting an initial bid that Vickers 
insists was lower than 
BMW’s. A VW spokesman in 
Germany said the drawing-up 
of the BMW contract was no 
surprise, given that BMW and 
Vickers have been in exclusive 
negotiation far that period. 

The period of exclusivity 
ends today, however, and 
sources dose to the VW super¬ 
visory board daim that a new 
offer could be worth E400- 
£500 million. The sum de¬ 
pends on whether the 
Cosworth engines arm or oth¬ 
er Vickers activities are 
included. 

? The BMW deal still needs 
approval from Vickers share¬ 
holders in early June. At the 
Vickers annual meeting yes¬ 
terday. many private share¬ 
holders were dearly upset that 
Rolls was almost certain to 
pass from British ownership. 

One woman who bought 
into Rolls-Royce as a patriotic 
gesture after it went bankrupt 
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in the early 1970s said: “I fed 
devastated that 1 shall not be a 
part of Rolls-Royce's future- 
several said they did not 
want the £197 million to be 
returned to investors. Michael 
Shrimpton. the barrister who 
tried to put together a deal to 
keep Rolls in British hands, 
said the dedsion to sell the 
luxury carmaker to a mass- 
market manufacturer would 


devalue die brand. Donald 
Longmore, another enthusiast 
involved in plans to keep Rolls 
British, said the sale was a 
“tragedy for UK pic". 

The cash purchase price 
agreed with BMW of £340 
million will be augmented by 
additional money to cover 
stocks of the new Rolls-Royce 
Silver Seraph and Bentley 
Am age that have built up for 
their market debut 

Including the additional 
value of ongoing Rolls con¬ 
tracts agreed between BMW 
and the Vickers pressings and 
Cosworth engines arms, the 
total package could be worth 
about £400 million. 

A Volkswagen bid would 
still have to overcome the 
hurdle of getting approval 
from Rolls-Royce pic, the air¬ 
craft engine maker, for use of 
the Rolls-Royce name and 
bonnet badge on die cars. 

Rolls-Royce Motor Cars is 
currently licensed to use them 
at no charge but an agreement 
drawn up in die early 1970s 
allows Rolls-Royce pk to veto 
a foreign owner. 

Vickers has battled against 
this clause, saying that it has 
received legal advice dial it is 
not enforceable. Rolls-Royce 
insists that it still holds the 
veto and has made it dear that 
BMW. a joint venture partner 
for nearly ten years, will not 
face any difficulty winning its 
approval. 

A spokesman for Rolls- 
Royce pic said yesterday that it 
was too early to say whether 
Volkswagen would be seen as 
a fit home for the Rolls-Royce 
brand, but he made it clear 
that the preference is for 
BMW: “We don’t know VW 
but we do know BMW.” 

The VW interest has baffled 
some analysts who had not 
seen Rolls as a natural choice 
for the German car group.

LORD YOUNG of Grafihpi 
yesterday launched a stinging 
attack on the Government's 
EMU policies, claiming that it 
appeared intent on joining the 
single currency without fulfill¬ 
ing its commitment to con¬ 
ducting a proper debate. 

The dash came as some 
delegates reacted angrily to 
the assertion made by Peter 
Mandelson in his speech to 
the conference that “on none of 
the big issues have our critics 
found much on which to 
condemn us”. The loD re¬ 
sponded that on policies such 
as trade union recognition and 
the European soda! chapter, 
business remains greatly at 
odds with the Government 

Lord Young, president of 
the Institute of Directors, 
warned delegates at its annual 
conference in London that the 
Government appeared to be 
pursuing a policy of 
"Eurocreep” and is preparing 
to sign up without having 
fulfilled any of the Chancel¬ 
lor’s five tests for membership 
or holding a referendum. 

“The really worrying thing 
is that the Government is 
beginning to say that the 
decision has been made,” Lord 
Young said. 

Lord Young, who served as 
a minister in the last Govern¬ 
ment, said that he believed the 
single currency project would 
“end in tears” and that Britain 
faced the pros pea of a return 
to an era of trade union strife 
and high unemployment if it 
joined EMU. 

Lord Young's comments 
came after Mr Mandelson. 
Minister without Portfolio, 
had told die conference that 
the Government remained 


committed to a "constructive 
engagement" with Europe. 

Mr Mandelson insisted that 
the Government would contin¬ 
ue “working for a reformed 
Europe". He added that 
whether the country was "in 
or out of the single currency", 
it would push for more flexible 
labour markets to ensure that 
Europe could cope with the 
"inevitable strains and stress¬ 
es of economic and monetary 
union". 

.The Government ala) came 
under fire from some dele¬ 
gates for its handling of the 
strong pound. Mr Mandelson 
said that the Government 
understood the “hard and 
difficult” time that many busi¬ 
nesses were faring but that “it 
is the price worth paying for 
long-term stability” 

Archie Norman, chairman 
of Asda and Conservative MP 
for Tunbridge Wells, insisted 
that the Government could 
have taken action by increas¬ 
ing personal taxation last year 
to head off the damage being 
wreaked by the strong pound. 

“British businesses are suf¬ 
fering more due to the escala¬ 
tion of the pound than any 
other single event" Mr Nor¬ 
man said. "Their big mistake 
was the failure to dampen 
consumer expenditure leaving 
us faring the prospect of 
recession.” 

However. Tim Melville-Ross, 
direccor-general of the loD, 
backed the Treasury's handling 
of the problem. “The proposi¬ 
tion that the Government 
should do something to get the 
pound down is deeply flawed,” 
he said. “Businesses should be 
increasing investment to im¬ 
prove productivity."

He told 
delegates he was convinced 
that the nights out motivated 
his staff. 

The get-togethers are not 
backed up by more official 
dealings with the workforce 
however, as the company does 
not recognise trade unions. 
Mr Dunstone said that no-one 
had ever asked for union 
recognition. 

He said about half the 1,000 
employees regularly join in on 
the free-drinks nights. They 
can drink as much as they like 
for one and a half hours. 

Mr Dunstone said that the 
evenings had started many 
romances. “Many of our staff 
are single so it is inevitable 
that people get together." 

Staff are encouraged to pick 
a pub they like for the Beer 
Buses and Mr Dunstone said 
he goes to his local evening out 
in London. The company also 
attempts another type of bond¬ 
ing: days out list year it 
hired the Royal Military Acad¬ 
emy at Sandhurst.

T he annual conference of 
the Institute of Directors 
always promises a dose of 
good knock about Am.

Peter 
Mandefeon decided against the 
same tactics when he took to the 


IoD stage yesterday. No mis¬

his colleagues from their deter¬ 
mined pursuit of the single 
currency. In their eyes. Lord 
Young is tarnished by his pol¬ 
itical past. Most of the outer 
business voices that speak out 
against Britain joining the euro 
are similarly dismissed as hav¬ 
ing views coloured by Conser¬ 
vative Party affiliation rather 
than commercial sense. Sir Stan¬ 
ley Kalms of Dixons. Sir Rocoo 
Forte of that ilk and Lord 
Wolfson of Sunnrgdate. the 
GUS chairman, may be pre¬ 
pared to put up the fends to fight 
but they are not going to sway 
government thinking or the 
views of the nation. 

Aware of their problem, the 
anti-euro faction has been 
searching for a less obviously 
partisan character to lead their 
campaign. It now seems dear 
thai Lora Marsh will take up the 
cause. As a former Labour MP, 


he is thought to have the right 
political credentials. 

But he is from the wrong 
generation. If the anti-euro 
campaigners are to make then- 
case effectively rather than risk 
being brandted as dinosaurs, they 
need to find a leader in his or her 
prime. Could somebody suitable 
please come forward before Lord 
Archer volunteers his services?

They should 
favour direct equity investment 
but look to dose Taiwan, rather 
than open Hong Kong; to cautious 
China, not compliant Japan. 

Still, euro-loving Mr Brown 
may find some cheer as he leaves 
the euphoria of the EU’s currency 
fixing meeting this weekend. An 
Asian monetary system, leading 
eventually to Asian monetary 
union, looks the only alternative to 
a headlong retreat from the open 
financial system. 


LeBow turns his back on fellow 


Catching unwary 
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tobacco giants to save his empire 


Oliver August 
reports on 
a corporate 
raider’s 
strategy 
for survival 


D epending who you 
ask. Bennett 
LeBow is a hero or 
a fool. Anti-tobacco 
k campaigners say he has made 
'a brave choice chat could save 
his business empire. On Tues¬ 
day he agreed to cooperate 
with the US Justice Depart¬ 
ment to prove criminal 
charges against his mighty 
rivals. BAT. Philip Morris and 
RJR Nabisco. He will make 
available all the resources of 
the Brooke Group, owner of 
the cigarette-maker Liggett. 
Helping to harm the tobacco 
giants, he hopes, will allow 
him to skip billion-dollar fines 
to be imposed on the whole 
tobacco industry. 

But on Wall Street. Le Bow’s 
move is greeted with derision. 
Tobacco analysts see rt as the 
last desperate step in a foolish 
game plan by an egomaniac 
who felt he had to make 
himself chairman, chief execu¬ 
tive and president of his 
company. “LeBow has rum¬ 
maged through the corporate 
weapons cabinet and stum¬ 
bled on a nuclear device that 
he derided to use a gains! the 
competitors that spurned 
bfn." one analyst said. LeBow 
has attempted and so far failed 
to take over RJR Nabisco. 
Now he is trying to take the 
rival down with him. This is 
his story. 

LeBow strode on to the stage 
of Big Tobacco in 1986. He had 
come a long way from bang 
an electrical engineer towheel¬ 
ing and dealing with Midi ad 
Milken and his band of junk 
bond marketeers in the hey¬ 
days of Drexel Lambert 
Burnham. At 49, he was 
known on Wall Street as a 
corporate raider, a second 
Carl Icahn. LeBow. never 
described as a team player, 
could not have made it to the 
top inside a large organis¬ 
ation. He was the antithesis of

Anthony Sampson’s Organis¬ 
ation Man. a volatile one-man 
band. But a successful one 
until he decided upon running 
his own tobacco company. 

He bought Liggett & Myers 
Tobacco Company, hoping he 
could milk a stream of cash 
from its L&M brand. A decade 
ago. tobacco was considered a 
steady earner that required 
few investments and posed 
few risks. L&M would pay 
Le Bow's retirement money. 

That plan was ruined when 
US consumer groups enlisted 
politicians to wage war 
against smoking. Congress 
called in the heads of the 
tobacco companies for its first 
set of hearings in 1994. LeBow 
lined up with the other execu¬ 
tives and solemnly swore that 
cigarettes were not addictive 
and smoking didn't give you 
cancer. Even at the time 
nobody believed them. 

LeBow went along with the 


Big Tobacco scheming. He 
had more to lose than anyone 
else if Washington decided to 
hold the firms accountable for 
the health problems created by 
smoking. The renamed Liggett 
Group had fared disastrously 
under LeBow. 

T he newcomer to the 
tobacco industry 
chanced the future of 
the company on the 
success of a new ultra-cheap 
cigarette. The Pyramid ciga¬ 
rettes were so cheap even the 
homeless, the unemployed 
and those buying cigarettes 
from pocket money could aff¬ 
ord them. But Pyramids 
flopped. 

In 1992, Liggett began a 
rescue operation that would 
have scared even the most 
adventurous banker. LeBow 
started borrowing money at 
interest rates of up to 195 per 
cent Whenever payments 


were due he would dip deeper 
into the credit facility provided 
by the parent company. 
Brooke Group. Credit was 
rolled over with ever more 
money owed in interest 

Liggetfs problems were 
compounded by one of Le¬ 
Bow "s other favourite tricks: 
huge write-offs for depreda¬ 
tion without any correspond¬ 
ing new investment into the 
business. The move created 
extra cash but made Liggetfs 
long-term outlook even 
bleaker. Shareholders eventu¬ 
ally sued LeBow in 1993. They 
claimed that he was using his 
business as a “personal piggy 
bank". When LeBow attempt¬ 
ed a hostile takeover of a 
another company it warned its 
shareholders about “LeBoWs 
history of utilising the com¬ 
panies he controls for what we 
believe is his personal fi nan- 
rial enrichment". 

To improve his chances of 


staying away from the 
bankruptcy courts and to help 
him make acquisitions, LeBow 
bought his own investment 
bank in 1995. Laden burg Thal- 
mann, a 250-employee Wall 
Street house, is the only bank 
owned by a corporate raider. 
LeBow was not shy about 
throwing his weight around. 
After he had bought Laden- 
burg he walked into the 
sprawling building and told 
the managers: “I am not com¬ 
ing back until you have found 
new offices." He wanted a 
WaJI Street house that looked 
like a Wall Street house. 

LeBoWs presence at the bank 
has worried some of its manag¬ 
ers who fear his interference. 
Last year, Ladenburg was hired 
by Thinking Machines, a failing 
computer company. A new in¬ 
vestor was quickly found who 
had agreed to the terms set by 
Thinking Machines on the ad¬ 
vice of Ladenburg. The investor 


was none other than LeBow 
himself. 

But all his fancy footwork 
has not turned Liggett and 
Brooke into healthy com¬ 
panies. After auditing the 1997 
results. Coopers & Lybrand 
has voiced “substantial 
doubts’* about its chances of 
staying afloat Brooke record¬ 
ed losses of $36 million, while 
LeBow paid himself more 
than $2 million last year. 

With the Justice Depart¬ 
ment pact he has now entered 
the end game of his fight to 
save his cigarette company. 
his bank and his salary. In 
1995. LeBow and Icahn tried to 
win control of RJR Nabisco. 
Together they led a proxy fight 
aimed at forcing the beard to 
demerge the food and tobacco 
giant This would give LeBow 
the opportunity to submerge 
his failing company in RJR’s 
deep pockets. The RJR board 
rebuffed the two corporate 
raiders and its shareholders 
becked the derision. 

B ut Icahn and LeBow 
have not given up. 
Last week. Brooke 
informed the Securi¬ 
ties and Exchange Commis¬ 
sion that Icahn had bought 73 
per cent of its shares. LeBow 
had sold Icahn the $20 million 
stake for less than half its face 
value. Analysts are speculat¬ 
ing why LeBow would give his 
money away. Charity has been 
ruled out. 

The most likely scenario is 
an attempt to strengthen 
Brooke through a partnership 
with Icahn who is keen to 
regain his reputation as the 
Dapper Don of Wall Street. 
He recently failed to turn 
around Marvel and PanAm. 
What better raider's target to 
prove one's potency than RJR 
Nabisco, die group at the 
heart of the most vicious 
takeover battle of the 1980s? 
With Le Bow's help, the Justice 
Department is likely to start 
damaging criminal proceed¬ 
ings against RJR and the other 
tobacco companies excluding 
Liggett 

On top of that. Congress is 
aiming to hit the industry with 
a $516 billion fall for health 
damage, again excluding 
Liggett 

Once the Government is 
done with RJR. it may be ripe 
for another Icahn-LeBow fad. 
Or at least so they dream. 


Borrowed time 


IT SOUNDS self-contradictory, bur 
there you go. The latest Reuters 
survey of what larger companies 
think of the City shows the work 
being concentrated among a few 
firms, bur the number of analysts 
grows apace. There are now 1.421 of 
tiie beasts at large, an II per cent 
increase from last year. The cull of 
the analysts has been forecast for 
long enough, but ii has yet to arrive. 

Salaries’ are rising, too — the 
percentaee earning more than 
£200,000" has more than doubled to 
12 per cent, even if 40 per cent earn 
between £50,000 and £100,000. Tem¬ 
pest, the consultancy that carried out 



the survey, suggests that markets are 
still expanding, junior analysts are 
being taken on to relieve the pressure 
on seniors and more firms are setting 
up in London. 

i cannot say I am entirely con¬ 
vinced by the arguments. If pressure 
on broking margins pushed the likes 
of BZW and NatWest out of the 
game, why are Commertbank and 
Paribas, for example, building up 
their London operations? 

The best conclusion seems to be 
that, if the big players are indeed 
taking more and more of die busi¬ 
ness. the massacre of the analysts 
may be delayed — but when it 
arrives, it will be horrible. '

Web of deceit is 


name of the game 


T he key to puffing off any 
scam is confidence. 
Your victims must 
believe you are genuine, right 
up until the second they hand 
you their cash. If you wanted 
to rip people off by selling 
them bogus financial prod¬ 
ucts such as pensions or 
insurance on the Internet, the 
best way to instil confidence 
in your victims would be to 
register your Website under 
an established name. 

That is exactly what Chris 
Green did two months ago by 
registering a Website under 
the name Virgin Direct, the 
trademark belonging to file 
financial services arm of Rich¬ 
ard Branson's Virgin Group. 
It was only this week that the 
company realised what was 
going on when an inquisitive 
employee typed in the address 
virgin-direct com to see what 
would happen. 

Luckily for Virgin, Mr 
Green was not a fraudster, fait 
a campaigner for better con¬ 
sumer protection who wanted 
to demonstrate how easy it is 
to con people on the Interne! 
The virgin-direct com site 
simply carried the caption 
“space reserved". It seems 
almost unbelievable but Vir¬ 
gin Direct had not bothered to 
register its trademark. 

Mr Green, a 52-year-old 
company director turned con¬ 
sultant and founder of an 
organisation called the Con¬ 
sumer Finance Education 
Centre, wants to set up his 
own regulatory framework 
for finanical services on the 
Internet that will use secure 
software to check if sites are 
genuine or not 
At present, the Financial 
Services Authority asks cus¬ 
tomers to phone it if they are 
worried that a company is not 
genuine. The organisation 
has already warned consum¬ 
ers against companies trading 
on the Internet using names 
similar to trademarks: it 
seems unaware that it is 
aduaJly legally possible to 
register trademarks. 

As Mr Green points out, if 
you are using the Internet, 
you will need two telephone 
lines to phone the FSA at the 
same time. You would also 
have to be using the Internet 
during the FSA’s opening 
hours. Surely, he argues, if 
Internet commerce is going to 
take off there must be a 
quicker, simpler and more 
intuitive method of checking 
the validity of an Internet she. 

His answer is a system 
called NotCon. an acronym 
which does not stand for not- 
a-con but notice to consumers. 
He wants to get about 30 
companies to stump up 
£150.000 to form a group that 
will monitor all Internet sites 


selling financial services. He 
has hired three software ex¬ 
perts to produce a program 
that will give Internet users 
immediate access to a secure 
database of regulated finan¬ 
cial services providers. The 
software would be distributed 
free on the Internet (Mr Green 
claims that he is interested 
only in covering his costs, 
although obviously his con¬ 
sulting business would be 
boosted by his success). 

So far, however, both the 
regulators and Virgin Direct 
seem unimpressed. Virgin 
tried to shrug off Mr Green’s 
stunt yesterday, saying: 
“There is nothing to stop 
anyone opening a comershop 
and setting it up as a Virgin 
Direct cash and cany." 

Despite Virgin’s insouci¬ 
ance. die whole episode has 
demonstrated how companies 
can be stunningly backward- 
thinking when it comes to the 
Internet It is also another 
lesson in how dangerously 



unregulated the Internet is for 
consumers and companies. 

Meanwhile, Mr Green has 
probably shot himself in the 
foot by performing such a 
publidy humiliating stunt on 
Virgin. The managing direc¬ 
tor of Virgin Direct — which 
has hired a team of lawyers to 
reclaim its trademark—made 
a terse statement yesterday. 
“I’m not interested in thinking 
about or talking about his 
proposition until he gives us 
our property bade." he said.

NATIONAL POWER is to 
invest up to $125 million 
(about £75 million) in 
Malakoff. a Malaysian power 
company, it was announced 
yesterday.

The equity investment will 
take National Power's inter¬ 
ests in overseas assets to more 
than 10,000 Mw of generating 
capacity. The company has 
about 17,000 Mw in the UK. 

The company has already 
invested £1.2 billion overseas. 
In the current year its interna¬ 
tional earnings will be about 
£130 million, up from £74 
million last year. Growth in 
international earnings is pro¬ 
jected at between 15 per cent 
and 20 per cent a year. 


INTEL, the world’s largest 
maker of microchips, may face 
the the same anti-trust 
charges levelled against 
Microsoft. 

The US Federal Trade Com¬ 
mission (FTC) is preparing a 
case against Intel over an 
alleged abuse of its dominant 
market position to force the 
hand of chip buyers. Intel is 
said to have told computer 
manufacturers to buy its low¬ 
er-gride products if they want¬ 
ed the high-performance Pent¬ 
ium chips. Some computer- 
makers complained also that 
Intel insisted they do not use 
chips from rivals. 

Intel has an even more 


powerful grip on its market 
than Microsoft, the maker of 
die main operating system for 
personal computers. But 
because it sells only to comput¬ 
er-makers it has kept a lower 
profile than Microsoft. Intel 
supplies the microprocessors 
used in 90 per cent of all 
personal computers. 

In a move aimed at calming 
monopoly fears, Intel last 
week agreed to license some of 
its technology to other chip 
makers. 

The company said: “We 
have never done anything 
illegal to achieve our success.

Hitches in store at one-stop shop 


Victor McPougall sees risk in the 
idea of lawyer-and-accountant firms 


A fully integrated multi¬ 
disciplinary firm, or 
MDP, including ac¬ 
countants and solicitors offer¬ 
ing one-stop services is 
possibly an attractive concept, 
but has severe cultural prob¬ 
lems. The two professional 
groups often need to work to¬ 
gether independently, whether 
"in-house" or as external prac¬ 
titioners. but their functions 
are not interchangeable. 

The range or accountants' 
activities is "narrower than that 
of lawyers. Professionally, the 
accountant functions only 
where money, in ihe broadest 
sense, was, is. will be or ought 
to be present. No human 
activity is outwith the possible 
concern of a lawyer. 

Within due legal limits, the 
lawyer is a partisan for his cli¬ 
ent. whether good, bad or in¬ 
different. The comprehensive¬ 
ness of the lawyer's involve¬ 
ment requires identification of a 
particular diem (a company 
chairman?) in the exclusion of 
others with potentially conflict¬ 
ing interests (the chief execu¬ 
tive. non-executive directors 
and the company) who should 
be appropriately separately rep¬ 
resented. Secondly, there must 
be complete confidentiality — 
absolute privilege — for all 
normal communications be¬ 
tween solicitor and diem. 

In contrast the accountant's 
thinking is based on traditional 


ideas like “independence", 
"professional judgment", “ob¬ 
jectivity". “materiality", “con¬ 
sistency" and "prudence". 
Such ideas are widely shared 
globally, though their pract¬ 
ical application varies from 
country to country according 
to legal and cultural context 
Thus, company accounts 
should show a “true and fair 
view" (UK), “fairly present" 
the position (US): be “sincere" 
(France), be "according to law" 
(Germany) and “give a dear 
insight" (The Netherlands). 

These phrases do not pro¬ 
duce identical practical re¬ 
sults. Nevertheless, the acc¬ 
ountant. with a personal belief 
in his/her own judgment evi¬ 
denced by a personal or firm 
signature, must take each 
client* situation os it comes. 
So long as relevant national 
criteria are satisfied, the acc¬ 
ountant need not worry much 
about conflicting interests 
among diems. Indeed, the 
accountant's function may 
well be to help to resolve such 
conflicts. To an accountant, 
"conflict of interest** primarily 
means any financial or per¬ 
sonal relationship that might 
impair the accountant's object¬ 
ivity’ and require withdrawal 
— as may also be necessary if a 
client rejects advice to disclose 
the truth of some situation. 

To sum up: the lawyer risks 
personal disaster if he breach-

Wales — and in Scotland, but 
not necessarily elsewhere — 
ordinary practising solidtors 
handle much more client 
money than comparable ac¬ 
countants do. So, solidtors in 
each of these two jurisdictions 
are required ro act as trustees 
— rather than bankers — relat¬ 
ive to client money, and ac¬ 
countants play an important 
part in ensuring that solidtors' 


accounts are kept appropriate¬ 
ly. Incidentally. English and 
Scottish solidtors have very 
different approaches to selling 
houses, but that is another 
subsidiarity story. 

Turning back to GB basics, 
supposes small MDP. in which 
an accountant and a solicitor 
form an integrated MDP. Each 
will assume professional re¬ 
sponsibilities for areas in which 
he is not qualified, and atten¬ 
dant finandal and disdplinary 
responsibility. 

What happens? Does the 
accountant access the solidtor's 
privileged mail? And if not, is 
he properly discharging duties 
owed to insurers and dients? If 
one partner is authorised to 
provide, say, financial services 
and the other is not... I fear 
the mind boggles. 

The global providers of mul¬ 
titudes of professional services 
doubtless have the resources to 
supply the Chinese walls and 
compartmentalised teams 
thought needed to service both 
Worldwide Widgets and 
Worldwide Squid gets and en¬ 
sure confidentiality of their 
respective commercial secrets. 

Nevertheless, it is under¬ 
standable that, in many parts 
of the world, there are lawyers 

— and. as I know, accountants 

— who view the MDP concept 
with scepticism, both as to 
practicality and as to integrity.

developments in in-flight ser¬ 
vices have come in the long- 
haul business cabins, airlines 
in Europe are making strenu¬ 
ous efforts to improve ser¬ 
vices.

If there is a cloud on the 
horizon at Heathrow. Gat- 
wick, Stansted. Luton and 
London City, it is how they will 
cope with predictions that the 
number of passengers queu¬ 
ing up to fly out of southeast 
England will double in the 
next 15 years. 

The case for providing suffi¬ 
cient capacity is as much to do 
with the economic survival of 

the capital in the face _ 

of European compe¬ 
tition as it is with the 
increasing demands 
of travellers. 

“London's contin¬ 
uing status as a lead¬ 
ing world city is 
integral to tfu sue- __ 
cess of its major air¬ 
ports.” says Jon Phillips, 
spokesman for the BAA. 
which operates Heathrow. 
Gatwiek and Stansted. 

He watched with vested 
interest recently as the French 
opened another terminal at 
Charles de Gaulle Airport in 
Paris and granted themselves 
permission to build two more 


runways. Meanwhile, the 
public inquiry into Heath¬ 
row’s proposed Terminal 5 
(T5), which would increase the 
annual passenger capacity of 
die world’s busiest interna¬ 
tional airport from 58 million 
to S0-S5 million, is now in its 
third year, the longest-ever 
hearing on a development 
project in the UK. 

it is expected to finish this 
autumn, with bureaucracy de¬ 
laying a government decision 
until spring 2000, and con¬ 
struction — if approved — 
taking up to five years. 

The BAA is confident that 
75, which would not require 
an extra runway or involve

night flights, will get the green 
light and is pushing ahead 
with improvements designed 
to provide it with a fully- 
integrated transport system.

The world at your fingertips 


W orking on the move 
is increasingly im¬ 
portant for business 
travellers, and a wide range of 
electronic gadgets — from 
familiar digital organisers to 
sophisticated satellite phones 
is available to make keeping in 
touch easier. 

Executives who need to trav¬ 
el with a computer can choose 
from hand-held devices cost¬ 
ing a few hundred pounds to 
laptops costing £4.000. 

A survey by the American 
Express Business Travel Ba¬ 
rometer found that 40 per cent 
of business travellers use 
laptops on trips abroad, and 
almost as many use mobile 
phones. 

“As the pressures of work 
mount and the number of trips 
abroad increases, business 
travellers are demanding bet¬ 
ter services, delivered more 
quickly and with greater flexi¬ 
bility." said lain Robinson. 
Amex* head of UK business 
travel. 

Laptops are available with 
facilities to match a full-size 
desktop machine. The latest in 
1 BM's ThinkPad range feature 
keyboards that stow inside a 
notebook-computer case but 
unfold to near-desktop size. 

Screens are advancing at a 
similar pace, with most manu¬ 
facturers offering at least 
13Jin TFT active matrix dis¬ 
play. giving a larger viewing 
area than a typical 14in 
desktop monitor. CD-Rom 
drives arc becoming standard, 
allowing travellers full access 
lo a range of multimedia, as 
well as providing an easier 
way to install software. 

The modular design of many 
newer laptops allows travellers 
io swap the CD-Rom drive For 
an extra battery or other acces¬ 
sories. For long-haul flights, an

extra battery is handy because 
few of these high-powered 
machines will last even three 
hours on a full charge. Bat- 
tcry-guzzling laptops have be¬ 
come such a problem for 
travellers that at least one 
major airline. Delta, is install¬ 
ing personal power points for 
computers at every business- 
class seat, and others, which 
already offer charging sta¬ 
tions. are expected to follow. 

David Randall, a Citibank 
vice-president whose role in¬ 
cludes purchasing and travel 
management, says that carry¬ 
ing all the support equipment 
is a major irritanL 

“I travel with a laptop and 
mobile phone but need a 
package of equipment to keep 


me going: different plugs for 
the Continent and the United 
States, chargers for the com¬ 
puter and the phone. But it all 
allows me to keep in constant 
touch. I can sit in an airport 
and do business, or work in a 
conference room while waiting 
for the people I am due to see." 

For those w'ho require less 
powerful machines, minj-note- 
book and “palmtop" comput¬ 
ers are available. Mini- 
notebooks such as the new 
Hitachi model, the Toshiba 
Libretto and some Mitsubishi 
Amiti models can. in theory', 
do everything a desktop com¬ 
puter can and cost about 
El.250, Their main disadvan¬ 
tage as portable gadgets arc 
their weight, power consump-

Their battery life is 
much better than that of 
notebooks. 

For those who want instant 
global communication but 
cannot cope with computers, 
an increasing number of port¬ 
able fax systems is available, 
including European Telecom’s 
recently launched Possio 
PM80. Linked to a GSM 
cellular phone, it can access 
the Internet send and receive 
e-mails and scan documents 
into its memory. 

For those who want to tajjf 
in touch from anywhere on 
earth, satellite phones are the 
answer. They cost from 
££500. are the same sis as a 
desk phone, and calls are 
charged at £1.85 a minute. 

A s an increasing num¬ 
ber of hoiels and air¬ 
lines offer modem 
computer facilities, many trav¬ 
ellers are finding it unneces¬ 
sary to carry complete 
computers. 

A new trend is to carry just 
the contents of the computer— 
all the software, files and 
projects. This is made possible 
by removable cartridge drives, 
such as the Iomega Zip and 
SyQuest SparQ. Even with all 
connecting leads and a 
multivoltage power supply, 
the weight is still less than half 
a full-size notebook system, 
and the cost less than a tenth.

B usiness aviation is booming 
on the back of economic 
recovery as executives opt 
increasingly for private 
highways in the sky. Gone are the 
days when private flying was an 
expensive treat It is now a genuine 
option for those executives who 
cannot afford to waste time at 
airports, on motorways or in stacks ’ 
m the sky. 

It is pricey, but in terms of time¬ 
sing and prestige, nothing matches 
i hi; corporate jet or chartered air taxi. 
Companies can buy their own air¬ 
craft. purchase a pan-share in one, or 
choose to charter for specific trips. 

According to the General Aviation 
Manufacturers and Traders Associ¬ 
ation. which represents and endorses 
the fly-on-demand sector of the 
indust ry, there are numerous advan¬ 
tage. "You have the flexibility to 
reach thousands more airports than 
those served by the airlines, phis the 
ability' to save precious and expensive 
top-management time." says Gra¬ 
ham Forbes, its chief executive. 

In addition, privacy and discretion 
are guaranteed as private aircraft 
have access to separate arrivals 
buildings, with dedicated customs

In the air taxi field, the BAe 146 is 
unusually large. Normal operations 
are by smaller types from four-seater 
piston-engined models to those con¬ 
sidered to be top of the executive 
aircraft range, the Raytheon Hawker 
HS125 jet. and the long-range 
Gulfstream and Dassault Falcon 900 
which can easily cross the Atlantic 
with up to 19 passengers aboard. 

"The range of aircraft can be

"Selecting the right type of aircraft 
is very much like choosing the right 
car." he says. "You can drive yourself 
to Glasgow with four passengers in a 
Metro, for example, but it will be a 
much more comfortable run in a 
chauffeur-driven Rolls-Royce." 

He says that smaller prop-powered 
aircraft such as the Piper Aztec and 
the Beechcraft Baron still typify the 
public perception of "air taxi”, but the 
business has moved on to a more 
modem range of jets, including the 
Gulfstream. HS125. and Falcon, 
which rarely fly to full capacity. "We 
are talking about limousine people 
here," he says. "Those who fly 
Concorde, when they fly scheduled at 
all. Those who accept time-pressure 
and prestige as both the price and the 
pleasure of fame or wealth." 

Commercial airline fares may be 
lower, yet the private charter can 
offer local airport departures and 
three or four destinations in Europe 
in a single day without the need for 
ovemighr hotel accommodation, and 
with the utmost flexibility about take¬ 
off time. 

Mr Marler estimates that the 
executive aircraft market in Britain is 
now worth at least E80 million and 
three times that for the whole of 
Europe.

She sits next \i 
John Hannah, in no mood to 
enjoy his friendly chatter and 
piquam Soots accent Her 
mood gets worse once she 
arrives home to find her 

boyfriend, a shambling writer, 
bedding a former lover. Back 
in her other life, Helen catches 
the next train, gets mugged on 
the street and arrives home 
later, all infidelities hidden. 

Confusing? Not really. For. 
as the lives of rhe two Helens 
evolve, visual signposts stop 
us getting JosL The mugged 
Helen wears a bandage over 
her right eye: the other one 
cuts and dyes her blonde hair 
to celebrate leaving her un¬ 
faithful partner. Not that tt 
finally maners much: the split 
narrative perspective comes to 
seem a complication grafted 
on to an otherwise lightweight 
romance. 

The film unfolds in the 19%)s 
version of Swinging London: 
prosperous, hygienic, full of 
media workers in Calvin Klein 
clothes enjoying pleasure out¬ 
ings on the Thames and walks 
under Putney Bridge’s twin¬ 
kling lights. No wonder Amer¬ 
ican financiers (Sydney Pol¬ 
lack's Mirage Productions) 
gave rhe script rhe green light: 
the> sniffed another Four 
Weddings and a Funeral. 

But. for a film so intent on 
cosmetic beauty, some strange 
disfiguring misjudgments are 
made. John Lynch’s unfaithful 
bo\ friend comes across as a 
louse, a liar, a nitwit and bore: 
a character so unsympathetic

that you ache for the camera to 
move on elsewhere, although 
preferably not to his harpie 
lover, played . by Jeanne 
Tripplehom". ' As director. 
Howin does his own script few 
favours by banging out scene 
after scene in a visually grace¬ 
less manner. 

Luckily, others pile on the 
charm. Hannah's character 
may be an obvious confection 
— in real life, any man who 
spatters his patter with regur¬ 
gitated lines from Monty Py¬ 
thon is best avoided — but he 
handles the assignment with 
discretion. And Paltrow is 
always winning, tripping 
lightly through both her reali¬ 
ties with poise, sparkle and a 
decent London accent Deep 
down, this film is much ado 
about nothing; but then, so is 
some Shakespeare. 

Examined under a micro¬ 
scope, Breakdown may also 
look slight: just another tale of 
a stranger-stranded in redneck 
country. Oliver Stone'S U Turn 
spun one exuberant variation 
on this last week. By compari¬ 
son, director Jonathan 
Mostow does nothing fancy: 
the cameraman rarely swirls, 
the editor stays sober. But the 
tension is palpable as our 
Everyman hero, Kurt Russell, 
drives his dazzling red car into 
trouble. The engine conks out 
somewhere in the American 
Southwest, land of red earth 
and bizarre outcrops of rock. 
The mobile phone is no help 
here: Russell, poor fellow, is 
“out of range". 

Then an 18-wheel truck 
thunders by. The driver is 
polite and solicitous. He is also

scriptwriter of My 
Son the Fanatic 
describes it as “a 
romantic film with ideological 
edges". H is also a comedy, 
and a portrait of a multicultur¬ 
al Britain, far removed from 
the chic, all-white surround¬ 
ings of Sliding Doors. A 
mixed bag of goods, then, and 
a difficult one for any director 
to tie up satisfactorily. Udayan 
Prasad, the admirable director 
of Brothers in Trouble, never 
fully succeeds, but his instinc¬ 
tive visual sense and compas¬ 
sionate sense of humour still 
make the film easy to enjoy. 

The setting, unspecified, is 
in the North of England: 
Bradford will do. The hero. 
Parvez. is a taxi driver from 
Pakistan, almost unduly 
proud of his adopted country, 
who spends long hours ferry¬ 
ing lecherous businessmen 
like Stellan Skarsgard's Sehitz 
to and from prostitutes. One of 
them, a white girl. Bettina, 
becomes Parvez’s friend, and 
the friendship grows intimate 
just when his son starts to dig 
deep into fundamentalist be¬ 
liefs. A Pakistani holy roan 
and a swarm of acolytes take 
up residence in the family 
house. A crusade is launched 
against the city's prostitutes. 
“This boy is massacring my 
life!" Parvez cries. 

Kureishi*s dialogue is winy, 
his satire fight, his situations 
stacked with multiple ironies. 
With strong performances, 
however, we might not know 
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J.T. Walsh, which is not good 
news. He gives Russell's wife 
Kathleen Quinn a lift ro a 
diner, and a phone, five miles 
away. She never returns. Once 
Russell is able to search, the 
hostile locals deny all know¬ 
ledge; so does Walsh, when 
caught up on the road. Walsh, 
who died of a heart attack 
earlier this year, is particular¬ 
ly splendid as the ruthless 
villain, lord of a gang of desert 
exionionisis. Bur Russell gives 
him a good run for his money, 
chasing and being chased, 
battling rhe worst of a white- 
water river, clinging for dear 
life to a truck’s undercarriage. 

This kind of material can 
easily appear trite and punc- 
rured with loopholes, but 
Mostow and his excellent cast 
manage to make most things 
look sensible. The film, inci¬ 
dentally, opened in America a 
year ago: you would have 
thought the distributors were 
ashamed of it.

where to put ourselves in the 
kaleidoscope of scenes. Om 
Puri's Parvez makes it easy to 
adopt his point of view.

Production values are mod¬ 
est, but the film as a whole has 
enough meaty substance to 
ensure it lingers in the mind. 
And if you see it in London at 
the Gate Notting Hill you get a 
bonus: a neatly turned British 
short. Bicycle Thieves, written 
by Blake Morrison and direct¬ 
ed by Susanna White, about a 
father's obsession with the 
theft of his son's bike. 

Elsewhere in town, at the 
(CAand Lux cinemas, the first

on a book by the tabloid 
journalist character played by 
Courteney Cox. Everything 
takes place in the media 
spotlight; everyone is aware of 
the nil’s of the game, which 
allows the finger of guilt to 
rove widely among diu cast. 
Knowingness, however, is no 
proper substitute for straight, 
robust plotting and. for nil the 
film’s passing delights, two 
hours is a long time to spend 
in its company.

A cruise in shallow waters 


H asm the world had enough 
three-hour sagas about big 
boats? It appears not No 
sooner has Titanic 
chugged off with its billion-dollar haul 
than Harold Prince's staging of Show 
Boat paddies into the West End. 
having already traded profitably in 
New York, Toronto and other points 
west It's a well-oiled, bustling produc¬ 
tion that fills the Prince Edward stage 
with toothsome thesps and great 
chunks of picturesque cardboard, with¬ 
out ever suggesting why fans of Jerome 
item's lumbering epic make such 
claims for its profundity and 
originality. 

True, Oscar Hammerstein’s libretto 
includes one famous scene in which 
Southern apartheid is confronted head- 
on — shocking and courageous in 1927. 
True. Show Boat's two heroines, Julie 
and Magnolia, descend into drink and 
poverty — though it’s the kind of 
showbiz poverty that mysteriously

includes a handsome frock budget 
And yes. the show does have one song. 
Ol’ Man River, with lyrics {“I’m tired 
of living and scared of dying”) to chill 
the spine, even seven decades on. 

But Show Boat’s ramshackle plot 
wafery characters and elegantly wist¬ 
ful melodies are pure operetta, a frothy 
universe away from the masterly 
realism of Gershwin's Porgy and Bess. 
written just seven years later. As Ten 
Hansen's Magnolia and Hugh 
Panarcs Gaylord sing, with saccha¬ 
rine ardour, this one is “only make 
believe". 

A reluctance to transcend this artifi¬ 
ciality is both a weakness and strength 
of Prince’s production. On the one 
hand it’s infuriating that Panaro 
makes so little attempt to suggest that 
the dashing Gaylord is rotten enough 
to dump his penniless wife and tiny toL 
Or that such an accomplished singer- 
actress as Terry Burrell — who delivers 
that sublime hymn to life’s losers. Bill, 
with touching vulnerability — hardly 
hints at Julie's eventual disintegration. 
One moment she’s a star, the next a 
slut I guess that’s show business, but 
it's disconcerting. 

The others, too — from George 
Grizzard’s personable Cap*n Andy to 
Carole Shelley's squally Parthy — are 
too prone to stock gestures and hammy 
delivery. Yes. some of Show Boat's 
gags were old when the Mississippi 
was young. But it's up to the cast to 
mint them afresh each nighL 

On the other hand, a breezy superfi¬ 
ciality at least keeps the show hum¬ 
ming along. And after all. most punters 
will "see Show Boat for the tunes, the 
dancing, and the cosy feeling of well- 
being when — after all those vidssi- 
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All aboard; Terry Burrell (Julia). Michel Bell (Joe) and Hugh Panaro (Gayford Ravenal) in Show Boat 


tudes — Cap'n Andy’s dysfunctional 
family miraculously gathers, recon¬ 
ciled and reformed, for the finale. 

They won’t be disappointed. Susan 
Stroman's busy choreography, at First 
mostly confined to covering the mas¬ 
sive scene changes, gradually takes 
over the whole show, as ail semblance 
of plot disappears up the river. Indeed, 
the final half-hour (vibrantly led by 
Clare Leach's vivacious Ellie and Joel 


Blum'S rubber-limbed Frank) is a feast 
of shuffle and charleston, and delight¬ 
ful to behold. 

As is the way in 1990s musical 
theatre, the singers are horribly over¬ 
amplified — good grief, they aren't 
playing Hyde Park. But they deliver 
Kern's luscious melodies stylishly 
enough, and in Gretha Boston 
(Queorie) and Michel Bell the turbo¬ 
charged bass who takes the Paul

T he company V-Tol is 
practised in portraying 
the thing that is not: 
false perspectives, hidden exits 
and cheap cinematic tricks are 
itrs bread and butter. When 
such demons of deception turn 
their minds to the nature of 
truth, lilywhite dance fans 
should take hold of their 
nerves before drinking in V- 
Tol's delicious love lies. 

Nothing But The Truth is 
the most exciting marriage of 
film and dance theatre that I 
have seen. It is a combination 
that usually fails because both 
media are given die same 
message, rather as if the 
choreographer became fright¬ 
ened that dance could no 
longer communicate. In V- 
Tol’5 murder mystery, the

dance and film often contra¬ 
dict each other, creating layers 
of ambiguity. Despite the 
dancers' silence, the depth of 
character they develop be¬ 
comes more complex than 
most text-based theatre would 
dare to suggest: duplicitous, 
perverse, wilful, desperate. 

The presence of Jake, the 
non-dancing narrator, gives 
an extra obnoxious dimension 


to the search for truth. He is 
dead himself and his brash wit 
is suitably mordant as he 
examines the suspects’ mot¬ 
ives. couplings and sexual 
preferences. This is a murder 
of intimacy, the weapon a 
white pillow from the marital 
bed. so any prolonged contact 
between the dancers becomes 
suspicious, and overtones of 
S&M and motherly smother¬ 
ing constantly threaten to slip 
into homicide. The dance be¬ 
tween the sexually voracious 
victim and his perverse mis¬ 
tress is as erotic as it is cruel. 

Filmed images dominate the 
slick monochrome set Some¬ 


Robeson role of the stoic Joe. they have 
potential stars. The latter's subterra¬ 
nean Ol * Man River, though barnacled 
with mannerisms, brought the house 
down. More of that kind of gut emotion 
would turn a good show into a great 
one.

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Let’s sort 
out the 
museum 
muddle 

Do museums give value for money? 
We have no way of telling, says Sir 
Nicholas Goodison, chairman of 
the National Art Collections Fund 


M useums and gal¬ 
leries are an es¬ 
sential pan of 
British culture. 
And they are popular. A year 
ago. in the inaugural Franks 
Lecture at the British Muse¬ 
um, 1 had an early opportunity 
to draw the new Government's 
attention to the plight of 
museums and galleries. In A 
New Era Jor Museum? 1 
expressed high hopes that 
there would now be a more 
imaginative approach to the 
funding of the arts. For far too 
long museums have had to 
survive through a year-by¬ 
year sense of crisis. 

Since then, what has the 
Government done for muse¬ 
ums? What has happened to 
ministers' bold pronounce¬ 
ments on free admission to our 
national collections? Have 
museums been beneficiaries of 
Tony Blair’s commitment to 
“education, education, educa¬ 
tion", or have they lost out in 
the re-branding of Britain as a 
young, go-ahead nation? 

In die warm afterglow of the 
recent Budget announcement 
that £2 million had been found 
to keep non-charging national 
museums free, it is easy to 
forget what a nail-biring time 
it has been for museums. The 
campaign for free admission, 
with which the National Art 
Collections Fund was much 
involved, was fought following 
a serious wobble by the Gov¬ 
ernment after the election on 
the issue of free entry. The 
extra money is a welcome 
concession. But the fact re¬ 
mains that since the Labour 
Government came to power 
two more national museums 
have been forced to introduce 
charges: the National Muse- 
ums and Galleries on Mersey¬ 
side and the National 
Museum of Scotland. 

Let us look closer at that 
extra L2 million. It has been set 
aside in a challenge fund. The 
words are pertinent- To unlock 
the funding, museums will 


have to demonstrate that they 
are managed efficiently, per¬ 
haps by finding matching 
savings or generating funding 
from elsewhere. The Govern¬ 
ment is clearly anxious that 
publicly funded museums are 
not only well run, but per¬ 
ceived to be well run. And yet 
how> is the performance of 
museums assessed? How do 
taxpayers know that they are 
getting value for money? 

The present system centres 
on funding agreements be¬ 
tween national museums and 
Government In the Culture 
Department’s annual report 
these are described as a “clear 
encapsulation" of what the 
Deportment and its museums 
regard themselves as ttying to 
secure for the taxpayers. 

But when we look at the 
figures, it is impossible to 
draw clear comparisons or 
form any reliable judgment of 
performance. The Victoria and 
Albert Museum’s grant in 
1996-97 represents almost 80 
per cent of its total income; the 
equivalent figure for the Tate 
Gallery is just under 48 per 
cent of its total income. The 
Tate has a policy of free 
admission: the V&A charges 
for entry. The National Muse¬ 
ums and Galleries on 
Merseyside's introduction of 
an entry charge in the form of 
their "Ei8ht pass" is described 
as a “key achievement" in the 
Department’s report: yet die 
Government has just set aside 
money to maintain free entry 
at other national museums. 
How can the taxpayer make 
sense of this? 

Each museum publishes 
“key performance indicators". 
There is no consistency be¬ 
tween the museums, even 
though the Department funds 
such a small number. Not one 
includes among its key perfor¬ 
mance indicators a reduction 
of total costs in proportion to 
income. Is the taxpayer getting 
good value? Both Merseyside 
and ihe Tate single out the

percentage of their collections 
held in environmentally ade¬ 
quate. conditions. The figure 
for Merseyside for 1998-99is 21 
per cent, for the Tate 75 per 
cent Why this wide discrepan¬ 
cy? Are there any targets being 
set by Government? 

If the basis of the funding 
system at national level is 
baffling, what happens m the 
regions? Out of approximately 
2L500 museums, only 17 are 
centrally funded (see box). The 
majority receive funding from 
local authorities. Amazingly 
There is no statutory obligation 


on English local authorities to 
provide a museums service, 
and an optional service is 
inevitably the first to suffer. 
Museums have lost out to 
other community services. 

The results have been devas¬ 
tating for civic and community 
museums. R>r example, die 
Bowes museum in County 
Durham, whose funding is 
way beyond the scope of the 
new unitary authority, may 
dose for five months each 
winter. The local authority has 
even threatened to sell off 
some of its masterpieces. Then 


there is Buckinghamshire 
Museum, winner of the 1996 
Museum of the Year Award, 
faced with a cut in its annual 
grant of 30 per cent with 
further drastic cuts anticipat¬ 
ed. As a result, it has lost not 
only its director but five vital 
professional staff as well. 

Yet this is the museum 
whose Roald Dahl's Chil¬ 
drens Gallery won the 1997 
Gulbenkian Award for Inno¬ 
vation in Museum Education. 
Now. in the midst of a drive 
for “education, education, edu¬ 
cation" the museum faces 


potential closure. Where is the 
national strategy in this? 

Up and down the country 
museums are beset by crises, 
despite the influx of lottery 
millions towards capita) 
projects. Glasgow. Sheffield, 
Birmingham. Bristol. Man¬ 
chester, Cheshire. Oxford¬ 
shire, to name but a few. face a 
desperate struggle to meet 
their running costs. 

One of our great civic muse¬ 
ums. the locally funded 
Manchester City An Gallery, 
has had its grant to buy works 
of art eliminated. Yet at the 
same time the Culture Depart¬ 
ment's annual report lauds the 
Tate’s ability to make land¬ 
mark acquisitions as a “key 
achievement". 

Dearly we need some con¬ 
sistency and leadership. We 
urgently need to reform the 
whole funding system under¬ 
pinning our museums. The 
answer must lie in properly 
worked out funding agree¬ 
ments between museums and 
Government At present vari¬ 
ous quantitative criteria are 
used for performance assess¬ 
ment: number of visits; num¬ 
ber of objects on display; 
number of objects loaned and 
so on; But what about qualita¬ 
tive criteria and measurement 


of financial performance? 
Above all, are museums pro¬ 
viding the services the public 
wants? Surely there should be 
a business-like assessment of 
the real costs of maintaining, 
conserving and displaying the 
core collections. 

In the Franks Lecture last 
year 1 called for a new com¬ 
pact The starting point should 
be a thorough, independent 
analysis of museums with 
collections of major signifi¬ 
cance, to agree objectives and 
ascertain the minimum core 
costs required. The museums' 
side of the compact is to ensure 
quality management, quality 
service, accountability, trans¬ 
parency. The Government’s 
side (both national and local 
authority) is to accept its 
responsibility for the core 
minimum costs and guarantee 
to meet them on a long-term 
basis. 

Only then can we stop 
lurching from crisis to crisis, 
and enable museums to take 
their place in Tony Blairs 
“Age of Achievement" and 
respond to his call for “educa¬ 
tion. education, education". 
Can we hope that Chris 
Smith's imminent spending 
review will be radical enough 
to set die ball rolling? 


Tenor 
for all 
seasons 

H °wever one responds 
to the highly individ¬ 
ual voice of Ian 
Bostridge. it is not hard tu 
understand why this singer 
brought out the “House Full- 
signs at the Wigmore Hall on 
Tuesday. His quintessentially 
English tenor sound mav lack 
the resonant depth ideal for 
some German Lieder. but as 
this Schumann and Wolf pro¬ 
gramme showed a gain , he is 
an uncommonly intelligent in¬ 
terpreter who gets io the heart 
of the manor. 

Indeed, it was the some¬ 
times unbeautiful tension in 
hist voice in Dichrerliebe that, 
deliberately or not. stressed 
the unbearable intensity of 
Sdiumann’s song cycle. No 
single performance of such a 
perfect work can be definitive, 
yet this one said a lot about the 
mysteries of love lost and love 
renewed that the composer 
and his poet. Heine, explore so 
truthfully. The pianist Julius 
Drake was on his best form.

providing alert and lively 
accompaniments. 

Significantly, the voice itself 
appears to be growing in size 
and colour. Though he opened 
the cycle with quiet under¬ 
statement and later sang Ich 
will meine Seele tauchen with 
the seamlessness for which he 
is already renowned. 
Bostridge also displayed new 
weight and darker tone: Im 
Rhein, im heiligen Strome , in 
which the piano evokes 
Cologne cathedral in an or- 
gan-Uke part, was full of 
grandeur. There were still 
moments when the voice was 
short of body low down, which 
may partly explain why 
Bostridge resorts to some al¬ 
most expressionless pulling 
around of the notes. 

All this, and his seemingly 
studied stage-manner, 
mattered little in the context of 
such insight into both words 
and music. Schumann worked 
on Dichierliebe straight after 
setting Eichendotff, and so it 
was neat programming to 
balance this song cycle with 
most of Wolfs Eichendafff 
song book. Bostridge caught 
the quirkiness of Der 
Musikant. wit of Der Scholar 
and strange atmosphere of 
Das sidndchen . missing only 
the exultation of Liebesgluck, 
where strain at the top took its 
toll. Yet this was a memorable 
performance in which the 
gallery of soldiers, minsrrels 
and students came vividly to 
life.

SCHUBERT heralds the 
month of May with a pair of 
rarely heard Mailied settings 
suna by two dark male voices 
lit from on high by two horns. 
Tiiis unusual combination of 
forces is typical of this fifth 


and final volume of Die 
Singphoniker's complete 
pansongs for male voices, 
which features nor only the 
distinctive flavour of this six- 
voice ensemble, but the bou¬ 
quet of an early piano, a guitar 
and a string ensemble too. 

Die Singphoniker's meticu¬ 
lously researched and re¬ 
hearsed performances made 
an outstanding contribution to 
Schubert year. These pan¬ 
songs are. after all. at the very 
heart of Schuberts writing; 
the best among them rank 


with the composer's instru¬ 
mental chamber music, and 
they found their way, in his 
lifetime, from social gather¬ 
ings and garden parties to 
public concert performances. 

Here, they move from the 
open-air nocturnal, Nacht- 
gesang im Walde, with its 
echoing horns, to a magnifi¬ 
cent grand finale. Schubert's 
fifth and last setting of Goe¬ 
the's Gesang der Geister uber 
deni Wasser. for eight voices 
and five stringed instruments. 
In between come curiosities 
like the fond and sometimes 
tongue-in-cheek tribute to 
Salieri. Schubert's musical 
“Grosspapa", and Die 
Advokaten. a charade for a 
new year’s party in which two 
tenors, trass and piano untan¬ 
gle the niceties of settling legal 
expenses over a glass of two of 
Tokay.

ONE of the photographs in 
Decca's neat accompanying 
booklet shows Angela Gheor- 
ghiu with her arm around the 
globe. Her musical world is 
extensive, covering 16 coun¬ 
tries in the original language. 
Better still it is imaginative, 
just when the listener is 
settling down io the familiar 
and comfortable sounds of 
Plaisir d'amour or Sohvig's 
Song (especially good). 
Gheorghiu puilsyou up with a 
totally unfamiliar piece from a 
none too familiar land. Clever 
programming, apparently 
abetted tty her excellent 
pianist. Malcolm Martmeau. 

Gheorghiu’s excursions into 
Austro-Germsn lieder are not 
going to set the torches blaz¬ 
ing, but elsewhere the plea¬ 
sures are multiple. Top of the 
list comes a French trio (Satie, 
Delibes, Poulenc) and three 
songs from her native Roma¬ 
nia. This is exquisite singing; 
the old cultural tics between 
the two countries are tightly 
m-urtiained in GbcOrghiu'S 


hands. Other items from East¬ 
ern Europe display her rapid¬ 
ly maturing lower register, 
especially a sentimental num¬ 
ber by Hadjidakis. 

Two countries are notably 
absent from the world tour, 
Britain and Russia. Perhaps 
they arc being reserved for 
another occasion.

THE unlikely title refers to an 
incident that occurred when 
Peter Maxwell Davies was on 
tour m Casino City in 1995. 
His presence was denied to an 
inquiring British journalist, 
but wily because his name had 
been contracted in the hotel 
register to “Mavis". Davies 
relished the joke and produced 
a hugely enjoyable theme and 
variations charting Mavis's 
glitzy adventures in the dty. 

This is the lighter, parody- 
prone side of Maxwell Davies, 
and it recurs, in slightly 
different form, in the other 
recent pieces on this disc. A 
Spell for Green Com and 
Carolisima both weave in 
Scottish folktunes to rather 
moving effect, while An Ork¬ 
ney Wedding depicts inebriat¬ 
ed nuptials. The Ojai Festival 
Overture affectionately imi¬ 
tates the expansive sonorities 
of Aaron Copland. 

The “Mavis" piece is newly 
recorded, the others compiled 
from existing discs involving 
the RPC. the BBC Philhar¬ 
monic and Scottish Chamber 
Orchestra. An ideal introduc¬ 
tion to the more entertaining 
side of this composer.

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No hero, Heidegger: Roger Scruton calls time 

Not very good at 
being in the world 


H eidegger must be the luckiest of 
modern intellectuals. Incapable of 
writing lucidly, he invented an 
inimitable species of obscurity which was 
widely received as the authentic voice of 
philosophy in a godless world. A timid 
professor, who dared nothing and lived the 
narrowest of bourgeois lives, he nevertheless 
created around himself an aura of adventure 
and risk, so as to become, in the eyes of his 
following, a heroic and prophetic figure, who 
could demand and receive whatever loyalty 
seemed useful to him. 

Even his one venture into politics — his 
notorious spell as a Nazi 
activist and apologist — was 
forgiven him. He died 
peacefully, comfortably, 
after a pampered and risk¬ 
free life, revered ail over tb^ 
world as the deepest of 
modem metaphysicians. 

And *ret the whole persona 
was a fake. 

That judgment is mine, 
not Safranski'5, and it re¬ 
flects my education, in a 
Cambridge where analyti¬ 
cal rigour took precedence 
over all other intellectual 
virtues, and where Heideg¬ 
ger was not so much fam¬ 
ous as notorious fof his 
“Question of the Meaning 
of Being’'. When all is said 
and done, the question 
seems little more than a 
bombastic version of 
“What’s ft all about then 
guv?" and the answer n~ 
more helpful than "Hurry 
up please, it’s Time". The 
meaning of Being is Time; 
in other words to be is to be 
around for a while, which is 
hardly surprising. Later Heidegger searched 
for a more concrete style and for problems 
that would be recognisable outside of his 
philosophy. But ev£n in 1945 he writes: “Let 
us have the courage for the direct word: 
Being is the trembling of Godding.” a phrase 
which makes you wonder what die indirect 
word might be. 

Safranski accepts HeideggCT on his own 
valuation, as the last great voice of German 
philosophy, in whose writings is played out 
in shadowy form, the spiritual drama of our 
epoch. He does not offer excuses for die Nazi 
involvement It is impossible to deny the 
extent of it or the mendacity of Heidegger’s 
subsequent apology. Nor does Safranski 
slavishly reproduce the Heideggerian jar¬ 
gon, as most commentators do, as a shield for 
his own unthinkingness. He is a genuine, 
sincere, and thoughtful writer, who has been 
profoundly affected by^Heideggefs ideas, 
and deeply distressed by’the second rate life 
which produced them. 

For the British or American reader 
Safranski’s book is especially interesting as a 


piece of intellectual history. Setting Heideg¬ 
ger in the context of German philosophy, you 
will interpret him as aphenomenologist, who 
endeavours to describe the stages of con¬ 
sciousness as it lights upon the world. Setting 
him. as Safranski does, in the context of the 
Weimar years, at the heart of a peculiarly 
nihilistic and life-haling culture, you will find 
quite another meaning in the "Nothing” that 
“noths" and the “Dasein’’ which veers 
through anxiety, inauthenticity and care 
towards “Bdng-towards-death". 

Seeing die Heideggerian concepts not as 
philosophical universal?, but as die expres¬ 
sion of a cultural and spiri¬ 
tual predicament unique to 
a place and a time, you 
begin to understand them 
more concretely. Betng-to- 
wards-deaih is about to Teap 
exultantly forth into reality 
— but with die death of 
others, rather than death of 
its own. as its goal. Stvdy 
die prewar writings of Ernst 
Junger and Bertholt Brecht 
and the paintings and cari¬ 
catures of Georg Grosz and 
you will not be surprised at 
the terrible events which 
were about to erupt in 
Germany. Safranski gave 
me the same feeling about 
the prewar writings of Hei¬ 
degger —with die exception 
of the wonderful essay on 
Hdlderlin. in which the 
philosopher humbly recog¬ 
nises that another and 
greater writer has pre¬ 
empted his words. 

What should be our atti¬ 
tude. now, to Heidegger's 
Nazism? It is worth point¬ 
ing out that Heidegger's 
Nazism was no worse a crime than Brecht’s 
communism, or Sartre’s revolutionary nihil¬ 
ism. In general. 20th-century intellectuals 
have regarded murder, genocide and the 
ruination of human hopes as excellent or at 
worst foreiveable things when accompanied 
by the right noises. Had Hitler conducted his 
revolution as Lenin did. in the name of 
equality and liberation, and used class rather 
than race as the criterion for eliminating his 
victims, he would have got away with it and 
Heidegger’s spasm of revolutionary fervour 
would awaken now no more condemnation 
than Sartre's or Brecht's. But this would not 
alter the fact that they were all three of them 
despicable, and wonderful proof to us. who 
live in more peaceful times, of the futility of 
human thinking when the real choice 
between good and evil must be made. 

Heidegger’S durability leads me to doubt 
my own negative judgment. Safranski ear¬ 
nestly searches these dark writings for then- 
secret: he does not find it but. listening with 
Safranski’s ears in the catacombs I could 
hear, from time to time, a distant human cry.

T he Paris riots, the 
Prague spring, Gros- 
venor Square, the as¬ 
sassinations of Mar¬ 
tin Luther King and Robert 
Kennedy, the birth of the Che 
Guevara legend, above all 
Vietnam—as Tariq Ali says in 
this glossy chronicle of the 
dramatic events of 1968, it was 
a year that those who lived 
through it will never forget, 
when student power crippled 
one president (Lyndon Baines 
Johnson) and nearly toppled 
another (Charles de Gaulle). 

Thirty years on, as Ali 
recalls, the questions that the 
students were asking in 1968 
seem so simple. Why should 
the state regulate personal life? 
Why were women denied, 
equal status with men? Why 
were university courses so 
outdated? The problem was 
that the older generation of 
presidents ruling nations and 
universities did not, could not, 
would not listen. Even liberal 
university presidents seemed 
incapable of comprehending 
what the students were saying. 
When the students were ig¬ 
nored their questions got more 
serious—particularly over the 
bombing of die people of 
Vietnam with napalm — and 
they took to the streets. 

The case of Nanterre Univ¬ 
ersity in Paris was typical. 
When the students protested 
about overcrowded conditions 
and irrelevant courses, the 
university authorities re¬ 
sponded by calling in plain 
•clothes police to photograph 
the most militant. When tile 
students responded by photo¬ 
graphing the police and dis¬ 
playing them on Wanted 
placards, the administration 
summoned the riot police. As 
five students were arrested for 
anti-Vietnam protests, the ad¬ 
ministration offices were occu¬ 
pied and the March 22 
Movement was bom. When in 
May the students of Nanterre 
and the Sorbonne joined 
forces, the university rector 
summoned the state security 
police. The direct result was 
the evenements leading to the 
night of the barricades on 
May 10 when France teetered 
on the brink of revolution. 


Seen through the prism of 
the intervening years of 
Reagan and Thatcher, the 
events of 1968 seem so violent 
and so long ago. Did they 
achieve anything of lasting 
significance? Ali makes a good 
case that they did, arguing 
that defeat in Vietnam has 
made the United Stales reluc¬ 
tant to intervene directly in 


other continents, that the May 
events are part of France’s 
collective memory and that the 
Soviet Union’s derision to 
crush socialism with a human 
face in Czech oslovkia was the 
death-knell of the Soviet sys¬ 
tem. 

As be looks back now, Ali 
contrasts the MTV genera¬ 
tion’s cocaine-induced variety 


of happiness with the joy the 
1968 students experienced in 
helping to change history. 
Politics beats pot as they wffi 
I earn from this eloquent collec¬ 
tion of despatches from the 
barricades or from David 
Caine's earlier account of1968. 
Those who quarrel with AJi's 
analysis of the "profound mel¬ 
ancholy” at the core of contem¬ 


porary capitalism ought nev¬ 
ertheless to agree with him 
that a culture that lacks the 
intransigent heretics and rest¬ 
less romantics who manned 
the barricades in 1968 is 
doomed to dull mediocrity..

T here’s always a modest market for 
books about dead minor royalty; 
somewhere behind dead cricketers 
but in front of dead film stars. But 
whenever I glimpse the cover of a book 
about a dead minor female royal, in 
particular. I think of Patrick Hamilton's 
fearsome Mrs Joan Plumleigh-Bruce 
who, in the eyes of her besotted Reading 
snug-bar admirers, “knew’ History — an 
important branch of Knowledge. There¬ 
fore she was ’clever’. She read History 
because she was ’clever’ and she was 
'clever 1 because she read History. She had 
a ’brain’. She was. then, for a woman, 
most unusual." In fact, all Mrs P-B reads 
are books about Marie Antoinette, which 
confirm her prejudices about the rule of 
the common people she despises. 

It is sobering for us to think that in a 
hundred years’ time the Mrs Plumleigh- 
Bruces of this world will be lapping up 
baroque biogs of Princess Michael of Kent 
and Princess Caroline of Monaco, but 
even more sobering to think that perfectly 
proficient and educated historians will be 
writing them. Though conveniently, they 
will come with ready built-in selling 
points — Nazi and film star parentage 
respectively — rather than the rather 
tenuous, tortuous selling point Andrew 
Sinclair lands poor Elisabeth with: that 
she was Just Like Diana. 

The resemblances are there, of course — 
unhappy marriage, eating disorders, 
exercise bore, restless traveller, big heart 
and violent early death — but judging by 
the photographs the Empress bore a 
distinct likeness to the young actress 
Susan TuDy. the sullen and unimpeach¬ 
ably proletarian Michelle of EastEnders. 
which just goes to show how little effect 
breeding really has on physiognomy. 

This is an elegant and poignant book — 
in the first chapter we are grabbed by the

thumb-suckers and of husbands keeping 
wives to breed and mistresses to love, they 
truly remain an emotional underdass. 
Even the Duchess of Kent, the former 
Katharine Worsley, whom we believed to 
be the most tranquil and contented of the 
lot. is a long-term depressive. 

Freud said that people need work and 
love in order to be happy; the aristocratic 
woman has less chance than any member 
of society apart from the criminal or the 
insane of finding either — the - exception 
being actual female sovereigns, who are 
allowed to be as stroppy and work as hard 
as they like, and so end up tremendously 
focused and robust. 

This is a sad story', but nothing new. 
Andrew Sinclair seems aware of this, and 
in the final chapter, which draws parallels 
between the lives of Elisabeth and Diana, 
has what can only be described as a hissy 
fit as he mounts an ill-humoured ami# 
inaccurate attack on The Man Who 
Dared: Andrew Morton. The work of the 
mild-mannered superhero is written off as 
“trivial” and “meretricious": Diana her¬ 
self slapped posthumously on the wrists 
for flaunting her beauty and compassion 
instead of keeping modestly under her 
veil and parasol, “her shields from the 
photographer and the voyeur - , as 
Elisabeth did. 

Well, a lot of good her modesty did her. 
and in the end she was knifed to death by 
an anarchist in Geneva. A tragic ending to 
a sumptuous story which will, once more, 
ronfirm the worst prejudices of Mrs 
PJumieigh-Bruce and her chums as to the 
morals of the mob.

Thepmvisumsaf clause 432ot the 
JCT standard form of building 
contract 1987 edition did not entitle 
die employer of a insolvent 
management contractor to have 
recourse to that part of a retention 
fund representing retentions made 
by the management contractor 
under a works contract Those 
retentions had not been and never 

■ became money due to the manage¬ 
ment contractor and woe held by 

the employer in trust for the works 
contractor. 

The Court of Appeal so stated 

dismissing an appeal by the first 
defendant employer. Copartner¬ 
ship Developments Ltd, from the 
decision of Mr MichadTtigendhai 
QC. sitting as a deputy High Court 

judge of the Queen's Bach Di¬ 
vision on December 18,19%. who 
had held that the sum of £22,605 
held by the employer was held in 
trust for the plaintiff works con- 

■ tractor, P. C Harrington Ltd. 

The management contractors. 
John Lei lion Management Ltd. 
had been employed for the purpose 
of the development of 20 Abbey Rd, 
St John's Wood, London. The 
management contract provided 
that the building project should be 
carried out by the management 
contractor in accordance with its 
terms by means of one or more 
subcontracts called works can- 
tracts. 

When the management con¬ 
tractors went into receivership the 


loss to die employer was certified 
by the architects to amount to 

£659.672. 

The employer then held a reten- 
tum fond amounting to £288.166 
which included the E22JH5 now 
claimed by the works contractor. 
The employer claimed to be en¬ 
titled to retain the whole of die 
retention fond by way of set-off 
against the liability of the manage¬ 
ment contractor to the employer 
for the lies of £659,671 

The works contractor issued a 
writ claiming that of the total 
retention fund the sum of £22,695 
was held in trust by the employer 
for the works contractor and so not 
available for set-off against a 
liability of the management con¬ 
tractor to die employer. 

Clause 432. provided: “...the 
employer is entitled to exercise any 
right under this contract of deduc¬ 
tion fhtoi moneys due or to become 
due to the management contractor 
against arty amount so due under 
an Interim certificate whether or 
not retention is included in that 
interim certificate". 

Mr David J. Hayton for the 
employer. Mr Graham Platfbrd 
for the works contractor. 

LORD JUSTICE MORRITT 
said that the issue was whether the 
provisions of clause 4.32 of the 
management contract entitled the 
employer to have recourse to that 
pan of the retention fond as 
represented a retention made by 
the management contractor pursu¬ 
ant to the marks contract. 

That depended in turn on 
whether such part of the retention 
fund as represented retentions 
made by the management con¬ 
tractor under the works contract 


might be regarded as “moneys due 
or to become due to die manage¬ 
ment contractor". 

Although the management con¬ 
tract and the works contract were 
both detailed and complicated the 
overall effect was. in his Lordship's 
view, dear. The sums deducted by 
the management contractor from 
the sums due to the works con¬ 
tractor and resained by the em¬ 
ployer pursuant to dause 423 of 
the works contract and danse 48.1 
of the management contract were 
never due or payable by the 
employer to the management 
contractor. 

Down to the date of practical 

completion there were two parallel 

previsions for retentions, namely 
die retentions under the manage¬ 
ment contract pursuant to and in 
respect of the items specified in 
dause 462 and the retentions 
under the works contract pursuant 
to and in respect of the [terns 
specified in dause 423. 

The latter retentions never had

employer in trust in the amounts of 
the respective retentions far the 
management contractor and the 
works contractor pursuant to 
dause 4.8.1 of the management 
contract 

. After practical completion the 
management contract retentions 
did beoome due by the employer to. 
the management contractor tor die 
authority to retain than ceased at 
that stage and at the later stage of 


the certificate of completion of 
making good defects. Thus die 
right of setoff of the employer 
under dause 7.4.4 was exerczssahte 
against those mentions. 

But in his Lordship* view it was 
dear that such right was never 
exeraseable against the works 
contract retentions. Those reten¬ 
tions had not been and never

Golfer liable for shot that went wrong 


Pearson v Lightning 
Before Lord Justice Simon Brawn, 
Lord Justice Otton and Sir Chris¬ 
topher Slade 
(Judgment April 1] 

A golfer whose ball bounced off a 
tree and hit another player on an 
adjacent fairway, striking him in 
the eye. was liable for damages 
because in the circumstances it 
was foreseeable that die plaintiff 
might be imured if the difficult 
shot the defendant was playing 
went wrong. The risk of ipjury was 
small, but sufficient to render die 
defendant liable. 

The Court of Appeal so held, 
dismissing an appeal by the defen¬ 
dant, Anthony Lightning, "against 
a derision of Judge Rudd in 
Southampton County Court, giv¬ 
ing judgment for the plaintiff. 
Marvin J. Pearson, on liability for 
negligence with damages to be 
assessed.

LORD JUSTICE SIMON 
BROWN said that at Dunwood 
Manor Golf Club. Romsey,- the 
eighth and ninth holes were par¬ 
allel to each other running in 
opposite directions. The eighth 
was a dogleg to the right and the 
ninth a dogleg to die left The 
plaintiff was playing with two 
others on the ninth hole and the 
defendant on the eighth. 

The fairways were separated by 
a 15-metre width of light rough 
with a number of bushes and trees 
in il Both parties were members of 
the dub. 

The defendant* ball finished in 
the rough doser to the ninth than 
the eighth hole. 

The defendant played a difficult 
recovery shot which had to dear a 
coppiced hamL It failed to clear the 
bush, was deflected to the left and 
hit the plaintiff, who was 80 to 90 
yards away from the defendant 

The How was sufficient to fell 


the plaintiff, causing a substantial 
injury to his right eye. When the 
defendant realised the ball was 
going towards the plaintiff he 
shouted "fore" as a warning, but 
the plaintiff did not hear him. 

The central issue before the 
judge was whether there was a real 
risk that in playing the shot when 
he did. die defendant would cause 
injury to another plays. The judge 
held dial there was such a risk and 
the defendant was in breach of 
duty. 

The defendant argued that the 
judge was wrong to find that in 
playing that shot there was a real 
risk of injury to die plaintiff as 
opposed to a mere possibility. 

His Lordship rqeaed the sub¬ 
mission that the finding of liability 
against the defendant was not 
property open to the judge on the 
facts. 

Given the difficulty of die shot.

dive Brooks and Co Ltd v 
Batynard and Other* 

Before Lead justice Roch, Lord 
Justice Milieu and Lord Justice 
Otton 

[Judgment March 31] 

An order for security for costs in 
the Queen* Bench Division 
should specify a time limit within 
whktii seoirity should be provided, 
should stay all proceedings until 
security was given and should 
provide that the action be dis¬ 
missed if security was not given in 

the specified time. 

If the party ordered to provide 
security knew he would be unable 
to comply with the order, he was 
under no obligation to inform the 
Other side that he was hi no 
position to continue the action. 

The Court of Appeal so stated 
when dismissing the appeal of Mr 
Clive Brooks against die orders of 
Judge Michael Kershaw, QG sit¬ 
ting in Manchester as an addi¬ 
tional judge of the Queen* Bench 
Division oo May 16,1997. 

The judge had dismissed an 
action brought by Clive Brooks 
and Co Ltd against Mr Irvine 
Baynaid. Island Nominees lid. 
TRflOM) Nominees Ltd and 
London Ltd for warn of prosecu¬ 
tion and had dismissed an applica¬ 
tion by Mr Brooks to be 
substituted as plaintiff under 
Order IS. rule 7(2) of the Rules of 
the Supreme Court 

In June 1989 the company 
brought proceedings claiming a 
beneficial interest in a warehouse 
owned by the defendants. In 1993 
the company went into voluntary 
liquidation and (he defendants 
successfully applied for security 
for costs with a stay of the action 
pmding provision of security. 

No further action was taken 
until 1997 when the defendants 
issued a summons to dismiss the 
action. Mr Clive Brooks, director 
and principal shareholder of the 
company, sought to be substituted 
far die company as plaintiff in the 
action. 

The judge heard both applica¬ 
tions together and dismissed the 
action for want of prosecution and 
Mr Brook* application ro join the 
action. Mr Brooks appealed. 

Mr Anthony Scrivener, QC and 
Mr Paul Stafford for Mr Brooks: 
Mr Nicholas Riddle for the 
defendants. 

LORD JUSTICE ROCR said 
that the order made in favour of 
the defendants in 1993 to stay 
proceedings peiding provision of 
security for costs did not specify a 
time within which, or a date by 
which security for costs should be 
provided. 

His Lordship agreed with the 
observations of Lord Justice 
Millett that an order far security of 
costs should specify a time limit, 
but did not agree that in a case 
where the order was made without 
a time limit, the party ordered to 


provide security, once he knew that 
he would be unable to comply with 
the order, came under an obliga¬ 
tion to inform the other side that he 
was in no position to continue 
proceedings. 

An order for security for costs in 
that form gave tbe party ordered to 
provide security a reasonable per¬ 
iod in which to da so and after such 

a period had elapsed, die defen¬ 
dant became entitled to have the 
action dismissed. The onus of 
making the application that tire 
action oe dismissed was on the 
defendant, who would know that 
security for costs had still not been 
provided- 

In the present case the defen¬ 
dants had applied to dismiss the 
action. Mr Brooks* subsequent 
application to be substituted as 
p laintiff raised questions of proce¬ 
dure. namely (Q whether the 
application to be substituted as a 
plaintiff under Order 25. rule 7(2} 
could be granted: and ffi) whether 
M? Brooks could apply success¬ 
fully to lift the stay. 

Mr Brooks relied on die decision 
of the Court of Appeal in John 
Ridlqy Construction (Bucks) Ltd v 
BP Collins 8 Co (a Firm) (un¬ 
reported, January 30,1998). 

In his Lordship* judgment, in 
Ridlefs case, where there were 
three plaintiffs, a company and 
two individuals, the Individuals 
were already plaintiffs in the 
action.

Equity will not intervene where 
contractual remedy available 


Box and Others v Barclays 
Bank pic 

Before Mr Justice Ferris 
(Judgment March 24] 

It was not open to a depositor who 
had placed money with an illegal 
deposit-taking business operating 
in contravention of section 3(1) of 
the Banking Act 1987 to claim that 
that business held his money an 
constructive trust, since sectioo-3P) 
of the 1987 Ad expressly preserved 
the depositor* contractual rights 
at common law In those circum¬ 
stances, and equity would there¬ 
fore no* intervene to provide an 
alternative remedy where to do so 
would go against an express 
statutory provision. 

Mr Justice Ferris so bdd in a 
reserved judgment in the Chan¬ 
cery Division in dismissing Che 
claim s of the plaintiffs, Sarah Bax. 
Rosalind Brown and Pamela Ja¬ 
cobs, against die defendant, 
Barclays Bank ptc. in which they 
sought to recover from the defen¬ 
dant money which they had depos¬ 
ited with Sykon Finance Ltd. a 
customer of the defendant, which 
had gone into liquidation.

MR JUSTICE FERRIS having 
set out the relevant provisions of 
the 1987 Act. said that the plaintiffs 
had argued that the contracts of 
deposit were affected by illegality, 
since Syicon was carrying on a 
deposit-taking business without 
being authorised under Part I of 
the 1987 Act, and that equity would 
impose a constructive trust so as to 
enable die plaintiffs to recover 
their money. . 

They had argued that there was 
a principle under which, where 
money passed undo- an illegal 
transaction in relation to which the 
reripient of die money was at fault 

to a greater degree than the payer, 
equity would give die payer a right 
to recover his money. 

It was notable that in all of the 
authorities on which the plaintiffs 
relied, die plaintiff had no right to 
recover unless, inter alia, he was in 
a position where any contract on 
which he might have sued was 
tainted by illegality and. unless the 
pindple be applied, unenforce¬ 


able. In his Lordship* view, il¬ 
legality consisting of the taking of 
deposits by a person Who con¬ 
ducted an unlicensed deposit-tak¬ 
ing business constituted a special 
form of illegality which did not 
bring in its train toe ordinary 
consequences of illegality at com¬ 
mon law. 

Thai was achieved by means of 
section 3(3) of toe 1987 Act. which 
left toe ordinary contractual rem¬ 
edies of the depositor intact It was 
unnecessary in those circum¬ 
stances to seek an alternative 
remedy in equity. Indeed to do so 
would go against the very terms of 
section 3(3). 

It was not suggested that there 
would be a remedy in equity were 
it not for toe illegality’ consisting of 
the contravention of section 3(1). 
But if that contravention gave rise 
to an equitable remedy where none 
would otherwise exist that would 
affect the civil liability arising in 
respect of the deposit by giving that 
new remedy. Section 3(3) expressly 
negatived that.

He was on 
holiday at the time and re¬ 
vealed this week that he had 
wanted to bring in Gerry 
Francis, the forme- Totten¬ 
ham Hotspur manager. 

(an Durrant. the Rangers 
and former Scotland midfield 
player, will seek a. move to 
English football at the aid of 
the season after ending his 
career at Ibrox. Durrant. who 
made his debut for Rangers as 
an IB-year-old in 1985, had a 
testimonial against Sheffield 
Wednesday on Tuesday. 

“I would rather move out of 
Scotland because I wouldn't 
fancy coming back here and 
playing against Rangers,” he 
said. “I think I have missed 
the boat as for as playing in 
Europe is concerned.

general secretary of the world 
governing body. 

Yesterday, at the Uefa 
congress, the matter was re¬ 
solved. Egidfus Braun, prod- 
dent of the German football 
federation and treasurer of 
Uefa, spoke to Beckenbauer 
by telephone and said that his 
compatriot had been mismter- 
preted. “Franz tells me that he 
said that Blatter is, or was, the 
best administrator of football 
in the world.” Braun said. 
“He never implied fast 
Johansson should not be Fifa 
president; indeed, Franz is 
upset that Blatter, whom he 
regards as a friend, refuses to 
continue as general secretary 
under Johansson." 

Potentially more divisive 
was an announcement that 
Bosnia-Herzegovina is to en¬ 
ter six dubs in a qualification 
process from which two win 
emerge to enter Uefa dob 
com p e titi ons next season, 
subject to a final decision by 
the United Nations Task 
Force with regard to security. 

The winners will go into the 
Champions’ League and the 
runners-up into the Uefa Cup, 
but the six will only come 
from the Muslims, based in 
Sarajevo, and the Croatians. 
based in Mostar. According to 
Gerhard Aigner, the Uefa 
genera] secretary, the Seib ■ 
population, based in Banja 
Luka, declined to take part for 
political reasons.

FOR much of the day, and 
especially when John Crawley 
was easing his way to a 

delightful half-century in the 
afternoon sunshine, it seemed 
Lancashire would prevail over 
a Warwickshire side which 
has come closest in recent 
years to matching their own 
fine one-day achievements. 

However, three wickets in 
three overs, beginning with 
Crawley's, changed the match 
and. despite game hitting 
from Wasim Akram, the Lan¬ 
cashire captain, it was the 
recent upstarts who came out 
on top. 

Fittingly, it v js Ashley 
Giles who provided the coup 
de grace by bowling Peter 
Martin with 4.5 overs to spare. 
The Surrey-bom all-rounder, 
who played in a one-day 
international against the Aus¬ 
tralians last summer but 
failed to get a game in 
Sharjah, presented a compel¬ 
ling case for inclusion in the 
forthcoming Texaco Trophy 
series against South Africa. 

First he shored up a War¬ 
wickshire innings that had 
slumped to 152 for five with a 
bustling 37 from 38 bails, then 
he helped halt Lancashire’s 
charge by taking three for 22 
in his 7.1 overs ofleft-arm spin. 
In both cases it was a career- 
best in the Benson & Hedges 
Cup and it earned him his 
first Gold Award. 

And how Warwickshire 
needed Giles. They did make 
a good start as Neil Smith and 
Nick Knight tucked into some 
wayward bowling from Mar¬ 
tin, whose 10 overs cost 60 
runs, but once they were out 
the innings began to stutter. 

Brian Lara, still looking 
bemused by his surroundings, 
scratched his way to 13 before 
Ian Austin nipped one 
through and had him leg- 
before. Penney and Brown 
were similarly uncertain and 
it was left to David Hemp to 
lay the foundations for a 
decent score. He reached a 
measured half-century from 81 
balls but soon afterwards 
nicked a catch to Hegg trying 
to steer Martin to third man.

Mike Atherton, fighting off 
a problematic back, produced 
one confident pull off Ed 
Giddins but. in the seventh 
over, he nicked a perfect 
away-swinger to Piper. 
Crawley, though, was quickly 
into his stride. He survived 
one leg-before shout off 
Dougie Bruwn before hitting 


him for three Tours in one 
over, two dipped through the 
leg side and one carved 
through third man. 

in the next over, Giles’s first, 
he came dancing down the 
pitch and struck the spinner 
straight for another boundary. 
When Gladstone Small re¬ 
placed Giddins his first tell 
was nonchalantly deposited 
over mid-wicket It is strange 
to think that Crawley was 
deemed surplus to England's 
one-day requirements in die 
West Indies. 

Crawley raced to his 50 
from 58 balls, with six fours 
and that six. but when 
Giddins returned to end a 


second-wicket partnership 
worth 82 by bowling Mike 
Watkinson for 34. the game 
began to alter. FI in toff wait 
quickly and Crawley was 
starved of the strike, his next 
four runs coming from 29 
deliveries in nine overs. 

Neil Smith then trapped 
him leg-before and the next 
two overs saw Small remove 
Lloyd and Smith get rid of 
Hegg, caught behind by his 
opposite number. Wasim was 
Lancashire's last hope, and he 
did his best with 31 off 28 
balls, but when he was eighth 
out, caught off a top-edged 
sweep at Giles, the game was 
well and truly up.

Woolmer seeks help 
from upper house 


LORD COWDREY of 
Tonbridge is preparing to give 
South Africa's cricketers the 
benefit of his vast experience 
this summer. It is sought by 
Bob Woolmer, who was once 
his pruteg6 and who will coach 
the touring party. 

Lord Cowdrey said that he 
would be "veiy happy" to 
assist his former Kent col¬ 
league. “I shall do whatever 
Bob wants,” he said. His first 
to meet the South 
will be on May 17 at 
Arundel, where he lives, when 
they play the Duke of Nor¬ 
folk’s XI. 

Since he retired from first- 
class cricket in 1976. Lord 
Cowdrey, 65, has immersed 
himself in administration with 
MCC, of which he was presi¬ 
dent the International Cricket 
Council, which he chaired, 
and Kent his old county. 
Although he has given freely 
of his time to dubs and 
societies, no county or country 
has asked him hitherto to 
• coach them. 

\ Woolmer, who began his 
career in 1968 under 
Cowdrey’s captaincy, is partic¬ 
ularly keen that he should 
help South Africa's batsmen, 
who have performed inconsis¬ 
tently of late. "Colin taught me 
everything 1 know about bat¬ 
ting. He was my boyhood hero 
and I used to drive with him to 
matches so that I could ask 
him about various aspects of 
the game." Woolmer said. 
“Sometimes, when I was bat¬ 
ting with him. Colin would 
come down the pitch and 
suggest trying a different shot 
against a particular bowler. It 
would invariably work." 

Conduct meddle 

Lord Cowdrey is, himself, 
slicin g assistance from a 
former England captain. 
MCC is preparing to ujxlate 
the laws of the game in time 
for 2000 and, as the chairman 
of its cricket committee, he is 
asking Mike Brearley to assist 
him in reminding captains of 
their responsibility for the 
conduct of their players. 

"Mike is one of our most 
astute former captains. level¬ 
headed and with an exception¬ 
al mind. I am sure that he will 
have a vital contribution to 
make to this important debate. 
We have to establish an ac¬ 
ceptable, realistic formula for 
the conduct of an enjoyable 
cricket match... competitive, 
but fun,” Lord Cowdrey said

Where even Ruby Wax draws the line 


I n Ruby Wax Meets... OJ 
Simpson (BBC1). we finally 
got the answer to the question 
that many people have been won¬ 
dering about for some time: does 
Ruby Wax know where io draw 
the line? 

It rnnxs out that she does. She 
can riffle through Fbrgie's fridge, 
stroke Lmelds Marcos's shoes, con¬ 
tort herself into sexual positions 
with Pamela Anderson, but she 
was smart enough — and angry 
enough? — to realise that you can 
josh only so far with someone who 
most people think murdered his 
former wife, Nicole Brown, and 
her friend, Ron Goldman. 

You will look hard for Wax's 
trademark grin through most of 
this documentary. 

What an odd coincidence that 
this film, postponed because of 
unease that Wax had paid Simp- 
son for the interview, was re¬ 
scheduled into the very week in 
which the biographer Gitta Sereny 


& BBC1 


has been having to defend her 
decision to pay Mazy Bell, the 
child-kiUer. for co-operating in a 
forthcoming book, being seri¬ 
alised in this newspaper (cx- 
rraas.pages20.2D. 

Was it wrong for Wax to hand 
over $10,000 to a man accused of 
almost decapitating his former 
wife? Well it does seem a little 
tacky (although not as tacky as the 
information that Simpson sold 
autographs as $250 a shot while he 
was m prison — as many as 30.000 
of them). But wait a second ...OJ 
was acquitted by a criminal jury, 
so why shouldn't Wax pay him a 
fee — be is innocent, isn't he? 

Hey, wait just another sec¬ 
ond ... he was later “found liable” 
for the deaths in a civil trial. 
Doesn't that mean he really did 
kill Brown and Goldman? This is 
the Alice In Wonderland world 
that Simpson now inhabits, and 
which Wax decided to enter. 
Everybody thinks he did it. Ameri¬ 


can comedians make jokes on TV 
about his having done it. without 
fear that Simpson will sue for libel. 
Yci Qj walks free — and righriy so, 
because it is certainly not impossi¬ 
ble that another person some¬ 
where on this planet, who has the 
identical DNA to OJ Simpson, was 
also loitering around Brown and 
Goldman at the murder hour. 

I t must be a smalt disappoint¬ 
ment to the OJ-is-innownt 
theorists that even Simpson 
does not behave as if he's innocent. 
He behaves like someone who is 
acting as if he were innocent—and 
his acting was never in the same 
league as his football. 

You might ask: what was Wax 
hoping to prove? Did she really 
think she'd get him to confess? 1 
doubt it But she gave us the 
evidence we needed to make up 
our own minds. By letting us sec 
his aw-shucks grin, and hear him 
brag about how “the availability of

women now is more than it’s ever 
been’: by Jetting us hear him say 
that his two children never ask 
about their mother?; murder (this 
with the same nonchalance with 
which he might tell us that his 
children never ask for tuna sand¬ 
wiches): and by letting us watch 
him go round and round the golf 
course as though condemned to 
spend the rest of his life whacking 
txills around this 18-hole circle of 


hell. Wax brought us up to date on 
the life of a man most of us last saw 
giving that taut smirk of relief on 
hearing the jury's verdict 

Now here he was, babbling like 
a child who is explaining why it 
just could not have been him who 
scribbled on the wall with a Biro. 
As the words gushed out of him. 
Wax slotted in questions about his 
adultery, about Nicole'S claims of 
wife-beating, about the rime he 
slammed a baseball bat through a 
windscreen — like a matador 
picking her moment to insert her 
few daggers to best surgical ad¬ 
vantage. 

In 0-1*3 position, you and 1 
might spend our days badgering 
cops and Congressmen to find the 
real killer, rather than playing 
golf. But then again. OJ never 
showed the slightest sadness when 
talking to Wax about his former 
wife. People have shown more 
grief for dead pets. That became 
clear when, in a chilling coda to the 


film. OJ crept up on Wax from 
behind and proceeded ra re-enact 
the Psycho shower scene, complete 
with sound effects, stabbing her 
repeatedly with a banana. And 
laughing. It was the sort of crazy 
thing that Wax herself might do — 
if only she. too, had the sensitivity 
and self-knowledge of a walnut. 

T o see what real grief looks 
like, search no further than 
Sandra Downes, who used 
last night's Counterblast (BBC2) to 
campaign movingly against an 
inquest system that has denied her 
access to information that might 
help her to understand how and 
why her 20-year-old son. Marlon, 
died last year while in custody at a 
police station in north London on 
charges of alleged rape. 

With astonishing grace and 
dignity, she wondered how her son 
could have died in so “safe" a place 
as a police cell; how he could have 
hanged himself, as alleged by 


pcifij-v. fr **m an aircondiiioninp 
grid more than 6ft above hi< cell 
bed: why. after her year-long bank 
to overturn the police iiivosiiya-

MICHELLE SMITH, the tri¬ 
ple Olympic swimming cham¬ 
pion. yesterday revealed ihai 
she stands accused of using a 
banned substance, described 
as a derivative of testosterone, 
to enhance her performance, 
and of introducing a sub¬ 
stance — believed to have been 
whiskey—into a urine sample 
that reduced the integrity and 
validity of a drug test she 
provided in January. 

In a press conference at the 
Dublin offices of her solicitor. 
Peter Lennon. Smith. 28, de¬ 
clared herself innocent and 
vowed to fight allegations that 
she had manipulated the urine 
sample that she provided to 
out-of-competition testers at 
her home in Kilkenny on 
January 10. If she cannot 
convince the doping panel 
from Fina. the international 
governing body, of her inno¬ 
cence. she faces a punishment 
that could stretch to a lifetime 
ban from swimming. 

Describing the situation as 
“the most serious challenge to 
my career and credibility". 
Smith said: “I am innocent of 
these charges. I am appalied 
at the manner in which they 
have been leaked into the 
public domain and I intend 
fully defending them. 

"I have no intention of 
taking this lying down and I 
have no intention of being 
bullied by any organisation, 
national or international." 

Defending herself in an 
11-page document in which 
she displays a deep knowledge 
of the finer details of permissi¬ 
ble levels of testosterone, what 
the specific density of urine

samples must be and much 
more besides. Smith went far 
beyond what Fma was pre¬ 
pared to say about its inquiry 
into die swimmer. 

In its own statement Kina 
confirmed a report in The

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lation" Fina stated. However, 
it did not mention the banned 
substance referred to by 
Lennon. 

Smith and Lennon broadly 
hinted that her urine sample 
may have been tampered with 
by others, and complained 
bitterly of irregularities in the 
way Fina had handled die 
case. 

“They [Fina] haven’t given 
us the feds of the alleged 
adulteration, nor have they 
identified the banned sub¬ 
stance which may have been 
contained in the A sample [of 
the test]," Lennon said. 

Lennon said it was probable 
an attempt would now be 
made to ban Smith for four 
years and to strip her of the 
two gold and two silver med¬ 
als she won at the European 
championships in Seville last 
summer. He anticipated they 
would have to go all the way to 
the International Court of 
Arbitration for Sport in Swit¬ 
zerland to dear her name. 

Smith's statement said that 


the laboratory report indicates 
that she is under suspicion 
over "the administration of 
some metabolic precursor of 
testosterone". She noted that 
testosterone occurs naturally 
in tiie body and only if the 
ratio exceeds 1:6 does it be¬ 
come illegal. There was no 
evidence to suggest she had 
exceeded that level, she said. 

However, Gvmnar Werner, 
the Swedish 'honorary secre¬ 
tary of Fina, was more ooy 
about the nature of its investi¬ 
gation. He said: “There are, of 
course, many rumours, but we 
have a procedure to follow and 
would wish to avoid 
speculation. 

“What we have reported 
that we have found is that 
there has been obvious ma¬ 
nipulation, and we will say 
nothing more explicit that that 
at this time." 

A suggestion that proper 
procedures may not have been 
followed was yesterday reject¬ 
ed by International Doping 
Tbsts and Management 


(IDTM), the Swedish 
charged with the 
operating Pula’s out-of-compe- 
tition testing programme. A 
spokeswoman said that while 
IDTM would not comment chi 
specific cases, “we work in 
accordance with Fina guide¬ 
lines in all cases". Asked 
whether there was ever any 
deviation from that, she re¬ 
plied: “No, never." 

Under Fina rules. Smith has 
until May 18—21 days after 
bring notified of the results of 
tiie A sample — to have the B 
sample tested. She has a right 
to be present when tiie analy¬ 
sis of the test is conducted. If 
the B sample confirms the 
findings of the A sample, the 
matter will then be referred to 
the Fma Doping Panel of three 
lawyers, the first stepping 
stone on the way to tiie 
International Court of 
Arbitration. 

News of Smith's latest trou¬ 
bles was greeted with delight 
by those in America who, at 
the 1996 Olympic Gaines in 


Atlanta, had said that Smith’s 
extraordinary progress from 
mediocrity to megastar was 
suspicious. Speculation was 
fuelled by the presence, as 
Smith's coach and husband, of 
Erik de Bruin, the former 
Holland international discus 
thrower, who was serving a 
four-year suspension for a 
foiled drags test 

In Atlanta. Smith and de 
Bruin blamed much of the 
controversy on Janet Evans, 
the four-time Olympic cham¬ 
pion, who, after missing die 
final of the 400 metres free¬ 
style final by one place, re¬ 
ferred to ‘Tumours out there 
an the deck” about Smiths 
immense improvement at the 
age of 26. 

Yesterday. Evans said: 
‘There has been lots of specu¬ 
lation in the swimming world 
about this so the news comes 
as no surprise. But we should 
wait for the result of the B 
sample and the details of 
whars gone on here to make 
our final judgment" 


Deception an age-old process 


COMPETITORS have tried 
to cheat the drag-testing 
system for years. Although 
Michelle Smith yesterday in¬ 
sisted that she was not guilty, 
some famous international 
sportsmen and women have 
been caught in attempting to 
avoid detection. 

In 197S. Michel Pollen tier, 
the Belgian cyclist was lead¬ 
ing the Tour de France when 
he was discovered at the 
doping control to be secreting 
a rubber bag with a tube in 
his armpit under his jersey. It 
was found to contain untaint¬ 
ed urine. Pollen tier was 
stripped of first place. 

In Januaiy 1992. Katrin 
Krabbe. the reigning world 
100 and 200 metres champion, 
and two other German ath¬ 
letes. Silke Moller and Grit 
Breuer, were unexpectedly 
asked to give urine samples in 
an out-ot<ompetition test in 
Smith Africa. 

These were flown to 
Cologne, where they were 
analysed by the late Professor 
Manfred Don ike, one of the 
world’s foremost experts. He

found that the samples did 
not contain any prohibited 
drugs but had all come from 
the same person, suggesting 
manipulation. 

However, the trio escaped 
punishment on a technicality, 
because there was no provi¬ 
sion for out-of-competition 
testing in the constitution of 
the German Athletics Federa¬ 
tion (DLV). 

(( is possible for the 24 
laboratories accredited by the 
International Olympic Com¬ 
mittee fiOQ to identify 
whether a particular compet¬ 
itor has actually provided his 
or her own 'specimen by 
examining the profile of an 
individual's urine. Human 
cells can sometimes appear in 
sufficient numbers in the 
urine to enable DNA testing 
to take place. 

When giving urine sam¬ 
ples, a competitor has to 
remove sufficent dothing so 


that the sampling officer of 
the same sex can directly 
observe him or her providing 
the urine sample of about 100 
ml into a “collecting vessel”. 

The competitor then selects 
a pair of pro-sealed bottle

containers and breaks the 
security seals. He or she 
divides the specimen between 
the A and B bottle, with two- 
thirds going into the A bottle 
and the remaining third, at 
least 30 ml being poured into 
the B. The competitor then 
chooses two numbered seals 
to attach to the packs. 

The samples in their sealed 
transit containers are finally 
sent to an accredited laborato¬ 
ry by a secure chain of 
custody for analysis. 

However, one rumoured 
method of beating this test is 
to use a catheter of dean urine 
just before the drugs test 
Females insert the untained 
urine into the vagina, males 
into the penis. 

It is difficult to deceive the 
laboratories by adding any¬ 
thing to the urine. In the 
rudimentary testing usually 
done for business companies, 
it is possible to obtain a false 
negative. However, an IOC- 
accredited laboratory, which 
uses a high-resolution mass 
spectrometer for detection, is 
less easily deceived.

O’Sullivan fails 
to maintain 
concentration

DESPITE adopting a shot- 
selection policy and generally 
carefree approach that was 
not in keeping with the impor¬ 
tance of the occasion, Ronnie 
O’Sullivan led Jimmy White 
10-6 entering the concluding 
session of their quarter-final 
in tiie Embassy world champ¬ 
ionship at the Crucible The¬ 
atre, Sheffield, yesterday. 

O’Sullivan has abandoned 
convention throughout his 
career, but to play a frame as u 
it were an exhibition when 
leading only 9-6 at such an 
advanced stage of snooker’s 
most important event is 
unfathomable. 

It all came down to frustra¬ 
tion. O'Sullivan, disciplined 
when building a 7-1 lead on 
Tuesday, did not possess the 
same level of intensity on the 
resumption and, as the after¬ 
noon wore on. became ragged 
and, amazingly, disinterested. 

Two reckless attempts at 
reds went unpunished in the 
dosing frame of the session 
before he embarked on a 
break of 55 in which his 
normally silky cue-ball control 
deserted him. O’Sullivan only 
sealed the frame by fluking the 
last red to a baulk’pocket 

White recovered to 8-4 by 
stealing one frame on the 
black, another on the brown 
and compiling a 58 break, but 
he wasted the opportunity to 
add the thirteenth by grossly 
misjudging the last red.
